Rules of the Boston City Council Municipal Year 2008 


Meeting Time 

Rule 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be on Wednesdays at 12:30P.M. in the Chris- 
topher A. Iannella council chamber, One City Hall Square, 
5th Floor, Boston. Special meetings may be called at the 
council president’s discretion, upon a forty-eight (48) 
hour notice from the time the notices are mailed or dis- 
patched by special messenger to the clerk and members 
of the council, or relayed to each councillor’s office. Spe- 
cial meetings of the council may be called by the council 
president upon less than forty-eight (48) hours notice in 
the case of an emergency, and with the consent of two- 
thirds (2/3) of all members. 


Quorum 

Rule 2. A quorum of the council shall consist of seven 
(7) members and any member may call for a roll calion 
the question of the presence of a quorum. If at any time, 
any meeting is called to order, or if during a meeting, a 
roll call shows less than a quorum, the presiding officer 
shall call a recess of not more than ten (10) minutes, after 
which time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting may 
be adjourned by the presiding officer. 


Presiding Officer 

Rule 3. The council president shall serve as presiding 
officer and shall assume the chair at the hour set by the 
previous adjournment, call the members to order after a 
roll call showing a quorum present, and proceed with the 
regular order of business. The council president shall se- 
lect a president pro tempore to act in his or her absence 
and serve as vice chair of the committee of the whole. 
In the event of the absence of both the council president 
and the president pro tempore, the senior member by age 
shall preside. No city council president shall be eligible 
to serve more than two (2) consecutive terms. A member, 
after serving two (2) consecutive terms as president, may 
again serve as president after one (1) year has passed. 


Appealing a Decision of the Chair 

Rule 4. The presiding officer may speak: to points of 
order in preference to other members, and shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the chair, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. The question shall 
be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a majority of the votes is to the 
contrary. 


Matters Properly Before Council 

Rule 5. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from the one under consideration shall be admitted 
under the color of an amendment. Any motion, order, or 
resolution which has been previously debated and acted 
upon in the current municipal year, or which conflicts 
with the city charter, federal, or state constitution or with 
rules prescribed by existing city ordinance, federal law 
or state law, or which in the opinion of the presiding of- 
ficer does not have a direct bearing on the business of the 
council shall be referred to the committee of the whole, 
and shall not be further considered by the council except 
upon report by that committee. The decision of the chair 
may be appealed but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. Prior to the vote, the 
proponent of the motion, order or resolution shall have 
three (3) minutes to explain the issue and the need for the 
City Council to tak:e action on the matter. Afterward, a 
recess of no more than two (2) minutes shall be called so 
that those members who share the opposite view, should 
they choose to, shall have the opportunity to select one of 
its members to speak: for no more than two (2) minutes 
on the opposing view. After the debate, a vote on the mat- 
ter shall be tak:en. The question shall be put as follows: 

“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council? 

The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a two-thirds (2/3) majority of all 
the members of the council is to the contrary. 

The committee of the whole may report that any mo- 
tion, order, or resolution, so referred to it, is out of order 
for the reasons contained in Rule 5, and its report shall be 
a final disposition ofthe matter, subject to an appeal. The 
same provisions as those governing appeals from rulings 
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of the presiding officer shall govern such appeal. 


Recess 

Rule 6. The presiding officer may at any time, during 
debate or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than 
twenty minutes and such action shall not be subject to 
appeal, nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Propounding Motions 

Rule 7. The presiding officer shall propound all mo- 
tions in the order in which they are moved unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, provided 
that in naming sums and fixing time, the largest sum and 
longest term shall be put first. 


Deciding Questions 

Rule 8. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the pre- 
siding officer, without debate, shall decide all questions 
relating to priority of business. 


Dividing a Question 

Rule 9. The presiding officer, at the request of any 
member, shall mak:e a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Doubting the Vote 

Rule 10. The presiding officer shall declare all votes. 
If any member doubts a vote, the presiding officer shall 
cause the vote to be tak:en by a roll call. 


Vacating the Chair 

Rule 11. When the presiding officer wants to vacate 
the chair, he or she shall callon the president pro tempore 
to tak:e the chair. In the absence of the president pro tem- 
pore, any member can be asked to assume the chair. The 
presiding officer may resume the chair at will. 


Agenda 

Rule 12. The original and twenty-nine (29) copies of 
any message, ordinance, resolution, vote, or other mea- 
sure submitted by the Mayor shall be delivered to the 
office of the clerk before twelve 0’ clock noon one (1) 
business day preceding the council meeting. Such sub- 
mission is a prerequisite to any item’s consideration at 
such meeting. 

The original and two (2) copies of any order, ordinance, 
resolution or committee report (including consent agenda 
items, but not reports of the committee of the whole voted 
during a recess of a council meeting), provided that Rule 
35 has been complied with in the case of reports of the 
committee chair, submitted by a councillor shall also be 
delivered before twelve o’clock noon one (1) business 
day preceding the scheduled meeting of the council. Such 
submission is a prerequisite to any item’s consideration at 
such meeting. Twenty-nine (29) copies are to be delivered 
to the city messenger by the first-listed councillor’s office 
submitting the matter; but only one (1) copy of each mat- 
ter to be considered on the consent agenda is to be given 
to the city messenger. 


Duties of the Clerk 

Rule 13. It shall be the duty of the clerk, acting as clerk 
and parliamentarian of the council, to prepare and cause 
to be printed for each meeting a listing of all matters 
submitted for consideration to the council, including the 
minutes of the previous meeting, in accordance with Rule 


12; such listing shall be known as the agenda, and it shall 
be divided into two sections, the latter of which shall be 
known as the consent agenda. 

The agenda shall include a list of all pending coun- 
cil matters, such listing being also known as the “green 
sheets.” The green sheets shall include a list of all thirty 
(30) and sixty (60) day orders, matters assigned for fur- 
ther action, matters on the table, unanswered 17F orders, 
home rule petitions not responded to by the Mayor, and 
a listing of all matters currently assigned to committees. 
Said matters shall be listed in accordance with the order 
of business as described in Rule 17. Said agenda shall be 
delivered to the city messenger and it shall be the duty 
of the city messenger to compile the agenda, all matters 
listed on said agenda, the legislative calendar, and any 
other documents appropriate to the scheduled meeting. 
Such compilation shall be known as “the packet”, and it 
shall be promptly delivered to the office of each council 
member and individuals or organizations identified by the 
council president. If for any reason “the packet” is not 
ready for distribution by four o’clock P.M., the office of 
each council member shall be notified of such delay by 
the city messenger. 


Corrections as to Form 

Rule 14. The clerk with the assistance of the corpo- 
ration counsel if necessary, may mak:e changes to cor- 
rect the form of an ordinance once passed, but prior to 
its presentation to the mayor, provided however that its 
substance is not affected. 


Items of the Same Matter 

Rule 15. In the event that resolutions or orders concern- 
ing the same or similar subjects are filed with the clerk 
for consideration by the council, the clerk shall cause to 
have entered on the agenda only that resolution or order 
which was first filed and the name of the sponsor(s) to the 
similar resolution or order shall be added as a sponsor- 
ing member to the resolution or order which is placed on 
the agenda. Such action, however, shall not preclude any 
member from offering an amendment to the resolution or 
order. 


Removal from the Consent Agenda 

Rule 16. Resolutions of condolences and congratu- 
lations filed in accordance with Rule 37 shall be listed 
upon the consent agenda. Any member of the council may 
object to the clerk upon such a filing. The matter being 
objected to shall be removed from the consent agenda and 
placed on the agenda of the regular council business. No 
such resolution shall bear the name of any councillor not 
indicating consent to sponsorship. 

All matters contained on the consent agenda shall be 
read as one and the question of adoption and passage of 
all said matters shall be by a single motion. The question 
shall be put as follows: 

“The question now comes on approval of the various 
matters contained within the consent agenda.” 


Order of Business and Debate 
Rule 17. At every regular meeting of the council, the 
order of business shall be as follows: 
1. Council Accolades (See Rule 37) 
2. Approval of Minutes 
3. Communications from the mayor. 
4 Petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
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5. Reports of public officers and others. 

6. Reports of committee chairs (regular and 
interim). 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

8. Pending council matters (“green sheets”). 

9. Consent agenda. 


Motions and Orders 
Rule 18. When a question is under debate, the follow- 
ing motions shall be entertained and shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged: 
To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
To move the previous question. 
To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 
To amend. 
To postpone indefinitely. 
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Strike and Insert 

Rule 19. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

At the call of the president, motion(s) to amend shall 
be reduced to writing and copies given to members. Three 
copies shall be given to the clerk. 


Adjourn 

Rule 20. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time except on an immediate repetition or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lie on 
the table, the motion to tak:e from the table, and the mo- 
tion for the previous question shall be decided without 
debate. 


Remanding Matters to the Mayor 

Rule 21. Any order, ordinance, resolution, vote, or 
other measure submitted by the mayor shall be rejected 
without prejudice, unless when it is filed with the clerk, 
it bears the certificate of the corporation counsel that, if 
adopted or passed in the form submitted by the mayor, 
it will be in accordance with the law. The council, at the 
discretion of the president, may remand a response from 
the Mayor to a Section 17F request, if in the determina- 
tion of the president the response does not comply with 
the request. A subsequent response shall be due within 
seven (7) days. 


Withdrawal of Motions 

Rule 22. After the presiding officer has put a motion 
on the floor, the presiding officer may withdraw it on the 
request of the sponsor, providing no objection. 


Committee Assignment and Action 

Rule 23. When a petition, order, or resolution relates 
to a subject that may properly be examined and reported 
upon by an existing committee of the council, such peti- 
tion, order, or resolution, upon presentation, shall be re- 
ferred to such committee by the president in consultation 
with the clerk. Any member offering a motion, order, or 
resolution referred to a committee may request that the 
chair of the committee set, within thirty days, a mutually 
agreeable date for a hearing. No hearing may be sched- 
uled or conducted without the consent and the presence 


of the chair or his or her designee. 


Calling of Matters in Committee 

Rule 24. Within thirty (30) days after a matter is re- 
ferred to a committee, it shall not be voted upon without 
the consent of the committee chair. 

If after thirty (30) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by nine (9) members of the council. 

If after forty-five (45) days after a matter is referred 
to a committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be 
called by seven (7) members of the council. 

If after sixty (60) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by five (5) members of the council. 

The chair of a committee may call a docket out of his 
or her committee at any time and ask that a vote be taken 
on the matter, provided that when such a call is made, the 
clerk will take a roll call vote of the committee members 
prior to the reading of the matter to ascertain that a ma- 
jority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee 
for discussion and action by the full council. From time 
to time, the committee chair may issue an interim report 
to provide to the members information received regard- 
ing the topic or the status of a docket. This interim com- 
mittee report does not recommend a final disposition of 
the docket, but provides information. The report will be 
treated as a communication from the committee chair and 
added to the record. The docket remains in the assigned 
committee until final disposition. 


Matters Placed on File at Year End 

Rule 25. The clerk shall place on file any council-spon- 
sored matter remaining in committee at the conclusion of 
the last meeting of the calendar year, including matters in- 
troduced and not voted upon at the last meeting of the cal- 
endar year. Sixty (60) day orders and mayoral filings shall 
be exempt from this rule. Items awaiting Mayoral action, 
including unanswered 17F orders and Home Rule Peti- 
tions, that are more than two weeks old at the end of the 
municipal year will be removed from the green sheets. 


Voting 

Rule 26. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing opin- 
ions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


Summons of Members 

Rule 27. Upon request for a roll call vote, the presid- 
ing officer shall hold open the calling for a period of no 
longer than five (5) minutes during which time the city 
messenger shall summons all members who are absent 
from the Iannella Council Chamber. The clerk shall call 
the names of the members in alphabetical order without 
interruption. Each member shall respond to his or her 
name when called by the clerk. No member shall be re- 
corded after the name of the next member has been called 
in the prescribed manner, except by unanimous consent of 
all members present. 


Majority Vote 

Rule 28. Every member present when a question is put, 
unless he or she is excluded by interest, shall vote in the 
affirmative or negative or shall respond, “present,” unless 
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the council has for special reason excused that member 
from voting. Unless otherwise provided, seven (7) mem- 
bers of the council shall constitute a majority vote at a 
meeting of the council. For a hearing of the council, a 
majority of members present and voting shall constitute 
a majority. 


Absence of Sponsoring Member 

Rule 29. In the event that the sponsoring member of 
any order, resolution, or other matter, except the contents 
of the consent agenda, is not present when the clerk reads 
the matter, the presiding officer shall instruct the clerk to 
withdraw the matter from consideration at that meeting. 


Reconsideration 

Rule 30. Once a vote has been taken, any member may 
only move reconsideration ofthe vote at the same meet- 
ing. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
thirty minutes, and no member shall occupy more than 
five minutes. On a vote upon any subsidiary or incidental 
question, debate shall be limited to ten minutes, and no 
member shall occupy more than two minutes. 


Limits on Reconsideration 
Rule 31. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon the following motions: 
1. To adjourn. 
2. The previous question. 
3. To lay on the table. 
4. To tak:e from the table. 
5. Toclose debate at a specified time. 
A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in ei- 
ther case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Two-Thirds Majority Required and Second Readings 

Rule 32. All orders releasing rights, easements, or re- 
strictions on land, all orders for the sale of land, all appro- 
priations for the purchase of land, all loans, voted by the 
council shall require a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all mem- 
bers of the council, and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen 
(14) days after the first, except in cases in which a shorter 
period is authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order 
for any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and votes as was required for the pas- 
sage of the original order. All matters failing to receive a 
two-thirds (2/3) affirmative vote on the first vote shall be 
deemed to have been rejected without prejudice and re- 
moved from further consideration, unless reconsideration 
of the initial vote prevails. 


Adoption of Matters on Day Introduced 

Rule 33. No ordinance, substitution of an ordinance, 
order, or resolution may be adopted at the meeting at 
which it is submitted. This rule may only be suspended 
with unanimous consent. This rule applies only to mat- 
ters not previously filed for council consideration and as- 
signed to committee, and any related amendments or sub- 
stitutions and does not apply to reports of committees. 


Committees 


Seventy-Two Hour Notice Required 

Rule 34. No meeting, working session, or hearing of 
any committee, except the committee on ways and means, 
in accord with the limitations of the state’s open meeting 
law, shall be called upon less than seventy-two (72) hours 
notice (exclusive of legal holidays and Sundays), unless 
otherwise allowed by the president in accord with the lim- 
itations of the state’s open meeting law, from the time the 
council staff shall have mailed or electronically transmit- 
ted the notices and invitation letters or dispatched them 
by special messenger; provided that meetings of the com- 
mittee of the whole may be held for a specific purpose(s) 
at the call of the president, at the completion of council 
business and prior to final adjournment of any meeting of 
the council without such notice. Only that specific item( 
s) for which a committee of the whole meeting, working 
session, or hearing has been called shall be in order at 
such meeting, working session, or hearing. 

Only a committee chair may schedule a meeting, work- 
ing session, or hearing or reserve time on the council’s 
calendar for a hearing to be scheduled. Upon scheduling 
of a meeting, working session, or hearing and posting of 
a meeting, working session, or hearing notice (includ- 
ing time, place, and subject) with the clerk, the meet- 
ing, working session, or hearing notice shall be posted 
electronically and on council bulletin boards. Written and 
electronic notice shall be delivered to each councillor and 
other interested parties by council staff. The chair and 
members of any committee shall speak: and question wit- 
nesses for not more than ten minutes at a time. 

The conduct of members of the public at council meet- 
ings, and committee meetings, working sessions, and 
hearings, including those present to testify, shall be gov- 
erned by Rules 41, 42 and 43 and shall be enforced by the 
council staff assigned to the meeting, working session, or 
hearing. 

No committee unless authorized by an order of the 
council shall incur any expense, including, but not limited 
to, advertising and stenographic costs. Committee chairs 
requesting interpreter services will work with the staff 
director, recognizing there are budgetary limitations, to 
arrange for such services at the time the meeting, working 
session, or hearing is scheduled. No committee meeting, 
working session, or hearing, except the committee of the 
whole and the committee on ways and means, shall be 
conducted on the day of any regular meeting of the coun- 
cil. No committee, except the committee of the whole, 
committee on ways and means or committee on rules and 
administration shall be allowed to schedule or conduct a 
meeting, working session, or hearing on the same day and 
time as a previously scheduled meeting of another com- 
mittee. 

No committee will hold any hearing, working session, 
or meeting after the last regular council meeting of the 
municipal year. 


Committee Action 

Rule 35. Each item listed on the weekly agenda that is 
to be reported out of committee must be accompanied by 
a report. The committee chair shall draft the report with 
the assistance of central staff committee liaisons. All re- 
ports of the committee chair must contain the following 
information: docket number, title, date referred, sponsor, 
date(s) of hearings, date(s) of working sessions (where ap- 
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plicable), a discussion of the provisions of the legislation, 
summary of information received at the hearing, and in 
the case of amended or substituted language, a discussion 
of the changes and the impacts on the original legislation, 
and the rationale for the recommended action. Committee 
members will be polled on the floor of the council in ac- 
cordance with Rule 24. 

The committee chair may issue an informational in- 
terim report as a communication to the council relaying 
information gleaned from committee hearings and the 
status of the issue. The interim report of the committee 
chair will not dispose of the docket. The original interim 
report and two copies shall be submitted to the clerk and 
twenty-nine copies (29) delivered to the city messenger. 


Working Sessions 

Rule 35A. In order to revise legislation in commit- 
tee, the committee chair may schedule a working session 
under the notice requirements and process established in 
Rule 34. The purpose of the working session will be to 
discuss and deliberate on proposed changes to the legisla- 
tion before the committee. The changes outlined at that 
working session would then be incorporated into the leg- 
islation, and included in the committee report regarding 
the legislation. More than one working session may be 
held on the same legislation and working sessions may 
be scheduled to review more than one piece of legislation 
at the same time. Subject to the will of the chair, working 
sessions may be scheduled to occur at times separate from 
the hearings, or directly afterward. 


Committee Appointment, Structure, and Role 

Rule 36. The president of the council shall appoint all 
standing committees, appoint all special committees, and 
fill any vacancy and designate the rank of the members of 
each committee. All standing committees shall consist of 
between three and nine members. 

The role of each committee shall be to provide a forum 
for in-depth review and analysis of all city departments, 
boards, and agencies, and to provide a means for residents 
to address their concerns with regard to services provided 
by the city. 

Committees shall focus upon: (1) public policy, (2) ef- 
ficiency of service delivery, and (3) cost containment, it 
being the goal of the city government to provide appro- 
priate services while ensuring that public monies, which 
derive from our citizenry, are appropriated wisely and 
cautiously. 


Committees of the Council 
There shall be the following committees: 


Committee on Arts, Film, Humanities, and Tourism, 
which shall concern itself with the encouragement of 
the arts and humanities, including cultural development, 
museums, performing arts, film and filmmaking, public 
art, art education, the support and funding of private art 
and cultural amenities, and opportunities to display and/ 
or present art works. The committee shall also concern 
itself with the promotion of visits by individuals and 
convention groups, development of programs where city 
agencies encourage tourism and best display city assets 
to visitors, and development of recommended legisla- 
tion and/or other actions to make the city a welcoming 
place for visitors. The committee shall exercise oversight 


with respect to the Boston Art Commission, Boston Arts 
Lottery Council, Boston Film Bureau, or its successors, 
Midtown Cultural District, and Office of Arts, Tourism, 
and Special Events. 


Committee on A viation and Transportation, which 
shall concern itself with the surface, air and water trans- 
portation policies of the city, including public transporta- 
tion, operations at Logan International Airport, hackney 
and jitney licenses, traffic calming, highway connections, 
resident parking program, parking freeze, imposition of 
tolls, and the Central Artery/Tunnel project, including 
surface restoration and corridor master planning, in- 
cluding the planning for the Rose Kennedy Greenway. 
The committee shall also concern itself with the various 
inspectional, regulatory, and licensing activities used to 
implement city transportation policies. The committee 
shall exercise oversight with respect to the Central Artery 
Environmental Compliance Team, Office of the Parking 
Clerk, Public Improvement Commission, Public Works 
Department, and the Transportation Department. 


Committee on City and Neighborhood Services, 
which shall concern itself with the delivery of munici- 
pal services to the city’s residents and neighborhoods in 
order to promote improved service delivery and cost re- 
ductions, including the activities of and provision of ser- 
vices to residents by communication, energy and water 
service providers. The committee shall also concern it- 
self with the city’s programs for family~based initiatives. 
The committee shall concern itself with the infrastructure 
that facilitates wireless voice and data communications. 
The committee shall be responsible for monitoring issues 
arising from utility facilities and operations, and includ- 
ing facility siting, in order to ensure that consumers are 
provided with the most reliable service, at the lowest pos- 
sible cost, and that ratepayers’ rights are protected under 
federal, state and local regulations. The committee shall 
exercise oversight with respect to Inspectional Services 
Department, Library Department, Office of Neighbor- 
hood Services, Boston Centers for Youth and Families, 
Parks and Recreation Department, Public Works Depart- 
ment, Registry Division, the Edward Ingersoll Browne 
Fund and the George Robert White Fund, the Boston 
Water and Sewer Commission, and the Office of Cable 
Communications. 


Committee on Economic Development and Planning, 
which shall concern itself with the physical and economic 
development of the city, including planning, zoning, li- 
censing, land use policy, and the effects of development 
The committee shall exercise exclusive oversight with 
respect to all commercial, medical, research, education- 
al and large scale residential development and building 
projects, as well as historic preservation programs. The 
committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
care, management, custody, and use of public lands and 
buildings, except parkland. The committee shall exer- 
cise additional oversight with respect to the Back Streets 
Program, Boston Industrial Development Finance Au- 
thority, Boston Licensing Board, Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, Consumer Affairs and Licensing Department, 
Department of Neighborhood Development, Economic 
Development and Industrial Corporation, Empowerment 
Zones, Inspectional Services Department, Licensing 
Board, Office of Business Development, Public Facilities 
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Commission, Property and Construction Management 
Department, Zoning Board of Appeals, Zoning Commis- 
sion, Back Bay Architectural Commission, Beacon Hill 
Architectural Commission, Freedom Trail Commission, 
and Landmarks Commission. 


Committee on Education, which shall concern itself 
with the quality of educational services provided to all 
school-aged residents by the Boston Public Schools. The 
committee shall monitor educational policy, in particular 
special education, bilingual education, and technical edu- 
cation. The committee shall work to strengthen coopera- 
tion among city and state government, private enterprise, 
and institutions of higher learning, to provide students 
with the necessary education, training, and skills for fur- 
ther education and future career opportunities. The Com- 
mittee shall exercise oversight with respect to the Boston 
School Department. 


Committee on Environment and Health, which shall 
concern itself with environmental and public health is- 
sues of residents, including the impact of industry on 
quality of life. The committee shall concern itself with 
the natural resources of the city, issues of air, land, and 
water pollution, and open space conservation as well as 
recycling and other resource recovery efforts issues re- 
lated to waste disposal and land reclamation. The com- 
mittee shall provide a forum for residents to express their 
concerns about a variety of diseases and conditions, espe- 
cially those exacerbated by factors associated with urban 
living. The committee shall have oversight of the Boston 
Public Health Commission, Neighborhood & Community 
Health Centers, the Air Pollution Control Commission, 
Boston Conservation Commission, and the Environment 
Department. 


Committee on Financial Services and Community 
Investment, which shall concern itself with the delivery 
of financial services in the city’s neighborhoods, includ- 
ing the availability of construction and mortgage loans for 
affordable housing in every neighborhood, the promotion 
of public policy goals such as community reinvestment, 
affirmative marketing and non-discriminatory lending 
policies, and the provision of financial services to smaller, 
neighborhood-based businesses. The committee shall also 
concern itself with the linking and leveraging of these ob- 
jectives by use of city actions involving the purchase of 
financial services, deposits, borrowing, and investment. 
The committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
performance of the Treasury Department within the con- 
text of the city’s Linked Deposit Program. 


Committee on Government Operations, which shall 
concern itself with the organization and structure of city 
government, including departmental fees and charges. 
The committee shall have referred to it all proposed ordi- 
nances and special laws affecting the structure, duties and 
responsibilities of city departments, agencies and com- 
missions. The committee shall also concern itself with 
the review of the city’s policy regarding residency for 
city employees. The committee shall study existing state 
and local legislation, collective bargaining provisions and 
enforcement procedures affecting the city’s residency 
policy. In scheduling hearings and working sessions, the 
committee will coordinate with the chair of the commit- 
tee whose jurisdiction covers the policy area discussed in 


the ordinance or special law. The committee shall exercise 
oversight with respect to the Boston Retirement Board, 
City Clerk, Election Department, Execution of Courts, 
Graphic Arts Department, Health Benefits and Insurance 
Program, Human Resources Department, Law Depart- 
ment, Management Information Services, Medicare Pay- 
ments, Office of the Mayor (except those components 
assigned to other committees), Pensions and Annuities, 
Purchasing Division, Residency Compliance Commis- 
sion, and Workers Compensation Program. 


Committee on Housing, which shall concern itself with 
public policy involving the preservation, creation, and re- 
habilitation of housing in the city, including public hous- 
ing programs. The committee is charged with evaluation 
of policies and programs of the city to ensure an adequate 
supply of affordable housing to advocate toward the goal 
of safe, decent, and affordable housing for all residents in 
the city. The committee shall exercise oversight with re- 
spect to the Department of Neighborhood Development, 
the Fair Housing Commission, Boston Housing Authority, 
Rental Housing Resource Center and the student housing 
portion of the Institutional Expansion Board. 


Committee on Human Rights, which shall concern 
itself with promoting equal and fair access to public and 
private services and facilities for all residents, regardless 
of race, color, national origin, national ancestry, creed, 
sex, sexual orientation or expression, age or disability. 
The committee shall also ensure that findings may be 
determined with respect to compliance with the Boston 
Residents Jobs Policy program in a manner that is com- 
prehensive, consistent, and fair for all parties involved. 
The committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
Boston Employment Commission, Commission for Per- 
sons with Disabilities, Fair Housing Commission, Human 
Rights Commission, Boston Redevelopment Authority 
Contract Compliance Office, Small and Local Business 
Enterprise Office, Office of Boston Residents Job Policy, 
Office of Civil Rights, and Women’s Commission. 


Committee on Human Services, which shall concern 
itself with programs and services designed to improve the 
quality of life for residents, including veterans, the elderly 
and new Bostonians. The committee shall concern itself 
with the special issues of aging, and the growing prob- 
lems of hunger and homelessness. The committee shall 
concern itself with building partnerships with immigrant 
communities, assisting them in civic participation, pro- 
viding cultural competence support within city depart- 
ments to better serve diverse constituents, and fostering 
leadership development among immigrant communities 
and organizations. The committee shall have oversight of 
the Veterans’ Services Department, the Veterans’ Graves 
Division of the Parks Department, Commission on Af- 
fairs of the Elderly, Emergency Shelter Commission, and 
the Office of New Bostonians. 


Committee on Institutional Relations, which shall 
concern itself with developing an improved relationship 
between neighborhoods and the public and private insti- 
tutions affecting them. The committee shall work to en- 
courage stronger community participation in the master 
planning of public and private institutions exempt under 
state law from the zoning codes and regulations. The 
committee shall concern itself with, but not be limited

to, student housing, equitable programs to curtail student 
misbehavior, and mutually beneficial programs allowing 
university students to gain practical experience while as- 
sisting children, residents, and neighborhoods. The com- 
mittee shall have oversight with respect to the Boston 
Medical Center. 


Committee on Municipal, State, and Federal Rela- 
tions, which shall concern itself with encouraging coop- 
eration between the city and other levels of government 
to discourage duplicative programs, coordinate efforts to 
provide services, present the council’s views on matters 
that have a direct bearing on the council’s business to state 
and federal authorities, and maximize revenues available 
to the city from state and federal sources. The commit- 
tee will review policies and programs in other locations 
for possible use in Boston. The committee shall exercise 
oversight with respect to the Office of Intergovernmental 
Relations. 


Committee on Labor and Workforce Development, 
which shall concern itself with public policy issues affect- 
ing organized labor and members of collective bargaining 
units, both public and private, as they relate to the city 
and its residents, including wages and hours of labor, la- 
bor standards and statistics, and occupational safety, and 
health. The committee shall concern itself with the devel- 
opment and implementation of employment opportunities 
and workforce training, including partnerships associated 
with economic development and expansion, particularly 
the development of industry clusters in certain zones or 
areas. The committee shall work to ensure that residents 
possess the skills necessary to compete in the new econ- 
omy. The Committee shall have oversight with respect to 
Office of Labor Relations, Empowerment Zone Board, 
Back Streets Program, Office of Business Development, 
Boston Resident Jobs Policy, and job training and em- 
ployment creation efforts of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority. 


Committee on Post Audit and Oversight, which shall 
concern itself with evaluating the efficiency and effective- 
ness of city operations and programs, and administrative 
compliance with legislative intent, including administra- 
tive regulations of departments, agencies, and programs. 
The committee shall select areas for review, establish 
goals and objectives, collect and analyze data, and report 
to the council with recommendations, including possible 
legislative and programmatic changes based on its review 
and analysis. The committee shall exercise oversight 
with respect to the Auditing Department and the Boston 
Finance Commission. 


Committee on Public Safety, which shall concern itself 
with the adequate delivery of police and fire protection 
to all neighborhoods. The committee shall also concern 
itself with evaluating, encouraging, and facilitating ex- 
isting resident-driven efforts to prevent crime, including 
arson, vandalism, domestic violence, hate crimes, home 
invasion, rape and crimes against women. The commit- 
tee shall also be concerned with all matters related to 
homeland security and efforts to protect residents against 
terrorism in any form. The committee shall exercise over- 
sight with respect to the Boston Fire Department, Boston 
Police Department, Office of Emergency Preparedness, 
Emergency Medical Services, Emergency Storm Center, 


Public Safety Commission, Safe Neighborhood Initiative, 
Suffolk County Jail, Suffolk County House of Correction, 
anti-crime efforts financed by state and federal govern- 
ment sources, and county correctional matters. 


Committee on Rules and Administration, which shall 
concern itself with the rules and administrative functions 
of the council. The committee shall meet to discuss mat- 
ters in accordance with M.G.L. c. 39, s. 23B (the state 
Open Meeting Law) and other issues internal to city 
council operations. The clerk, as clerk of the council, 
shall participate in committee meetings convened to ad- 
dress related rules or parliamentary issues at the request 
of the chair. 


Committee on Ways and Means, which shall exercise 
general oversight with respect to city revenues and ex- 
penditures and all other component units that comprise 
the government entity, as defined by the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board. The committee may report 
to the council the cost of implementation of any order, 
ordinance, program, or other initiative pending before the 
body, and shall mak:e such report whenever requested by 
another committee or directed to do so by the council. The 
committee shall have referred to it all matters concerning 
appropriations, the city budget, expenditures and loans. 
The committee shall concern itself with issues related to 
all city owned or leased facilities. The committee shall 
exercise oversight with respect to the Assessing Depart- 
ment, Auditing Department, and the Office of Budget 
Management. 


Committee of the Whole, which shall concern itself 
with any litigation involving the council and all other 
matters referred to it. 


Committee on Youth Affairs, which shall concern it- 
self with youth issues. The committee shall work to en- 
courage non-profit youth agencies to work with the city 
to help youth develop into productive and healthy adults. 
The committee shall concern itself with issues related to 
youth, including but not limited to substance abuse, sum- 
mer jobs, youth activities, volunteerism, and the rise in 
gang and youth crime. The committee shall have oversight 
with respect to the Boston Centers for Youth & Families, 
Boston Youth Fund, Neighborhood & Community Health 
Centers, and the Boston Public Health Commission (pe- 
diatric and adolescent issues). 


Special Committee on Boston Common, which shall 
concern itself with the promotion, protection, and coordi- 
nation of the Boston Common. The committee is charged 
with the evaluation of all programs, plans, commercial 
activity and private uses of the Common to ensure the 
long-term safety, viability and continued environmental 
and social health of the Boston Common. The committee 
shall exercise oversight over city departments conducting 
city business in connection with the Boston Common, 
including, but not limited to, the Department of Parks 
and Recreation, the Office of Arts, Tourism and Special 
Events, the Boston Police Department and the Emergency 
Shelter Commission. 


Special Committee on City Hall, which shall concern 
itself with the proposal to move city hall from its cur- 
rent location at Government Center to the South Boston 
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Waterfront. The committee shall examine all matters re- 
lating to the moving of city hall, including but not limited 
to accessibility, feasibility, cost, planning, constituent 
services, the impact on Marine Industrial Park and other 
industries, as well as the sale of City Hall Plaza. The com- 
mittee will work to maintain the public’s awareness of and 
response to these issues and will formulate a series of rec- 
ommendations. 


Presidential Committee on Council Centennial, 
which shall concern itself with research on the history 
of the City Council from 1910 until present and the de- 
velopment of programming to promote and celebrate the 
activities and accomplishments on the occasion of its cen- 
tennial year in 2009. The committee shall also report on 
the council’s historical structure and operations and, by 
comparison with other major cities, mak:e recommenda- 
tions for a stronger and more effective body. 


Council Accolades 

Rule 37. The council, or any committee thereof, shall 
have the honor of recognizing persons, groups, and events 
of significant importance to the City of Boston. Any 
councillor wishing to honor such individuals or groups 
at the start of a council meeting shall notify the office 
of the council president in writing by four o’clock PM 
- one business day before the meeting. Three accolades 
will be allowed per meeting and each accolade should not 
exceed five minutes. Said notification shall include the 
names of the individuals or groups and the reason they 
are being honored. The council president, at the request 
of any councillor, shall ask the council to recognize and 
acknowledge a special guest or group of guests seated in 
the Council gallery. 


Conduct in City Council 

Rule 38. Every member about to speak: shall signal 
the chair by electronic means provided and then wait until 
recognized by the chair. No member shall be recognized 
when seated or away from his or her desk. In speaking, 
members shall refrain from mentioning other members 
by name, and shall refer to other members as either the 
councillor from district (cite district number), or the at- 
large councillor from (neighborhood of residence) or as 
the chair of a particular committee, and shall confine 
themselves to the question, shall not use unbecoming, 
abusive, or non-parliamentary language and shall avoid 
personalities. 

Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the charac- 
ter of another member, shall make an apology in open ses- 
sion at the meeting at which the offense was committed 
or at the next succeeding regular meeting. If the member 
fails to apologize, the president shall hold the member in 
contempt and suspend the member from further participa- 
tion in debate and statement until an apology is made. 


Order of and Time Limit on Speaking 

Rule 39. No member shall speak more than once on 
a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor and no member speaking shall, without 
consenting, be interrupted by another, except on a point 
of order. A member may speak upon a matter for no more 
than ten minutes, except as further limited by the provi- 
sions of this rule. A member who has not spoken on a 
matter shall have priority and recognition by the chair 


whenever said member shall rise. 

Remarks by councillors at the time a petition, order, 
or resolution has been admitted, and assigned to a com- 
mittee for review shall be limited to three minutes for the 
sponsor and two minutes for any other councillor. The 
appropriate time for questioning and debate is at public 
hearings and working sessions. 

The clerk shall inform the president whenever a mem- 
ber has spoken longer than the allotted time under the 
prescribed time limits. 


Conflict of Interest 

Rule 40. The Ethics Commission of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts enforces Chapter 268A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws -- The Conflict of Interest 
Law. The Conflict of Interest Law regulates the conduct of 
all councillors as municipal public officials and governs 
the conduct of municipal public officials. All councillors 
shall review and fully comply with each of the law’s pro- 
visions. The clerk shall distribute a copy of said law at 
the start of each municipal year and conduct seminars for 
councillors and staff when appropriate. 


Members of the Public on Council Floor 

Rule 41. No person except a member of the council at 
any time shall be permitted to occupy a seat in the Ian- 
nella council chamber or the seats designated for council- 
lors at any city council hearing location of any member 
of the council. The city messenger shall strictly enforce 
this rule. 


Use of Handheld Electronic Devices 

Rule 42. Use of handheld electronic devices, including 
cell phones, pagers, and PDAs is strictly prohibited within 
the Iannella council chamber or any city council hearing 
location. Such items must be put in silent mode upon en- 
tering the Iannella chamber or any city council hearing 
location, and any person violating this rule shall be asked 
to leave the chamber by the city messenger. Some devices 
interfere with the council audio system. 


Staff on Council Floor 

Rule 43. No person, except the staff of the clerk or 
council staff shall be allowed upon the council floor of 
the Iannella council chamber, the witness podium (micro- 
phone), or the doorways of the anteroom unless invited by 
the presiding officer. Authorized staff members shall be 
allowed on the floor of the council only to directly com- 
municate with a councillor or the clerk and should not re- 
main on the floor. At other times, council staff should take 
seat in the gallery or stand in the gallery. Members of the 
public are welcome in the gallery of the Iannella Coun- 
cil Chamber when the council is in session, but no one 
will be admitted to the gallery after all seats are occupied. 
Members of the public are welcome into other city coun- 
cil hearing locations, but no one will be admitted unless 
seats or proper standing room exists in the interest of pub- 
lic safety. No demonstration of approval or disapproval 
from members of the public will be permitted (including, 
but not limited to signs, placards, banners, cheering, clap- 
ping, booing, etc.) and if such demonstrations are made, 
the gallery or public seating area will be cleared. The city 
messenger or council staff assigned to the hearing shall 
strictly enforce this rule. Any person, upon entering a 
council meeting or hearing for the purpose of viewing or 
testifying grants permission to the city council to record 
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and televise their presence and testimony. 


Members of the Press on Council Floor 

Rule 44. Members of the press in attendance shall re- 
frain from discussion within the Iannella Council Cham- 
ber with councillor members during a council meeting. 
No member of the press shall be allowed on the council 
floor without the consent of the presiding officer. The city 
messenger shall strictly enforce this rule. 


Lobbying Activities 

Rule 45. No person, who for compensation or reward 
acts to promote, oppose, or influence a matter pending 
before the council, shall be admitted at any time to the 
Iannella council chamber or anterooms unless said person 
has registered with the clerk stating the nature of his or 
* her business. The clerk shall distribute a complete listing 
of individuals registered under this rule on the first day 
of the municipal year and on the first day of July to each 
councillor. 


Further Rules, Amendment, and Suspension 

Rule 46. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be gov- 
erned by Robert’s Rules of Order, current edition. 


Suspension of Rules 

Rule 47. With the exception of Rule 5, which may not 
be suspended, and Rules 12, 33 and 35, which may be sus- 
pended only by a unanimous roll call, the foregoing rules 
shall not be altered, amended, suspended, or repealed at 
any time, except by a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all mem- 
bers of the council. Provided, however, that Rule 12 may 
be suspended only in the case of an order, ordinance, vote, 
committee report, or other measure submitted by the may- 
or or by a councillor calling for action by the council that 
is of any emergency nature, namely that which imposes 
an imminent threat to the peace, health, or safety of the 
people or their property. 


Adoption of Rules 

Rule 48. The Rules of the City Council shall be ad- 
opted by a majority roll call vote no later than the first 
regular meeting of February of each year.

WHEREAS, The NEIDL facility, funded by the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health, will feature a Bio7level 4 
laboratory that will conduct research on deadly pathogens 
with an aim at producing vaccines to prevent the spread of 
these deadly diseases; and, 

WHEREAS, By hosting the NEIDL, Boston will main- 
tain its lead in the health and life science industries; and, 

WHEREAS, The question of risk associated with the 
operations of the NEIDL has been raised by members of 
the Boston community. Issues dealing with the transpor- 
tation of select agents and pathogens to the facility have 
been brought up as an area of serious concern, as has the 
combined oversight by multiple agencies, including the 
Police Department, the Fire Department, Boston EMS, 
the Boston Public Health Commission, and Boston Trans- 
portation Department. Also, questions concerning com- 
munity benefits and environmental issues associated with 
the construction and operation of the facility have been 
raised; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine issues surrounding the NEIDL including, but 
not limited to: what measures are being taken to ensure 
that the NEIDL is the safest facility possible; oversight 
by multiple agencies; potential problems surrounding 
the transport of deadly pathogens; potential environmen- 
tal issues surrounding construction and operation; and 
community benefits. Representatives from the NEIDL, 
Boston University, the NIH, the Police Department, the 
Fire Department, Boston EMS, the Boston Public Health 
Commission, and Boston Transportation Department and 
other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

WHEREAS: CitiStat would reduce overall operational 
costs, provide data and analysis of government opera- 
tions, inspire new initiatives, track constituent complaints 
for increased efficiency, and improve public opinion and 
participation; and 

WHEREAS: Whether it’s tracking the time it takes to 
fill a pothole or monitoring how much money is spent in 
overtime pay, CitiStat tracks every aspect of the city’s op- 
erations, ensuring that the city is meeting the needs of its 
citizens in a responsible and timely manner; and 

WHEREAS: Baltimore, Detroit, Miami, Pittsburgh, 
Providence, Syracuse, and Somerville all use a version 
of CitiStat; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Baltimore’s use of CitiStat 
provided dramatic improvements in city services and ef- 
ficiency, and has saved the city $350 million since its in- 
ception in June of 2000; and 

WHEREAS: On a local level, Springfield has started 
its own CitiStat program and Somerville’s SomerStat pro- 
gram has reported close to $10 million in savings over the 
last three years; and 

WHEREAS: Boston created a program called “Bos- 
ton About Results.” However, few results demonstrate the 
program is as efficient or as comprehensive as CitiStat. 
Specifically, there is no identified and reported savings, 
no central call center to compile and categorize data, no 
public bi-weekly meetings, no sufficient data to track the 
origin of constituents requests and how quickly those 
requests are completed, and no information accessible 
through the city’s website, compromising the system’s 
transparency and the public’s involvement; THEREFORE 
BE IT

plementation of a CitiStat program to ensure the city is 
spending taxpayer dollars and meeting the public’s needs 
in the most efficient way possible.

Contracts for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, 
remodeling or repair of any publicly owned public works 
that service this project and would otherwise be subject 
to section 39M of Chapter 30 of the General Laws shall 
not be exempted by this act from said section 39M, if the 
redevelopment of the project is funded in part by state or 
federal government low-income housing tax credit, grant, 
or loan, or pursuant to the issuance of tax-exempt bonds 
authorized by general law. Any conveyance of the project, 
whether by leasehold or fee estate, to an urban redevelop- 
ment corporation organized under chapter 121 A of the 
General Laws or to a nonprofit state and federally tax- 
exempt corporation organized for the purpose of revital- 
izing the project shall be subject to chapter 30B of the 
General Laws to the extent that the project is conveyed to 
an entity that is not owned, controlled, or managed by the 
Boston Housing Authority on the date of the conveyance. 

Section 2: This act shall take effect upon its passage.

RESOLUTION URGING U.S. DEPARTMENT OF 
HOUSING AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT TO 
SUPPORT WASHINGTON BEECH COMMMU- 
NITY’S EFFORTS TO REVITALIZE DEVELOP- 
MENT BY APPROVING THEIR APPLICATION 
FOR HOPE VI GRANT (DOCKET NO. 0165) 


Councilor CONSALVO offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Washington Beech, a development of 
the Boston Housing Authority, strives to provide quality 
housing to a diverse group of Boston citizens. The com- 
munity was originally built in 1952, but is in dire need 
of redevelopment. A successful rehabilitation of the com- 
munity is essential to fulfilling the Boston Housing Au- 
thority’s mission of providing affordable, quality public 
housing; and 

WHEREAS: In order to help fund the redevelopment 
of Washington Beech, the community along with the Bos- 
ton Housing Authority applied for a federal grant from 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) pursuant to the HOPE VI grant program; and 

WHEREAS: The U.S Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development HOPE VI program is a key component 
to the federal government’s effort to transform affordable 
public housing. The HOPE VI program is designed pro- 
mote and assist the redevelopment of public housing by 
providing grants for the purposes of physical, managerial, 
and social improvements; and 

WHEREAS: HUD’s approval of Washington Beech’s 
application for a HOPE VI grant is essential to mak:ing 
the redevelopment plans a reality. The grant funds would 
go directly towards development costs and relocation ser- 
vices. Approval of the community’s petition would further 
the HUD’s mission of supporting public housing commu- 
nities as well as provide the necessary funds for much 
needed redevelopment; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston has a long history of 
supporting public housing initiatives in order to better the 
lives of its’ citizens. The Washington Beech redevelop- 
ment is crucial to continuing to provide quality, affordable 
housing to all; and 


The City of Boston is a leader in promoting affordable 
housing initiatives and has successfully worked with local, 
state, and federal agencies to further this cause. Boston 
has a rich history of collaboration with the HUD HOPE 
VI program, resulting in successful redevelopments such 
as the Roxbury Orchard Gardens project and the East 
Boston Maverick Landing development. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council urges the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development to 
support the Washington Beech community’s efforts to re- 
vitalize the development by approving their application 
for a HOPE VI grant .

ORDINANCE REGULATING MAINTENANCE OF 
ABANDONED, FORECLOSING RESIDENTIAL 
PROPERTIES (DOCKET NO. 0166) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FEENEY, FLAHERTY 
TURNER, TOBIN, LINEHAN, ROSS, MURPHY, 
YOON, YANCEY, CIOMMO and CONNOLLY offered 
the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 


IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND AND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE 
MAINTENANCE OF ABANDONED, FORECLOSING 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTIES 


WHEREAS, Recent events in the housing market have 
led to a drastic rise in the number of foreclosed houses. 
In cities all over the nation, homes are being left empty 
as families are forced to move out. These homes are fre- 
quently retak:en by banks, financial institutions and large 
real estate conglomerates that have little to no connection 
with the municipality in which they own property; and, 

WHEREAS, Many of these houses are essentially 
abandoned. Homes sit empty for months or years at a 
time; often creating an attractive public nuisance. Some 
homes are in violation of multiple aspects of state and 
local building codes and sanitary codes. The owner of re- 
cord is often a large financial institution located out of 
state, making enforcement of the code very difficult; and, 

WHEREAS, This problem exists from California to 
Ohio to Massachusetts. Banks and other financial institu- 
tions are refusing to maintain properties, and municipal 
building inspectors have turned into investigators as they 
try to find out who the owners are and how to contact 
them to correct code violations; and, 

WHEREAS, Many other cities around the nation are 
facing similar problems and searching for solutions in or- 
der to keep up the quality of life for the residents. Escon- 
dido, CA gave its code enforcement department an extra 
one million dollars to ensure compliance. Chula Vista, CA 
has passed an ordinance requiring all financial institutions 
that foreclose on a property to register, to pay an admin- 
istrative fee of $70 and to appoint a local property main- 
tenance company to maintain the property once a week. 
Although only in effect since early October, the program 
looks promising as it has over thirty voluntarily registered 
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properties and is in the process of collecting over $18,000 
in fees. Many other municipalities are considering similar 
laws or regulations to address this issue; and, 

WHEREAS, These code violations include, among 
multiple other violations, unoccupied buildings suscep- 
tible to vandalism and/or open structures rendering them 
unsafe and dangerous, yards full of litter and trash, un- 
locked houses, un-shoveled snow that renders sidewalks 
impassable, overgrown grass and bushes, and unsecured 
swimming pools that are not only a threat to children but 
become breeding grounds for infectious insects such as 
mosquitoes; NOW, 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 
following ordinance: 


Regulating the Maintenance of Abandoned and 
Foreclosing Residential Properties. 


(a) Purpose. It is the intent of this section to protect 
and preserve public safety, security, and quiet enjoyment 
of occupants, abutters, and neighborhoods by (i) requiring 
all residential property owners, including lenders, trust- 
ees, and service companies, to properly maintain aban- 
doned and/or foreclosing properties (ii) regulating the 
maintenance of abandoned and/or foreclosing, residential 
properties to prevent blighted and unsecure residences. 

The Commissioner of the Inspectional Services De- 
partment has enforcement authority pursuant to, inter 
alia, M.G.L. c. 143, s. 3, the State Building Code, and the 
Zoning Code of the City of Boston. 

(b) Definitions. When used in this section, unless a 
contrary intention clearly appears, the following terms 
shall have the following meanings: 

Abandoned means any property that is vacant. 


City means City of Boston. 


Commissioner means Commissioner of the 
Inspectional Services Department 


Days means consecutive calendar days. 


“Evidence of vacancy” means any condition that 
would lead a reasonable person to believe that the prop- 
erty is vacant. 


Foreclosing means the process by which a property, 
placed as security for a real estate loan, is prepared for 
sale to satisfy the debt if the borrower defaults. 


“Initiation of the foreclosure process” means taking 
any of the following actions: (i) taking possession of a 
residential property pursuant to M.G.L. ¢.244, s. 1; (ii) 
publishing the first foreclosure notice of a residential 
property pursuant to M.G.L. c. 244, s. 14; or (iii) com- 
mencing a foreclosure action on a residential property in 
either the Land Court or Suffolk Superior Court. 


Local means within twenty (20) driving miles distance 
of the property in question. 


Mortgagee means the creditor, including but not lim- 
ited to, service companies and lenders, in a mortgage 
agreement. 


Mortgagee in possession means a mortgagee that has 
taken over control and/or occupancy of a property upon 
default of the borrower to collect income from the prop- 
erty and/or prepare for foreclosure. 


Owner means every person, entity, service company, 
property manager or realtor, who alone or severally with 
others: 


(1) has legal or equitable title to any dwelling, dwelling 
unit, mobile dwelling unit, or parcel of land, vacant or 
otherwise, including a mobile home park; or 


(2) has care, charge or control of any dwelling, dwelling 
unit, mobile dwelling unit or parcel of land, vacant 
or otherwise, including a mobile home park, in any 
capacity including but not limited to agent, execu- 
tor, executrix, administrator, administratix, trustee or 
guardian of the estate of the holder of legal title; or 


(3) is a mortgagee in possession of any such property; 
or 


(4) is an agent, trustee or other person appointed by the 
courts and vested with possession or control of any 
such property; or 


(5) is an officer or trustee of the association of unit own- 
ers of a condominium. Each such person is bound to 
comply with the provisions of these minimum stan- 
dards as if he were the owner. Owner also means ev- 
ery person who operates a rooming house; or 


(6) is a trustee who holds, owns or controls mortgage 
loans for mortgage backed securities transactions and 
has initiated the foreclosure process. 


Property means any real property, or portion thereof, 
located in the City of Boston, including building or struc- 
tures situated on the property. 


Residential Property means any property that contains 
one or more dwelling units used, intended, or designed to 
be occupied for living purposes. 


Securing means measures that assist in making the 
property inaccessible to unauthorized persons. 


Vacant means a structure or building not legally oc- 
cupied. 


(c) Registration of Abandoned and/or Foreclosing 
Residential Properties Duty to Provide Written Notice 
of Abandoned Property and/or Mortgage Foreclosure. 
All owners must register abandoned and/or foreclosing 
residential properties with the Commissioner of the In- 
spectional Services Department on forms provided by the 
Commissioner. All registrations must state the individual 
owner’s or agent’s phone number and mailing address lo- 
cated within the Commonwealth as required by M.G.L. c. 
59, s. 57D, M.G.L. c. 156D, s. 5.02, and 950 CMR 113.20. 
The mailing address may not be a P.O. Box. This regis- 
tration must also certify that the property was inspected 
and identify whether the property is abandoned. If the 
property is abandoned, the registration must designate a 
local individual or local property management company 
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responsible for the security and maintenance of the prop- 
erty. This designation must state the individual or com- 
pany’s name, phone number, and local mailing address. 
The mailing address may not be a P.O. Box. Thisregistra- 
tion must be received within seven days of abandonment 
or within seven days of the initiation of the foreclosure 
process as defined in subsection (b). 

All property registrations are valid for one year. An an- 
nual registration fee of one-hundred dollars and no cents 
($100.00) must accompany the registration form. The fee 
and registration are valid for the calendar year, or remain- 
ing portion of the calendar year, in which the registration 
was initially required. Subsequent registrations and fees 
are due January 1 st of each year and must certify whether 
the foreclosing and/or foreclosed property remains aban- 
doned or not. 

Once the property is no longer abandoned or is sold, 
the owner must provide proof of sale or written notice of 
occupancy to the Commissioner of the Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department. 


(ad) Maintenance Requirements. Properties subject to 
this section must be maintained in accordance with all 
applicable Sanitary Codes, Building Codes, and local 
regulations. The local owner or local property manage- 
ment company must inspect and maintain the property on 
a monthly basis for the duration of the abandonment. 

The property must contain a posting with the name and 
24-hour contact phone number of the local individual or 
property management company responsible for the main- 
tenance. This sign must be posted on the front of the prop- 
erty so it is clearly visible from the street. 

Adherence to this section does not relieve the prop- 
erty owner of any applicable obligations set forth in Code 
regulations, Covenant Conditions and Restrictions and/or 
Home Owners Association rules and regulations. 


(e) Inspections. The Inspectional Services Department 
shall have the authority and the duty to inspect proper- 
ties subject to this section for compliance and to issue 
citations for any violations. The Inspectional Services 
Department shall have the discretion to determine when 
and how such inspections are to be made, provided that 
their policies are reasonably calculated to ensure that this 
section is enforced. 


(f) Enforcement and Penalties. Failure to initially regis- 
ter with the Commissioner is punishable by a fine of three 
hundred dollars and no cents ($300.00). 

If applicable, failure to properly identify the name of 
the local individual or property management company is 
punishable by a fine of three hundred dollars and no cents 
($300.00). 

Failure to maintain the property is punishable by a fine 
up to three hundred dollars and no cents ($300.00) for 
each month the property is not maintained. 

Violations of this chapter shall be treated as a strict 
liability offense regardless of intent. 


(g) Appeal. Any person aggrieved by the requirements 
of this section or by a decision issued under this section 
by the Inspectional Services Department, may seek relief 
in any court of competent jurisdiction as provided by the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 


(h) Applicability. If any provision of this section im- 


poses greater restrictions or obligations than those im- 
posed by any other general law, special law, regulation, 
rule, ordinance, by-law, order, or policy then the provi- 
sions of this section control. 


(i) Regulatory Authority. The Commissioner of the In- 
spectional Services Department has the authority to pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement and 
enforce this section. 


(ji) Severability. If any provision of this section is held 
to be invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction then 
such provision shall be considered separately and apart 
from the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full 
force and effect. 


(k) Implementation. The provisions of this section are 
effective immediately upon passage and all provisions 
shall be enforced immediately but no monetary fine shall 
be imposed pursuant hereto until ninety (90) days after 
passage. 


(l) Notice. A copy of this ordinance is to be mailed 
to all owners of residential property located in the City 
of Boston. In addition, a copy of this ordinance is to be 
mailed to all loan institutions, banks, real estate offices, 
and management companies located in and/or having le- 
gal or equitable interest in residential property located in 
the City of Boston.

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING USE OF ION- 
IZATION OR PHOTOELECTRIC TECHNOLO- 
GIES (DOCKET NO. 0167) 


Councilor MURPHY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Homeowners and tenants in the City of 
Boston and throughout the Nation have, over-the years, 
become more aware of methods to protect their persons 
andn dwellings from fire; and 

WHEREAS: One of these methods is the use of a 
smoke detector to sense when a fire is near; and 

WHEREAS: In 2007 the Committee on Public Safety 
held hearings on the effectiveness of ionization technol- 
ogy as the only technology used in residential dwellings; 
and 

WHEREAS: Through the hearings we discovered that 
in some instances ionization technology was unable to de- 
tect a smoldering fire; and 

WHEREAS: That photoelectric technology, which de- 
tects both smoldering and flaming fires, could be the bet- 
ter, safer option for homeowners; and 

WHEREAS: In addition, many people who use ion- 
ization fire detectors are often troubled by false alarms 
due to sensitivity when cooking and, in turn, disable the 
detectors which can lead to future loss of life due to a non- 
working fire detector; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston City Council passed a Home 
Rule petition in September of 2007 stating that using an 
ionization smoke detector as the sole means of detecting 
fire or smoke shall not be considered “‘approved” detec- 
tors; therefore be it 

ORDERED: The appropriate City Council Committee 
conduct a hearing to revisit this topic and find out what, 
if anything, has happened on the state or federal level as 
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it relates to the use of ionization or photoelectric technol- 


ogy.

ORDER FOR HEARING ON IMPLEMENTING PILOT 
SNOW MELTING MACHINE PROGRAM IN 
CITY (DOCKET NO. 0168)

IMPLEMENTING A PILOT SNOW MELTING 
MACHINE PROGRAM IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


WHEREAS: The winter season often brings several 
snow storms to Boston each year; and 

WHEREAS: The large amounts of snow fall accumu- 
lates, forming glacier-like piles that regularly block ac- 
cess to sidewalks and parking spaces; and 

WHEREAS: Due to insufficient space, the snow usu- 
ally has to be loaded, hauled and dumped at remote sites 
throughout Boston; and 

WHEREAS: Hauling the snow has become increas- 
ingly impractical due to rising gas prices, trucking costs, 
the scarcity of dump sites and environmental issues; and 

WHEREAS: Snow melting machines provide the city 
with an alternative to trucking and/ or dumping snow that 
is efficient, safe, reliable, and cost effective; and 

WHEREAS: Snow-melting machines can save 50% 
or more of snow disposal costs when compared to truck- 
ing, and in some cases, savings can average as much as 
$270.00 or more per hour over trucking; and 

WHEREAS: Snow-melting machines are environmen- 
tally safer than dumping because they can filter out and 
retain sand and other foreign materials, including soda 
cans and other garbage during the melting process; and 

WHEREAS: The machines, which cost about 
$200,000, are hooked up to sewer lines, melting as much 
as 60 tons of snow an hour and filtering out trash in the 
process; and 

WHEREAS: Cities like New York (20 melters) and 
Toronto and some local agencies like the Massachusetts 
Port Authority (12 melters) use snow-melting machines 
capable of reducing tons of snow to water in a matter of 
minutes. Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council convene 
a hearing with all appropriate parties to consider imple- 
menting a pilot program that capitalizes on the fiscal and 
environmental strengths of the snow melting machine’s 
new technology.

WHEREAS, Tough economic times and persisting high 
property taxes require the city council to identify ways to 
increase government efficiency and savings, while ensur- 
ing residents receive the highest level of service; and 

WHEREAS, Investing in new technologies is a com- 
monsense way Boston can achieve savings and efficiency 
while ensuring the highest level of service; and 

WHEREAS, A technology exists that would modern- 
ize the way Boston repairs potholes; and 

WHEREAS, Many cities, towns and private industry 
in and around Boston are already using such technology; 
and 

WHEREAS, Currently, potholes can only be filled in 
the summer and require a truck filled with asphalt and two 
laborers to locate the pothole, stop, block traffic, fill the 
hole, pad it down and move on to the next one; and 

WHEREAS, 50% of those patches fail within a year 
and many of the 50% fail within an hour; and 

WHEREAS, The pothole technology that exists would 
only require a single operator to locate fill, and pat down 
the pothole in half the time and last three times as long. 

WHEREAS, Boston’s annual tough winter season un- 
derscores the need for a machine that could quickly repair 
potholes during any season. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a hearing being convened with all 
appropriate parties to explore this new technology and 
see if a pilot program could be implemented to tryout this 
new technology for the benefit of all Bostonians.

WHEREAS: In 2006, a plan was announced to build 
a new City Hall along the South Boston waterfront on a 
13-acre city-owned parcel called Drydock Four, currently 
used by the Bank of America Pavilion; AND 

WHEREAS: In 2007, the proposal to move city hall 
was considered at a hearing where many residents ex- 
pressed anger that the proposed site was less accessible 
and inconvenient. Concerns primarily focused on the fact 
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that the proposed site is only serviced by the Silver Line 
while the current location is accessible by major subway 
and bus lines and is situated near other government build- 
ings; AND 

WHEREAS: Four months ago, another proposal was 
offered to build a giant long-blade turbine on the plaza of 
the current city hall; AND 

WHEREAS: Recently, at a Greater Boston Chamber 
of Commerce breakfast, the plan to sell the current City 
Hall space at Government Center and then use the money 
to move City Hall was reiterated; AND 

WHEREAS: Considerable effort was undertaken by 
the public, community leaders and the Boston Redevel- 
opment Authority (BRA) to come up with various plans 
on the waterfront including but not limited to the “Sea- 
port Public Realm Plan”, “The South Boston Municipal 
Harbor Plan’, and the “Master Plan for the Marine Indus- 
trial Park”. All the plans called for a balanced district that 
promotes the deep water port; shipping; and the marine, 
industrial character of the Marine Industrial Park. In all 
the plans, the impact of constructing a new city hall was 
never considered or discussed. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council convene a 
hearing with all appropriate parties to assess the status 
of the proposal to move city hall, review any studies that 
have been conducted on how city hall is used, and invite 
the public to testify about the current site’s accessibility as 
well as where they want their local seat of government.

ORDER FOR HEARING EXPLORING BENEFITS 
OF COMMUNITY LAND TRUST (DOCKET NO. 
0172) 


Councilor Feeney offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council has long rec- 
ognized the necessity of working with city residents in 
finding solutions to common problems. Residential fore- 
closures are a city and nationwide issue, as thousands of 
families are forced from their homes due to rising interest 
rates. Since 2004, foreclosures in Boston have increased 
by 1,427%, from 30 in 2004 to 458 in 2007 according to 
the Suffolk County Registry of Deeds; and, 

WHEREAS, In recent months, there have been mul- 
tiple attempts to stem the foreclosure crisis. 

Ranging from government lawyers filing lawsuits 
against banks to cities providing greater assistance to 
those in need, the nation has experimented with diverse 
methods of controlling the rate of foreclosures; and, 

WHEREAS, Community land trusts (CLT) are one 
such method that have proven themselves across the 
country. A community land trust is when the land is held 
in trust by a non-profit organization while the houses on 
the land are sold to low-income buyers. The community 
works together to support common goals and achieve a 
healthy neighborhood. The Dudley Street Neighborhood 
Initiative started a CLT in 1984 and has had zero foreclo- 
sures on its land. By retaining right of first refusal and en- 
suring that certain conditions are upheld when the house 
is sold, DSNI is keeping the land in trust for future gen- 
erations and ensuring that low-cost housing will always 
be available; and, 

WHEREAS, CLTs have been utilized around the na- 
tion since the 1960’s as a way to protect communities 
from displacement due to gentrification, to keep housing 
costs under control and to provide the economic and so- 
cial security that home ownership gives residents. There 
are almost 200 CLTs currently active in the United States, 
ranging from Portland, OR to Sarasota County, FL to 
Austin, TX; and, 

WHEREAS, The great variety of CLTs means they can 
be individually designed. Chicago, IL, for example, has a 
citywide municipally sponsored CLT in order to spread 
its low-income housing throughout the neighborhoods. In 
Irvine, CA, the Mayor and a city council member sit on 
their CLT’ s board in order to assure close connections 
with city finances and resources. However, community 
connections are still valued and kept, as one of the basic 
principles is that one third of all board members should be 
residents living on the land trust; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston owes its residents due 
diligence in looking for solutions to affordable housing. 
Community Land Trusts have been proven to provide 
stable homes, improve the financial status of community 
members and create supportive neighborhoods; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
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committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine the current Community Land Trust run by the 
Dudley Street Initiative and to discuss how the city can 
help expand the land trust concept within Boston to serve 
more low~income residents. Representatives from the 
Dudley Street Neighborhood Initiative, the Department of 
Neighborhood Development, the Assessing Department, 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority and other interested 
parties shall be invited to attend.

WHEREAS: Global Positioning System (GPS) tech- 
nology is used by many police, fire and emergency medi- 
cal services throughout the world to determine which 
emergency vehicles are nearest to emergencies and to 
identify the shortest routes to destinations; and 

WHEREAS: Early response time for the delivery of 
cardio pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and defibrillation 
(external electric shock) is imperative for survival of a 
cardiac arrest victim whose brain cells and heart muscles 
will begin to die after four to six minutes without a pulse 
or respiration; and 

WHEREAS: The likelihood of successful resuscitation 
decreases by approximately ten percent with each minute 
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following the onset of sudden cardiac arrest; thus, the sur- 
vival rate of a cardiac arrest victim drops to virtually zero 
if defibrillation is delayed for more than ten minutes; and 

WHEREAS: The London Ambulance Service reduced 
its response time by a critical two minutes after imple- 
menting GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: The American Heart Association esti- 
mates that as many as 100,000 deaths could be prevented 
each year through early response time; and 

WHEREAS: Minnesota; Southeast Michigan; Denver, 
Colorado; and Palm Beach County, Florida have imple- 
mented GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: Boston EMS has GPS Technology avail- 
able but only uses it during certain events; and 

WHEREAS: The use of GPS technology by Emergen- 
cy Medical Services in the City of Boston would provide 
faster response time and save lives and reduce disabilities 
from injuries and insure that all residents in the City of 
Boston receive rapid medical response whenever they en- 
counter an emergency; Therefore 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 

That the following new language be inserted into CBC 
Chapter XI: 


11-10: USE OF GPS TECHNOLOGY FOR EMER- 
GENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


11-10.1 Employment of GPS receivers in emergency 
vehicles: The City of Boston shall niandate that Boston’s 
911 dispatchers utilize global positioning system receiv- 
ers on all emergency vehicles operating in the City of 
Boston to determine the emergency vehicle nearest an 
emergency, enabling the quickest possible response in 
life-or-death situations. 

11-10.2 Employment of GPS Navigational System 
in Emergency Vehicles: The City of Boston shall man- 
date that all emergency vehicles operating in the City of 
Boston employ a modern global positioning system navi- 
gational computer to identify the shortest route destina- 
tion to 911 emergency calls. Emergency Vehicles shall 
mean those of Boston Emergency Medical Services, 
Boston Fire Department, Boston Police Department, and 
private ambulance companies, such as American Medical 
Response and Fallon Ambulance Service, who provide 
primary or secondary back up 911 emergency transporta- 
tion services for Boston EMS, 

11-10.3 Severability Clause for sections 11-10.1 to 
11-10.2: If any provision of this measure is held invalid 
or the application thereof to any person or circumstance 
is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provi- 
sions or applications of the chapter, which can be given 
effect without the invalid provisions or applications, and 
to this and the provisions of this measure are declared 
severable.

WHEREAS: In the last few years, many school sys- 
tems across the nation have made the decision to invest in 
new technology that enables parents to log in to a secured 
website and gain access to their child(ren)’s school perfor- 
mance, which can include homework assignments, tests,

WHEREAS: Educators in areas that have already 
launched this new technology, such as Portland, Oregon, 
and Concord, New Hampshire, boast of the online com- 
munication with parents and believe the new technology,

ORDER FOR A HEARING TO DISCUSS 
INPAVEMENT ILLUMINATED CROSSWALKS 
AND THEIR POTENTIAL TO IMPROVE 
PEDESTRIAN SAFETY 


WHEREAS, As a walking city, pedestrian safety is a 
matter of importance in Boston and the city works hard to 
ensure pedestrian safety; and, 

WHEREAS, Although the city maintains 785 miles of 
streets with appropriately placed and marked crosswalk 
signs and signals, accidents still happen; especially at 
high risk intersections and during hours of low visibility, 
of fog, rain, other inclement weather and at night. Boston 
residents understand the health and community benefits 
of walking; increasing pedestrian safety not only saves 
lives, but it also supports a healthier community; and, 

WHEREAS, Technologically aware cities are currently 
using a form of in-pavement lighted crosswalks to better 
protect walking residents. Existing crosswalks are fitted 
with lights that can be activated by a crossing pedestrian 
or left permanently on. The lights face oncoming traffic 
and serve as an additional tool to alert drivers to the pres- 
ence of pedestrians. It also serves as an important tool 
to create awareness of existing crosswalks, particularly 
those that do not have traffic signals to stop vehicles in 
order to allow pedestrians to cross; and, 

WHEREAS, Many cities, including Cambridge, MA; 
Fort Collins, CO; Oakland, CA; Orlando, FL; Bellingham, 
W A; Salt Lake City, UT; Alexandria, VA; and Vancouver, 
British Columbia have experimented with different types 
of in-pavement lighted crosswalks. Some crosswalks will 
light up at the touch of a button by pedestrians; others 
are sensitive to the pressure of a weighted step; others at 
particularly dangerous intersections are constantly illumi- 
nated; and, 

WHEREAS, The technology has advanced to the point 
where it has become easier to maintain and is strong 
enough to stand up to heavy snowplowing. Federal stud- 
ies have shown that in~pavement lighted crosswalks will 
slow oncoming traffic and that drivers are often more 
aware of pedestrians when the crosswalks have in-pave- 
ment lights; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee ofthe Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the possibility of in-pavement illuminated 
crosswalks in the City of Boston. Representatives from 
the Boston Transportation Department, the Department 
of Public Works, the Boston Police Department, Boston 
Emergency Medical Services, walking advocacy groups, 
members of the public and other interested parties shall 
be invited to attend.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has invested time, en- 
ergy and money into exploring the recent advances in mu- 
nicipal information technology in an effort to improve the 
delivery of services to residents and reduce waste; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston has implemented a program called 
“Boston about Results” promoted as a system by which 
the city manages services and evaluates service delivery. 
Boston about Results was hailed as a system that would 
track performance and hold department heads account- 
able before the Mayor in monthly meetings. 

Complaints from the Mayor’s 24 hours hotline are sup- 
posed to be entered into a central database and settled 
more quickly due to the pressure of these monthly meet- 
ings; and, : 

WHEREAS, The Mayor’s 24 hour hotline is anchored 
by a central database designed to track constituent re- 
quests and to direct them to the proper department, and 
work is taking place to modernize this system; and, 

WHEREAS, 140 distinct languages are spoken in 
the City of Boston, linguistic minority communities are 
growing rapidly, and cost effective technology exists 
which would enhance linguistic access to city services, 
including the Mayor’s hotline; and, 

WHEREAS, Customer Service Management (CRM) 
technology is highly advanced in the private sector and 
has important parallel value in city government; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston is currently proposing another 
$12,000,000 investment in Information Technology 
to better manage the State Boston Retirement System 
“SBRS”, and has already spent millions of dollars on an 
information technology system called PEOPLESOFT to

Chapter 12 is hereby amended by adding CBC 12-13A 
as follows: 

12-13A.1 Definitions. 

Unless specifically indicated otherwise, the definitions 
contained in CBC 12-13.1 shall apply and control these 
sections. 

Parent shall have the same definition contained in CBC 
12-13.1 but these sections shall apply only to a Parent 
who is employed by the City of Boston and entitled to the 
employment benefits of the City of Boston. 


12-13A.2 Legislative Intent. 

These sections are intended to enhance the rights of 
Parents employed by the City of Boston and entitled to the 
employment benefits provided by the City of Boston; spe- 
cifically, these sections are intended to enhance the rights 
under CBC 12-13 (“Parental School Leave”). Parents of 
the school-aged pupil(s) in kindergarten and grades one 
(1) to twelve (12), inclusive may take the opportunity to 
spend up to twenty-one hours (21) per school calendar 
year for school visits if the Parent, prior to taking time 
off pursuant to these sections, gives clear and reasonable 
notice to the Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the Par- 
ent’s planned absence. 


12-13A.3 Operation of Section. 

The City of Boston shall not discharge nor in any way 
discriminate against a Parent of a Pupil in kindergarten 
or grades one (I) to twelve (12), inclusive, for taking of- 
fup to twenty-one (21) hours pursuant to these sections 
in each school calendar year for school visits regarding 
the Pupil, if the Parent, prior to taking time off pursuant 
to these sections, gives clear and reasonable notice to the 
Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the Parent’s planned 
absence. A Parent that is an employee of the City of Bos- 
ton shall not be required to use existing vacation time, 
personal leave time, or compensatory time for purposes 
of this planned absence but shall be paid the parent’s nor- 
mal rate of pay from the City of Boston for each qualified 
hour of absence. The Parent, if requested by the Parent’s 
appropriate supervisor within the City of Boston, shall 
provide documentation from the Pupil’s school as proof 
that the Parent visited the Pupil’s school on a specific date 
and at a particular time. For purposes of this subsection, 
“documentation” shall mean whatever written verification 
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of a parental visit the Pupil’s school deems appropriate 
and reasonable. 

A parent who is discharged, demoted. Threatened, sus- 
pended, or in any other manner discriminated against in 
terms and conditions of employment by the City of Bos- 
ton because the parent has taken qualified time off pur- 
suant to these sections shall be immediately entitled to 
reinstatement and reimbursement of lost wages and work 
benefits resulting from such discharge, demotion, threat, 
suspension, or other related discrimination. If the City of 
Boston willfully refuses to rehire, reinstate, or otherwise 
restore a Parent who has been determined to be eligible 
for rehiring, reinstatement, or other restoration by a griev- 
ance procedure, arbitration, or hearing authorized by law, 
may be subject to a civil penalty in an amount equal to 
five (5S) times the amount of the Parent’s lost wages and 
work benefits derived from the Parent’s employment by 
the City of Boston. 

Nothing in these sections shall be construed to prevent 
a Parent from using vacation time, personal leave time, 
or compensatory time to visit the Parent’s Pupil’s school 
once the Parent has exhausted the twenty-one (21) hours 
provided herein.

WHEREAS: Massachusetts suffered the deepest job 
losses in the nation after the bust of the tech boom in 
2001, losing 6% of jobs compared with 2% nationally; 
and 

WHEREAS: job losses since 2001 have also taken a 

substantial toll on less educated and lower income adults 
and families; and 

WHEREAS: the Private Industry Council has testified 
at Boston City Council hearings that there is a major job 
crisis in terms of a lack of entry level jobs for young peo- 
ple in Boston, including those who have graduated from 
high school; and 

WHEREAS: the U.S. Census reported in 2007 that 
there are at least 11,000 young people in Boston between 
16 and 24 who are unemployed and out of work; and 

WHEREAS: the lack of jobs in Boston, particularly for 
young people, is a major factor in the high levels of crime 
in communities of color in Boston.

Crews that are normally used for snowplowing 
and removal may be shifted over to assist in those du- 
ties; and, 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston Public Works Depart- 
ment already has several anti-littering programs in place, 
including a pilot program of forty new solar powered 
trash collectors, over 1,500 litter barrels stationed around 
the city and frequent assistance in the coordination of 
neighborhood cleanup programs. Inspectional Services 
fines those who improperly store their household trash for 
pickup and those who improperly utilize dumpsters; and, 

WHEREAS: To evaluate the present system of fines 
and fees, and to restructure them where appropriate so 
as to utilize such resources to improve and expand ser- 
vice delivery of street cleaning. To evaluate and report on 
trash curb placement polices as well as pick-up times and 
frequencies. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERD: That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing 
to examine the above mentioned issues. Representatives 
from the Department of Public Works, The Boston Trans- 
portation Department, and the Director of Administration 
and Finance, as well as, the public are invited to give their 
perspectives on these Issues.

Order Regarding 
The Mortgage Lending Industry in Boston and 
Nationwide Redlining Communities Victimized by 
Unscrupulous Mortgage Practices 


Whereas, many housing counselors in Boston and na- 
tionwide report that the majority of those in danger of 
having their mortgages foreclosed upon have mortgages 
that were unaffordable at signing; and 

Whereas, it is reported that many mortgage companies, 
particularly Countrywide, have set financial penalties for 
refinancing, forcing the mortgagee to continue to struggle 
to pay unaffordable mortgages; and 

Whereas, unscrupulous practices by mortgage lenders 
has led to the Massachusetts Attorney General, Martha 
Coakley initiating a criminal suit against Fremont for 
criminal practices; and 

Whereas, it is reported that the Massachusetts Attorney 
General is investigating the possibility of suits against ad- 
ditional mortgage lenders; and 

Whereas, nationally syndicated real estate columnist, 
Ken Harney, in the Boston Herald on Sunday, February 
3rd, 2008 reported that “many of the country’s largest 
mortgage lenders are imposing loan restrictions in entire 
counties or zip codes that they rank as risky or “declin- 
ing”; and 

Whereas, these loan restrictions focus on requiring a 
oe higher payment than required in none restricted areas; 
an 

Whereas, it is pointed out that such practices create a 
decline in value in the “restricted areas since the higher 
cash requirement lessens sales which eventually forces 
the prices down; and 

Whereas, it is pointed out that the restricted areas seem 
to have high concentrations of people of color; and 

Whereas, Mr. David Berenbaum, Executive Vice Presi- 
dent of the National Community Reinvestment Coalition 
(NCRC) has pointed out the similarity between the “‘re- 


strictions” being imposed in areas with high concentra- 
tions of people of color and redlining. Redlining is the 
historical practice of banks and financial institutions re- 
fusing to make loans in areas with high concentrations of 
people of color; and 

Whereas, it appears that rather than take responsibility 
for their unscrupulous practices, mortgage companies are 
in effect targeting homeowners and potential homeown- 
ers; and 

Whereas, it appears that mortgage companies by im- 
posing a 5% additional down payment requirement are 
trying to make it appear as if this crisis was caused by 
mortgagee irresponsibility rather than mortgage company 
practices. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a hearing and invite representatives of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate Board, Countrywide and 
other mortgage lenders operating in the Boston area to 
explain why such practices are being instituted, where in 
Boston and the Boston areas these restrictions are being 
imposed and by which companies, and whether they see 
the similarity between redlining and this new “restrictive” 
practice. Be It Further 

Ordered, that the Greater Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, Boston’s Department of Neighborhood Develop- 
ment, the Massachusetts Executive Office of Communi- 
ties and Development, The Office of the Massachusetts 
Attorney General, and the public be invited to give their 
perspective on this new form of redlining.

WHEREAS, Boston’s Beacon Hill area is a historical 
neighborhood with distinctive charm and architecture.

WHEREAS: the Boston Housing Authority (BHA) 
houses approximately ten percent of Boston’s residents, 


and 

WHEREAS: a significant proportion ofBHA residents 
are children and elderly, and 

WHEREAS: in 1998, a two-year old infant was killed 
in an automobile accident at the Gallivan Housing Devel- 
opment where the residents have requested speed bumps 
as a strategy to reduce the likelihood of a recurrence of 
this tragedy, and 

WHEREAS: in August of this year Paris Booker, a 
promising scholar and athlete, was killed on Topliff Street 
in Dorchester when a speeding vehicle struck him while 
he was bicycling, and 

WHEREAS: speed bumps have been installed on some 
private rights of way, private housing developments, in 
some BHA developments as well as certain public streets 
in Boston, Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council convene hearings to determine the 
feasibility of installing permanent or temporary speed 
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bumps on certain public and private streets to help reduce 
the speed of vehicles in congested areas, And Be It Fur- 
ther 

ORDERED: That the heads of Transportation Depart- 
ment, the Boston Housing Authority, Emergency Medical 
Services, Police, Fire and Public Works Departments be 
invited to testify. 

Referred to the Committee on Aviation and 
Transportation. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO INVESTIGATE CURBS, 
RAMPS AND SIDEWALKS IN BOSTON (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0253) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) was enacted by Congress to break down barriers 
to the integrated participation of people with disabilities 
in all aspects of community life; and WHEREAS: The 
ADA requires all public entities to install curb ramps at 
intersections where road construction and alterations are 
done and to ensure that all curbs installed after January 
26, 1992, are accessible to and usable by persons with 
disabilities; and 

WHEREAS: A person with a mobility impairment and 
without access to a curb cut may be simply unable to ac- 
cess the adjoining sidewalk and may be denied any goods 
and services ,provided in that space; and 

WHEREAS: A report by the U.S. House Education 
and Labor Committee recognized that the employment, 
transportation, and public accommodation sections of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act would be meaningless if 
people who use wheelchairs were not afforded the oppor- 
tunity to travel on and between the streets; and 

WHEREAS: Sidewalks without curb cuts and side- 
walks that are damaged present permanent barriers and 
safety hazards to people with disabilities; and 

WHEREAS: Cities and towns deliver blatant signs 
to disabled individuals that they are not welcome when 
those cities and towns have sidewalks without curb cuts 
and sidewalks that are damaged; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston, according to its 
Commission for Persons with Disabilities, has a policy 
of installing curb ramps within 100 feet of a construction 
site or, in some cases, for individual requests; and 

WHEREAS: It is the policy of the City of Boston and 
the State of Massachusetts to oppose discrimination in 
all of its forms and it is the policy of the United States 
Government to prohibit discrimination on the basis of dis- 
ability by public entities; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council hold a pub- 
lic hearing to investigate whether or not newly built or 
altered streets, roads or highways in the City of Boston 
have ramps -or sloped areas and that sidewalks in the City 
of Boston are assessable to individuals with, disabilities 
as required by the Americans with Disabilities Act; and 
Be it Further : 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council also investi- 
gate new trends and guidelines and whether or not it may 
be appropriate to establish an ongoing procedure for in- 
stalling curb,ramps and repairing sidewalks upon request 
in areas frequented by individuals with disabilities; and 
Be it Further 

ORDERED: That members of Boston’s Commission 
for Persons with Disabilities, Boston’s Public Works De- 
partment, US Access Board, Boston Center for Indepen- 
dent Living, Boston Self Help Center, ABCD Independent 
Living Project, Wellesley College Disability Services, the 
Gustavus Myers Center at Simmons College, the Boston 
University School of Social Work, the Disability Law 
Center, the Jewish Community Relations Council, the 
Institute for Community Inclusion, the Massachusetts Of- 
fice on Disability, the Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission, and the general public be invited to attend and 
testify at this hearing.

police being only members of the public who are paid to 
give full-time attention to duties which are incumbent on 
every citizen in the interests of community welfare and 
existence; and 

WHEREAS: Community policing has become a popu- 
lar crime-fighting strategy across the United States; and 

WHEREAS: Community policing is designed to make 
crime control a collaborative effort; and Police alone can- 
not solve the City of Boston’s crime problems, but with 
the combined effort of community and City government 
can reduce crime; and 

WHEREAS: The benefits of community policing in- 
clude reduction of crime, improved quality-of-life and 
increased accountability and effeetiveness of the police; 


and 

WHEREAS: Community policing allows officers to 
interact with a variety of good people in non-crisis situa- 
tions who they did not see during their regular beats; and 

WHEREAS: We believe that the residents of Boston 
shoulq be challenged to come forward and become part 
of the solution to crime and violence; and 

WHEREAS: We believe that a partnership between 
the Boston Police Department, the Community and City 
agencies would create new ways. to -identify and solve the 
problems of crime and neighborhood disorder, and: con- 
sequently improve the quality of life in Boston’s neigh- 
borhoods; Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a public hearing to discuss 
the full implementation of Community Policing and help 
both the public and the police to understand their perspec- 
tive roles; and Be it Further 

ORDERED: That representatives from Boston Police 
Commissioner’s office, the District Attorney’s office, The 
Mayor's office, the City Cquncil’s Public Safety Commit- 
tee, Boston’s Neighborhood Watch Groups, local univer- 
sity police that implement community policing and the 
general public be invited to participate.

WHEREAS: The research has demonstrated that al- 
though some children may internalize problems and be- 
come anxious, fearful or withdrawn, others may exter- 
nalize problems and learn to use violence to attain their 
wishes, or to identify with the aggressor, as a way to solve 
interpersonal conflict with the adult world or with their 
peers; And 

WHEREAS: Community violence is recognized as a 
public health issue, especially among the young; Be It 
Therefore 
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ORDERED: That the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to investigate social services available to victims of 
community violence; And Be It Further 

ORDERED: That members of the Boston Health 
Department, the Boston Police Department, anti-violence 
groups, and community members be’ invited to testify 
about the forms of individual and group treatments that 
are available for Boston youths suffering from post- 
traumatic Stress Disorder resulting from community 
violence; And Be It Further 

ORDERED: That members of the Boston Health De- 
partment, the Boston Police Department, Anti-violence 
groups, and community members be invited to testify 
about whether of not the City of Boston is providing suf- 
ficient support for violence and sexual assault prevention 
programs in the City of Boston. .. 

Referred to the Committee on Human Services. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS HOMELESS- 
NESS AMONG AFRICAN AMERICAN VETER- 
ANS (DOCKET NO. 0256) 


Councilor YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: The U.S. Department of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs (USDVA) says on any given day, as many as 250,000 
veterans (male and female) are living on the streets or in 
shelters and that roughly 57 percent of all homeless veter- 
ans are African American or Hispanic; and 

WHEREAS: One recent study, Health Care for Home- 
less Veterans Programs, indicates that African Americans 
are over four times more likely that other veterans to be 
homeless; and 

WHEREAS: African Americans have been more likely 
than whites to, be over diagnosed with psychosis and 
under diagnosed with affective, or anxiety disorders; to 
receive inpatient or emergency care rather than sched- 
uled outpatient care; to be involuntarily committed; to 
receive excessive medication, especially anti-psychotic 
medications; to be place in seclusion and restraints; to 
leave treatment against medical advice; to be referred to 
the least desirable dispositions; not to receive substance 
abuse treatment when treatment is needed; and to be in- 
carcerated with substance abuse problems; and 

WHEREAS: The Veterans Administration has es- 
tablished a new Secretariat-level, 15-member Advisory 
Committee on Homeless Veterans and Ralph Cooper, a 
long-time, local advocate in aiding homeless veterans, is 
a committee member; and 

WHEREAS: Black Veterans for Social Justice, Inc., a 
non-profit, community-based organization in Brooklyn, 
New York, has served men and women veterans, their 
families and members of the community for the past 23 
years, in the areas of social readjustment, housing, em- 
ployment, compensation, disability, substance abuse, 
medical treatment, Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, family 
intervention, prison counseling, relocation into the com- 
munity, and legal advocacy; and 

WHEREAS: The Veterans Benefit Clearinghouse 
Inc., in Boston specifically targets the homeless veteran 
population whose demographics are: 85 percent African 
American, 10 percent Caucasian, and 5 percent Hispanic. 
Services available to program participants include case 
management and counseling, employment training and 
placement, pre-vocational training, emergency services 
- food pantry, rental assistance, utilities assistance, hous- 
ing (SRO) and housing placement (section 8) - and health 
education; and 

WHEREAS: Boston City Councillor Charles C. Yanc- 
ey sponsored a resolution urging the National Black Cau- 
cus of Local Elected Officials to support a national study 
to determine the cause of homeless ness among African 
American veterans;.and .. 

WHEREAS: THOUSANDS and thousands of soldiers 
who risked their lives for our country will wander the 
streets for food and sleep in the gutters tonight; Therefore 
be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a public hearing to discuss 


homelessness among African American veterans; and Be 
it Further 

ORDERED: That representatives from the Veterans 
Administration, the Veterans Benefit Clearinghouse Inc., 
Black Veterans for Social Justice; the New England Shel- 
ter for Homeless Veterans, the City of Boston’s Emer- 
gency Shelter Commission, the Boston City Council’s 
Committee on hunger and homelessness, the Homeless 
Empowerment Project and the general public be invited 
to participate.

wages they would have received if the requirement had

Whereas, the US Census 2007 Community Survey 
indicated that there were at least 11,000 young people 
in Boston between the ages of 16 and 24 who are out of

RESOLUTION RE: CRISPUS ATTUCKS 


Councilor YANCEY asked that the following tribute 
be read into the record. The Assistant City Clerk read the 
following into the record: 


WHEREAS: Crispus Attucks, on March 5, 1770, be- 
came the first man to fall in the American Revolution 
along with Samuel Maverick, James Caldwell, Samuel 
Gray and Patrick Carr; and 

WHEREAS: The five Americans were killed by British 
soldiers while protesting the violation of rights of colo- 
nists by British troops and the Townshend Acts, which 
were implemented by the British to indirectly tax the 
Colonies; and

in front of large crowds, inspiring colonists to coura-

The project, to be located at 195 Freeport Street Dorchester will be the new state of the art 
administrative headquarters and program operations center for the applicant in order to 
adequately serve the ever-expanding number of consumers that benefit from Work 
Incorporated’s (WI) services. 


The total development cost is estimated at $15.9M which will cover the acquisition, 
renovation and fit-out of the 130,000 square foot facility at 195 Freeport Street in 
Dorchester. WI will be occupying approximately 86,000 square feet of the facility with the 
remaining 44,000 to be leased to other 501 (c) (3)’s and ultimately for future expansion. 


Since 1965 WI has been helping individuals with disabilities find meaningful work that 
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provides dignity and a living wage. For the past 25 years, WI’s programs and 
administrative headquarters have been housed in a 57,000 square foot facility in North 
Quincy. Originally designed to assist approximately 200 people, the changing needs of the 
economy and labor market, as well as the number of individuals with disabilities who turn 
to WI for support has left the Quincy location functionally inadequate and in need of 
significant repair. Additionally, the building lacks many of the accessibility features that 
can benefit the people who comc here each day: 


Insufficient program space 

Inefficient production flow 

No loading docks 

Inadequate space for storage of agency vehicles 

Lack of sufficient conference space 

Water incursion 

No dedicated rooms for individual and group therapy 
Inadequate office space 

Insufficient parking for staff and visitors 

No adequate space for computer training labs 


The new building located at 195 Freeport Street will provide WI with larger, more 
accessible spaces, increased parking and expanded loading dock and shipping space. 
Design and fit out will meet not only today’s needs, but give WI options for flexibility and 
growth in the future. The new facility will provide: 


e ability to double capacity and serve an additional 70+ consumers; 

e state-of-the art day habilitation program space including physical and occupational 
therapy rooms, computer lab, music therapy room, classrooms, nursing station, 
changing rooms and activity space; 

e additional rooms for both individual and group psychotherapy; 

a modern production facility to improve effectiveness of our employment work 
center; 

e training space for consumers who are deaf and hard of hearing including all of the 
special technological adaptations needed by this population; 

¢ compliance with accessibility features required under the Americans with 
Disabilities Act; 

¢ computer skills training lab for individuals with chronic mental illness to improve 
skills and expand vocational opportunities. 


WI’s move to 195 Freeport Street brings over 200 staff member jobs to the City of Boston 
and 300 individuals served on a daily basis. WI is projecting an additional 125 new 
positions; 25 new jobs for the neighborhood and an additional 100 new jobs will be 
created for the clients WI serves who will work and be paid in WI’s work center. The 
project should generate 50 to 100 construction jobs. 


In addition, the move to Dorchester will help to strengthen WI’s existing relationship with 
the Boston Public Schools, improve outreach services to Boston’s ethnic communities and 
their disabled family members. The new facility will also be easily accessible via public 
transportation, only minutes from the Fields Corner “T” stop. 
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The timeline for the bonding request is very aggressive. We are looking at an April 2008 
Final Approval from BIDFA. Staff is working with bond counsel and City Councilor Jim 
Linehan’s office coordinating the next set of approvals before the board’s final action. 
Article 80 Review is not required. 


The financing structure is still not finalized. In addition to the bond, WI has been in talks 
with a NMTC provider and is presently reviewing a term sheet submitted from the NMTC 
entity. If New Markets are not used then the bond request could be increased to as much as 
$10M with the balance coming from additional equity and the reduction in the TDC if 
necessary.

Councilors LAMATTINA, FEENEY, YANCEY, 
TURNER and YOON offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND AND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE REGARDING PROHIBITING 
THE DELIVERY OF CERTAIN NON-REQUESTED 
COMMERCIAL MATERIALS 


WHEREAS, Every year residents of the City of Bos- 
ton receive cumulative tons of unsolicited deliveries from 
private companies. These deliveries are not requested by 
residents, and are frequently seen as unsightly nuisances; 


and, 
WHEREAS, Recycling is important to all Boston 


residents, however, the financial cost of recycling tons of 
deliveries is a heavy burden for any city in tight financial 
times. These unsolicited deliveries also support the de- 
struction of natural resources and increase the amount of 
pollution; and, 

WHEREAS, Unwanted deliveries sent to unoccupied 
homes often sit out front as a beacon to criminals as a sign 
that the home is vacant and potentially unguarded; and, 

WHEREAS, Some residents still enjoy receiving com- 
mercial deliveries and this ordinance in no way impedes 
that right; VOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by appending 
the following: 


16-52 Prohibition Against Certain Unsolicited 
Commercial Deliveries 


16-52.1 Purpose. 

It is the intent of this section to protect and preserve 
the environment and public health, safety, and wellness 
by eliminating unnecessary waste and safety hazards to 
taxpayers, who are often left to finance the collection of 
unused, unwanted items that create safety hazards and ex- 
cess trash on our City’s sidewalks and properties. 

The Commissioner of the Inspectional Services De- 
partment has enforcement authority pursuant to, inter 
alia, M.G.L. c. 143, s. 3. 


16-52.2 Definitions. 

When used in this section only, unless a contrary in- 
tention clearly appears, the following term shall have the 
following meaning: 

Unsolicited commercial delivery means any distribu- 
tion of an item in connection with commerce for which 
the distribution was not requested by any party other than 
the distributor. 


16-52.3 Prohibition Against Delivery. 

No one shall deliver an unsolicited commercial deliv- 
ery weighing one pound or more to any residence located 
within the City of Boston. 

Nothing in this subsection shall be interpreted to re- 
strict any individual’s right to solicit any such delivery to 
their own residence located within the City of Boston. 


16-52.4 Penalties. 

A violation of these sections shall be punished by a 
fine in the amount of three hundred dollars and no cents 
($300.00). Each and every unsolicited commercial de- 
livery shall be considered to be a separate and distinct 
violation. 


16-52.5 Implementation. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

FOR MOVIE STUDIO (DOCKET NO. 0319) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, FEENEY, TOBIN,

YOON, ROSS, CIOMMO, CONSALVO, YANCEY and 
CONNOLLY offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Since the 2005 passage of and the 2007 
revisions to the Massachusetts Film Credit and Sales Tax 
Exemption Act, movie studios have found the state of 
Massachusetts an attractive state in which to film large 
and small scale films. A studio can reduce costs by up to 
25% due to the generous credits; and, 

WHEREAS, Several major Hollywood film companies 
are currently considering building permanent movie stu- 
dios on sites in South Weymouth and in Plymouth, but 
the tax breaks are available to them wherever they build; 
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and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston offers several advan- 
tages over other sites, including a very highly educated 
workforce, direct access to Logan International Airport 
and major roads, close proximity to multiple historical 
sites and cultural icons and an experienced city Film 
Bureau with years of guiding filmmakers through the 
city’s processes; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston has several potential sites where 
a studio could be located, including land in East Boston 
or the South Boston Waterfront; the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority owns or has access to several plots of land 
that could be used as a studio, including various EDIC 
properties; and, 

WHEREAS, A film studio complex could employ as 
many as 1,500 workers in well paid technical jobs, hun- 
dreds of service and support positions and provide months 
of construction work. A film industry would bring in jobs 
that did not previously exist and would provide more posi- 
tions for those in periphery roles, ranging from custodians 
to caterers and personal assistants; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That'the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the potential for a movie studio in the City 
of Boston. Representatives from the Film Bureau of the 
Department of Arts, Tourism and Special Events, the Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority, other interested parties and 
members of the public shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Arts, Film, Humani- 
ties and Tourism. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: MBTA BUS SERVICE 
(DOCKET NO. 0320) 


Councilors YANCEY, FEENEY, TURNER. YOON, 
LINEHAN, and MURPHY offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Stuart Spina on March 6, 2008 presented 
a report to the MBTA Board of Directors, requesting im- 
provements to 12 MBTA bus routes; and 

WHEREAS: Mr. Spina’s report focused on Bus Routes 
1, 15, 16, 22, 23, 28, 32, 39, 44, 45, 66, and the Washing- 
ton Street Silver Line bus, which runs between Dudley 
Square and Temple Place; and 

WHEREAS: Many of these routes operate in com- 
munities of color where buses are the primary mode of 
transportation; and 

WHEREAS: Mr. Spina’s report, which was created 
from an analysis of 12 bus routes and dozens of live 
interviews with MBT A riders, bus inspectors and bus 
operators, cited such problems as buses running behind 
schedule and buses being overcrowded. The report also 
cited what is known as “bunching,” or buses that travel in 
packs regardless of schedule; and 

WHEREAS: Mr. Spina presented the MBT A Board 
of Directors with 10 recommendations for improving the 
bus routes, including more frequent service, schedules 
that reflect actual traffic conditions, and back door board- 
ing for the most heavily ridden routes; and 

WHEREAS: Mr. Spina also presents several unique 
recommendations for particular routes with unique di- 
lemmas; and 

WHEREAS: Mr. Spina’s next step is to conduct a se- 
ries of follow up observations and interviews to see if the 
MBTA’s bus service has improved, stayed the same, or 
worsened; and 

WHEREAS: According to service media accounts, 
many passengers of MBTA buses are concerned about 
their safety and the cleanliness of the buses; and 

WHEREAS: The:-City of Boston provides the MBT A 
with more than $60 million annually from taxpayers; Be 
It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Boston City Coun- 
cil committee convenes a Boston City Council hearing to 
discuss recommendations to make the MBT A bus system 
more efficient and effective, safer and cleaner; and Be it 
Further 

ORDERED: That MBTA’s General Manager Daniel 
Grabauskas, Commissioner of Transportation, Represen- 


tatives from the Boston Police Department, MBTA Police, 
Alternatives For Community and Environment (ACE), T 
Riders Union, MBT A Bus Inspectors and Operators, and 
the general public be invited to attend and testify at this 
hearing.

LAW RE: ACT RELATING TO PREPARATION 
OF BALLOTS IN BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0321) 


Councilors YOON, CONNOLLY, ROSS, YANCEY and 
TURNER offered the following: 


HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, The recent political climate reiterates the 
significance of voter participation from all citizens of the 
United States; 

WHEREAS, Chapter 111 of the Acts of 2006 was a 
positive step in providing equal political access to all eli- 
gible voters, particularly Asian voters, as required by the 
Voting Rights Act of 1975; however, more can be done to 
facilitate non-English speaking citizens’ electoral partici- 
pation in the City of Boston; 

WHEREAS, Chapter 111 of the Acts of 2006 is set to 
lapse at the end of 2008 and a commitment to providing 
equal access to all voters is something that should never 
expire; 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston values equal voting 
rights and wants to ensure continued participation for all 
citizens by providing bilingual ballots for all future elec- 
tions where needed without a fixed expiration date; and 

WHEREAS, Other cities with large Chinese and Viet- 
namese voting populations have made this long-term 
commitment to bilingual ballots and included the use of 
transliteration; and 

WHEREAS, The use of transliterated candidates’ 
names, subject to the candidates’ approval, would greatly 
aid in fulfilling the aims of the Voting Rights Act by in- 
creasing understandability and clarity of the voting pro- 
cess for Chinese speaking eligible voters, allowing them 
to be fully independent in the privacy of the polling booth. 
NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


THE PREPARATION OF CERTAIN BALLOTS IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Definitions. 

As used in this act, the following words shall, unless 
the context requires otherwise, have the following mean- 
ings: City means City of Boston. 

Transliteration means the printing of relevant Chinese 
characters to represent the phonetic equivalent of the syl- 
lables of an English name or a name in any other language 
that is not traditionally written using Chinese characters. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding chapter 54, section 40 of 
the General Laws, or any other general or special law to 
the contrary, in federal and state elections the State Sec- 
retary shall prepare bilingual ballots in English-Chinese 
and English-Vietnamese in the designated polling places 
within the City of Boston as defined by Section 4 of this 
a in addition to any other bilingual ballots required by 
aw. 
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Section 3. Notwithstanding section 58 of the charter 
of the City of Boston, or any other general or special law 
to the contrary, in all City of Boston municipal elections 
the Election Commission shall prepare bilingual ballots 
in English-Chinese and English- Vietnamese in the desig- 
nated polling places within the City of Boston as defined 
by Section 4 of this act, in addition to any other bilingual 
ballots required by law. 


Section 4. Bilingual ballots in English and Chinese 
shall be provided in any polling place in the City in which 
there are at least 35 eligible voters who indicate in the 
most recent annual City census that their primary lan- 
guage is Chinese and that they do not speak English well 
or at all. Bilingual ballots in English and Vietnamese shall 
be provided in any polling place in the City in which there 
are at least 30 eligible voters who indicate in the most 
recent annual City Census that their primary language is 
Vietnamese and that they do not speak English well or at 
all. At least one bilingual ballot per registered voter, who 
indicated in the most recent annual City census that his or 
her primary language is Chinese or Vietnamese and that 
he or she does not speak English well or at all, shall be 
provided at the designated polling place. 

Until the City completes the City census collecting the 
language data required, bilingual ballots in English and 
Chinese shall be provided in any polling place in the City 
where there are, according to the Lauderdale and Kesten- 
baum surname list, at least 35 registered voters with Chi- 
nese surnames. Until the City completes the City census, 
bilingual ballots in English and Vietnamese shall be pro- 
vided in any polling place in the City where there are, ac- 
cording to the Lauderdale and Kestenbaum surname list, 
at least 30 registered voters with Vietnamese surnames. 
At least one bilingual ballot per registered voter with a 
Chinese or Vietnamese surname shall be provided in each 
designated polling place. 

Once the City census collecting the required language 
data is completed, the census shall be the sole means of 
determining where and how bilingual ballots are pro- 
vided. 

The State Secretary or City Election Department may 
provide additional sets of ballots for any polling place 
when she or he deems it necessary. 


Section 5. The Election Commission in all City of 
Boston municipal elections and the State Secretary in all 
federal and state elections shall provide for the translitera- 
tion of all candidates’ names to be prepared by a quali- 
fied Chinese translator and subject to review by the City’s 
Election Advisory Committee. The transliteration shall 
be subject to approval by the City Election Commission 
or State Secretary. Upon approval by the City Election 
Commission or State Secretary of a transliterated name, 
all candidates shall be provided with a written copy of the 
proposed transliteration of his or her name. Within seven 
days of receiving the proposed transliterations of his or 
her name, any candidate may provide written notice to the 
City Election Commission or State Secretary of a modi- 
fication of the proposed transliteration of his or her own 
name or decline to have his or her own name transliterated 
on the ballot. 


Section 6. This act is enacted in accordance with Sec- 
tion 2 ofthe Voting Rights Act of 1965, which requires 
that citizens be allowed to participate equally in all phases 
of the election process without regard to race, color or 
membership in a language~minority group, 42 U.S.C. § 
1973. 


Section 7. If any provision of these sections or the ap- 
plication of such provision to any person or circumstance 
shall be held invalid, the validity of the remainder of these 
sections and the applicability of such provision to other 
persons or circumstances shall not be affected thereby.

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, by 
adopting the National Fire Protection Association’s regu- 
lations for fire protection in restaurant kitchens (NFPA 
No 96: 

Standard for Ventilation Control, and Fire Protection 
of Commercial Cooking Operations, 2004 Edition) in 527 
CMR 11.02, has relegated the power to license commer- 
cial grease cleaners and inspectors to the local authority, 
defined as the head of the fire department; and, 

WHEREAS, The Massachusetts General Laws Chap- 
ter 148 Section 9 also gives cities and towns the right to 
create rules and regulations to prevent inflammable mate- 
rials, including grease, from catching fire; and, 

WHEREAS, As it is the goal of the city of Boston 
to provide the safest dining atmosphere possible, there 
should be regulations governing the cleaning of kitchen 
exhaust systems that can accumulate dangerous amounts 
of highly flammable cooking grease; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine how regulations and licensing should be accom- 
plished for commercial grease cleaners. Representatives 
from the Boston Fire Department, Massachusetts Res- 
taurant Association, Inspectional Services Department, 
trade groups such as the International Kitchen Exhaust 
Cleaning Association, members of the public and other 
interested parties shall be invited to attend.

AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH GUIDELINES 
FOR THE CLEANING OF COMMERCIAL COOKING 
HOOD AND VENTILATION SYSTEMS 


WHEREAS: The City of Boston is lacking an over- 
all scheme to ensure that commercial cooking hood and 
ventilation systems are regularly cleaned by individuals 
and businesses possessing the necessary experience and 
materials to complete the cleaning process thoroughly 
and safely; and 

WHEREAS: This Ordinance shall establish the follow- 
ing guidelines for the cleaning of hoods, grease removal 
devices, fans, ducts, and exhausting grease laden vapors, 
and shall apply to all existing commercial cooking hood 
and ventilation systems where the City of Boston has au- 
thority; and 


Ordained by the City Council as follows: 


Section One: Purpose 

The purpose of this ordinance is to establish guidelines 
for the cleaning of hoods, grease removal devices, fans, 
ducts, and exhausting grease laden vapors. 


Section Two: Applicability 

This Ordinance shall apply to all existing structures 
subject to inspection and review by the City of Boston’s 
Inspectional Services and Fire Departments. 

Section Three: Procedures 


1. Licensing/Certificate of Fitness 

A. Any person wishing to clean commercial cooking 
hood and ventilation systems, whether an outside 
contractor or business providing the service to 
themselves, shall first obtain certification as a pro- 
fessional exhaust system cleaner. Each individual of 
a company engaged in the cleaning of clean com- 
mercial cooking hood and ventilation systems must 
ean certification prior to engaging in cleaning 
work, 


B. The Boston Fire Department shall publish a list 
of accepted certifying agencies. Obtaining certi- 
fication from one of these agencies will meet the 
requirements of this ordinance. 


C. Each individual obtaining certification will submit 
a copy of his/her certification to the Boston Fire 
Department Fire Prevention Division. 


D. It is the responsibility of the individual to keep cer- 
tification active. 


E. Any loss or expiration of certification must be re- 
ported to the Boston Fire Department within 5 days 
of loss of said certification. 


G. The Fire Department will periodically publish a list 
of certified cleaners. 


H. Failure to follow the guidelines of this ordinance, or 
if cleaning is deemed not in accordance with NFPA 
96, may result in fines and/or the revocation of cer- 
tification by the City of Boston. 


2. Inspection and Cleaning of Grease Exhaust Systems 
Inspection Frequency: Exhaust systems shall be 
inspected by Fire Department inspectors in ac- 
cordance with NFP A 96 Table 11.3 (Inspection 
Schedule). In situations where cooking is infrequent 
(lodge, church, etc.) the inspector may extend the 
inspection frequency not to exceed twice the time 
required by NFP A 96. 

B. Cleaning Frequency: A properly trained and cer- 
tified person shall clean to bare metal, hoods, 
grease-removal devices, fans, ducts and other ap- 
purtenances. The cleaning periodicity shall be at the 
same interval as proscribed in NFP A 96 Table 11.3 
(Inspection Schedule). 

C. Signage: Following inspection or cleaning, the per- 
son providing such service shall place or display 
within the kitchen area, a label indicating the date 
cleaned and the name of the servicing company 
(company number and individual’s certification 
number). It shall also indicate areas not cleaned. 
The label shall be attached to the exterior of the 
hood in a visible location. The schedule for cleaning 
frequency shall be maintained on site and available 
for viewing upon request of an inspector. 

D. Reports: Reports associated with the inspection 
and/or cleaning of the hood and vent system shall 
be maintained on site by the business owner. These 
reports shall be available for viewing upon request 
of an inspector. 


3. Inspection and Cleaning for Solid-Fuel Cooking 

A.  Solid-fuel cooking appliances shall be inspected, 
cleaned and maintained in accordance with the 
procedures outlined in NFPA 96, Chapter 14, Solid 
Fuel Cooking Operations. 


Section Four: Penalties 
A. Violation of the conditions of this section shall sub- 
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ject the violator to a fine of two hundred ($200.00) 
dollars per day. Each day of violation shall consti- 
tute a separate and distinct offense. 


B. Notwithstanding the above, the Commissioner of 
ISD, upon a determination that any violation con- 
stitutes an immediate and severe threat to the public 
health and safety, may order the immediate closure 
of any premises, without prior notice and hearing 
but otherwise with subsequent notice and hearing. 


Section Five: Effective Date 

This Ordinance shall become effective within 120 days 
of its passage.

RESOLUTION URGING GENERAL COURT TO PRO- 
TECT OUR COMMUNITIES AND ADOLES- 
CENTS BY REGULATING SALVIA DIVINO- 
RUM THROUGH PASSAGE OF STATEHOUSE 
BILL NO. 4434 (DOCKET NO. 0402) 


Councilors CONSALVO and LAMATTINA offered 
the following: 
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WHEREAS, Drug abuse and its harmful effects on our 
youth and overall public health is nothing new to our com- 
munities. In order to protect our youth and the public at 
large, the Federal Controlled Substances Act and M.G.L. 
Chapter 94C regulate and ban certain classes of drugs. 
This regulation is the first step in curbing harmful drug 
abuse and protecting our communities; and 

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth’s Controlled Sub- 
stances Act classifies several harmful drugs, such as hal- 
lucinogens like LSD, as controlled substances and im- 
poses imprisonment and/or jail time for violating the Act. 
Unfortunately, these efforts to curb illegal drug use aren’t 
keeping up with the rapid increase of new drugs not previ- 
ously available to the public; and 

WHEREAS, One newly emerging drug in the U.S. 
named Salvia Divinorum, referred to as Salvia, is in- 
creasing in use and remains unregulated by the federal 
and state government. Salvia is an inexpensive and easy 
to obtain herb that when smoked or chewed has strong 
hallucinogenic effects. According to a report by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services abuse of the 
herb can result in feelings of detachment, distortions 
in time and perception, elevated body temperature and 
blood pressure, mood swings, psychotic-like effects, and 
seizures; and 

WHEREAS, These negative effects often occur quick- 
ly after ingestion and can last from a half hour to a few 
hours. The U.S. Department of Justice Drug Enforcement 
Administration recognizes these negative impacts and the 
abuse of this drug, particularly by adolescents; and 

WHEREAS, Historically the drug originated in Mexi- 
co and was used by Mazatec Indians during healings, but 
today’s youth is learning about the hallucinogen via inter- 
net promotions and can easily order it online. Adolescents 
are even posting “how to” videos on websites like “You 
Tube” that teach others where to buy Salvia and how to 
abuse it; and 

WHEREAS, According to the National Survey on 
Drug Use and Health, approximately 1.8 million people 
ages 12 and older use Salvia during their lifetime and this 
number is certain to rise as the drug gains in popularity; 
and 

WHEREAS, Several states, including Louisiana, 
Delaware, Missouri, Tennessee, Oklahoma, Maine, North 
Dakota, and Illinois have passed laws regulating Salvia. 
Many other countries have regulated the herb and several 
states are contemplating enacting similar legislation; and 

WHEREAS, In response to this dangerous epidemic 
threatening our youth, Representative Viriato Manuel 
deMacedo introduced House Bill No. 4434 in the Gen- 
eral Court as a way to update our controlled substances 
legislation to confront newly available drugs. The Bill ad- 
dresses the availability of new and harmful drugs by, in 
part, classifying Salvia Divinorum and its main halluci- 
nogenic component, Salvinorin A, as Class C Controlled 
substances. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
General Court to protect our communities and adoles- 
cents by regulating Salvia Divinorum through passage 
of House Bill No. 4434 and that the City Clerk deliver a 
copy of this Resolution to the General Court.

WHEREAS, The recent erosion of Antarctica’s Wilkins 
Ice Shelf is the latest in a series of grim reminders of the 
adverse impact global climate change is already having 
on our world, and the urgency with which everyone, from 
individuals to the largest private and public institutions 
and organizations, must work proactively to combat glob- 
al warming;

To the City Council. 
Dear Councillors: 

I transmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2009 Recommend- 
ed Budget for the City of Boston. The Recommended 
Operating Budget totaling $2.4 billion is $117.04 million, 
or 5.1 %, more than the Fiscal Year 2008 Budget. 

The FY09 budget supports our commitment to 
strengthen our communities and to provide a safe, clean 
city for all of our resident businesses and visitors. The 
budget sustains and builds on our investments in youth 
and public safety. In the coming year, the multi-disciplin- 
ary Community Learning initiative will align strategies 
and programs to maximize positive impact for children 
and youth in our schools, community centers, and branch 
libraries. This effort will be punctuated with two new 
state-of-the-art facilities opening in FY09: an expanded 
library in Mattapan, and a major renovation of and ad- 
dition to the Burke High School which will include the 
school media center, a community center and the Grove 
Hall branch library. Within the Boston Public Schools, 
we will work to preserve our students’ gains in academic 
achievement and maintain our commitment to all of our 
students and their families. As we work to strategically 
realign BPS operations for the future, we will support the 
Schools budget with a one-time allocation of reserves. 

Our commitment to public safety remains solid. The 
current level of uniformed personnel in the Police and 
Fire Departments will be sustained. We will continue our 
strategy to build an integrated approach to violence pre- 
vention by supporting the Boston Public Health Commis- 
sion’s Youth Development Network launched in FY08. 

Following national trends, health insurance costs 
continue to rise. However, we have achieved two major 
successes in this area: increased employee cost sharing 
negotiated through collective bargaining, and slowing 
the growth rate of premium increases. The FY09 Budget 


also includes a $25 million appropriation from Budgetary 
Fund Balance to continue to address the City’s liability 
related to other post-employment benefits (OPEB). 

Over seventy-five percent of the spending growth in 
FY09 is due to increasing personnel costs, including 
health and pension benefits and the impact of collective 
bargaining increases. In addition, fixed costs such as 
energy, state assessments and debt service, continue to 
rise. The total annual spending increase needed to meet 
the City’s commitments continues to outpace our rate of 
revenue growth. 

For the seventh year in row, we have been challenged 
to build a budget under tight fiscal constraints. For FY09, 
net state aid, based on the local aid resolution passed by 
the House and the Senate in March, remains $67.4 million 
less than it was seven years ago, and slightly down from 
FY08. The City remains challenged by our over-reliance 
on property taxes to fund services. This budget assumes a 
prudent allocation of reserves to support ongoing expens- 
es and to mitigate the effects of no growth in state aid. 

Like most cities and towns across the Commonwealth 
and across the nation, the City of Boston faces fiscal chal- 
lenges that will not end within the coming year, com- 
pounded by the effects of consecutive years of reductions 
in state aid, and an economic climate that may indeed 
worsen. We must remain mindful that the decisions we 
make now will impact our ability to provide services in 
the future. The FY09 budget achieves a balance between 
our responsibility to provide the levels of service that our 
citizens deserve and our duty to ensure a sustainable fu- 
ture for the City. 

I look forward to working with you during the budget 
review process, and I respectfully request your favorable 
action on the FY09 Operating Budget and the Five Year 
Capital Plan for FY09 to FY13.

I transmit herewith an appropriation order for the 
Boston Public Schools for Fiscal Year 2009, in the amount 
of $827.5 million, submitted pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 224 of the Acts of 1936, as amended by Chapter 
190 of the Acts of 1982, as further amended by Chapter 
701 of the Acts of 1986, Chapter 613 of the Acts of 1987, 
and Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991. 

This budget represents an increase of $44.7 million 
over the FY2008 appropriation of $782.8 million. Al- 
though much of this increase will fund collective bargain- 
ing increases and rising health insurance and utility costs, 
the School Department is also making important invest- 
ments in initiatives that will help ensure that all of our 
students realize their fullest potential. 

The Boston Public Schools FY09 budget supports 
expansion of the K-8 model and our continuing commit- 
ment to increasing K1 classes for 4 year-olds. The FY09 
plan includes strategic investments in Advanced Place- 
ment, enrichment opportunities, dropout prevention and 
recovery, as well as the creation of an International Bac- 
calaureate program. Innovative new programs formerly 
supported through private and public external funds, such 
as Family and Community Outreach Coordinators and 
the Summer School Transition program, will now be sup- 
ported through this general fund appropriation. 

The School Department remains committed to elimi- 
nating the achievement gap and providing high quality 
instruction for all students. This commitment does not 
come without financial challenges. In FY09, Boston Pub- 
lic Schools will develop and begin implementing a multi- 
year plan to improve efficiencies in student transportation 
and the use of school facilities.

license fee charged to open air commercial parking lots. 
The purpose of amending this Ordinance is to encourage 
greater driver compliance and ensure public safety. 

These amendments will increase the parking space 
license fee as well as the fines for Zone A .violations, 
specifically the fines for Fire Hydrant, Taxi Stand, Fire 
Lane, Sidewalk, Crosswalk, HP Ramp Blocked, Snow 
Emergency Route, Over One Foot From Curb, No Valid 
Registration, Expired Registration, No Valid Inspection, 
Expired Inspection, Commercial Overnight and Non- 
Emergency Repair violations. In addition, the fines in 
Zone B, which is generally defined as the area outside of 
downtown, . will increase for Double Parking, No Parking 
and Over Posted Limit violations.

I transmit herewith for your approval an order ap- 
propriating $25,000,000 to the Other Post Employment 
Benefits (OPEB) Stabilization Fund authorized under 
MGL Chapter 40, §5B. This fund was created last year 
and is intended to be an interim solution, as legislation 
allowing cities and towns to pre-fund OPEB in the same 
manner as traditional pension benefits is still pending at 
the legislature. 

As you know, the City is now required to identify and 
disclose the future estimate of non-pension (healthcare 
and life insurance) benefits earned yet not funded and ob- 
ligated to be paid on behalf of current and future retirees. 
The City’s total OPEB obligation as of June 30, 2005, as- 
suming no pre-funding, was estimated at over $5 billion 
by the City’s actuary. 
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Assuming the City was allowed to invest long-term and 
earn a rate of return indicative of a diversified portfolio, 
the OPEB liability is estimated at approximately $2.7 bil- 
lion. It is noteworthy to point out that this amount is larger 
than the City’s unfunded liability for pensions. 

Last year, the City took the first step in addressing this 
real, yet unfunded cost of promises made . to provide 
retiree health benefits. This year’s appropriation again 
should be thought of as an acknowledgment payment, an 
amount which only partially funds the annual required 
contribution. The City’s OPEB financing plan must bal- 
ance the requirement to provide public services with pro- 
viding health benefits for employees both now and when 
they retire.

ORDER APPROVING PETITION FOR SPECIAL LAW 
RE: EVICTIONS OF CERTAIN FORECLOSED 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY IN THE CITY 
(DOCKET NO. 0450) 


Councilors TURNER, ROSS, FLAHERTY, MURPHY, 

YANCEY and YOON offered the following: 
WHEREAS, The United States is facing a national 

housing emergency and the entire nation is struggling to 
deal with the consequences of irresponsible lending prac- 
tices, adjustable rate loans, subprime rates, and deceptive 
foreclosure rescue schemes. Horneowners and landlords 
face foreclosures at staggering rates, leaving many fami- 
lies and tenants out in the cold. Low-income individuals, 
minorities, and tenants are often the groups hardest hit by 
this devastating trend; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is facing a serious 
public emergency in regards to foreclosures of residential 
properties. Massachusetts foreclosures notice filings have 
reached record highs in the past year, resulting in more 
than 25,000 foreclosure actions throughout the Com- 
monwealth. This seventy-six percent increase from the 
past year resulted in familial separation, property aban- 
donment, decreased home values, reduced tax revenues, 
disinvestment, unfair eviction and an overall disruption of 
community life. Unfortunately, this trend does not have 
an end in sight. The City of Boston and local community 
groups provide assistance to homeowners and tenants 
struggling to remain in their homes. However, more can 
be done to combat this epidemic; and 

WHEREAS, In 2007 the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts passed various laws increasing mortgage industry 
accountability. Chapter 206 of the Acts of 2007 increases 
lender licensing requirements, gives homeowners a ninety 
day right to cure mortgage defaults, and limits subprime 
loans to first-time homebuyers. These initiatives are ad- 
mirable; however, more can be done to protect tenant and 
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occupant rights. Under the current law even tenants with 
valid, unexpired lease agreements can be evicted without 
much notice; and 

WHEREAS, The deferred operation of this Act would 
tend to defeat its purpose, which is forthwith to protect 
citizens of Boston involved in the mortgage foreclosure 
crisis, therefore it is hereby declared to be an emergency 
law, necessary for the immediate preservation ofthe pub- 
lic convenience; NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


EVICTIONS ON CERTAIN FORECLOSED 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


(a) Definitions. 

As used in this Act, the following words shall, unless 
the context clearly requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 


Entity means a business organization, or any other kind 
of organization, including without limitation, a corpora- 
tion, partnership, trust, limited liability corporation, limit- 
ed liability partnership, joint venture, sole proprietorship, 
or any other category of organization, and any employee, 
agent, servant or other representative of such entity. 


Eviction means any action, without limitation, by a 
foreclosing owner of a housing accommodation which 
is intended to compel a tenant or occupant to vacate or 
to be constructively evicted from such housing accom- 
modation. 


Foreclosing owner means an entity that both (1) held or 
owned a mortgage or other security interest in the housing 
accommodation at any point prior to the foreclosure of 
the housing accommodation or is the subsidiary, parent, 
or agent of, or otherwise is related to any entity which 
held or owned the mortgage or other security interest in 
the housing accommodation at any time prior to the fore- 
closure of the housing accommodation; and (ii) holds title 
to this housing accommodation that it acquired at a fore- 
closure sale or by any other method of foreclosure. 


For purpose of this definition, the phrase ‘holds title’ 
shall include an entity which holds title in any capacity, 
directly or indirectly, without limitation, whether in its 
own name, as trustee, or as beneficiary. Any entity which 
attempts to evict tenants from the housing accommoda- 
tion, whether in its own name, as trustee, as mortgage 
servicer, or as beneficiary, or in any other role, without 
limitation, shall be considered to ‘hold title’ for the pur- 
pose of this definition. 


Any institutional mortgagee that holds title to a hous- 
ing accommodation that has been foreclosed upon within 
the last three years shall be considered to be a foreclosing 
owner for the purpose of this Act. 


Foreclosure means a legal proceeding to terminate a 
mortgagor’s interest in property, instituted by the mort- 
gagee, either to gain title or to force a sale in order to 
satisfy the unpaid debt secured by the property, including, 
without limitation, foreclosure by action, by bill in equity, 
by entry and continuation of possession for three years, 
and by sale under the power of sale in a rnortgage as de- 
scribed in chapter two hundred forty-four of the General 
Laws. 


Foreclosure sale means the foreclosure of a mortgage 


by sale of a housing accommodation pursuant to a power 
of sale in a mortgage deed, as described in section four- 
teen of chapter two hundred forty-four of the General 
Laws. 


Housing accommodation means any building or build- 
ings, structure or structures, or part thereof or land appur- 
tenant thereto, or any other real or personal property used, 
rented or offered for rent for living or dwelling purposes, 
located in the City of Boston, together will all services 
connected with the use or occupancy of such property. 


Institutional mortgagee means any entity that holds or 
owns mortgages or other security interest in three or more 
properties in the City of Boston or acts as a mortgage ser- 
vicer of three or more mortgages of properties in the City 
of Boston, or is the subsidiary, parent, or agent of, or oth- 
erwise related to any entity which holds or owns mortgag- 
es or other security interests in three or more properties in 
the City of Boston or acts as a mortgage servicer of three 
or more mortgages of properties in the City of Boston. 


Just cause means at least one of the following: 


(i) the tenant or occupant has failed to pay the rent in 
effect prior to the foreclosure or failed to pay use and 
occupancy charges, but only if the foreclosing owner 
notified the tenant or occupant in writing of the amount 
of rent or use and occupancy that was to be paid and to 
whom it was to be paid; 


(ii) the tenant or occupant has violated an obligation 
or covenant of the tenancy or occupancy other than the 
obligation to surrender possession upon proper notice and 
has failed to cure such violation within a reasonable time 
after having received written notice thereof from the fore- 
closing owner; 


(iii) the tenant or occupant is committing or permitting 
to exist a nuisance in, or is causing substantial damage to, 
the unit, or is creating a substantial interference with the 
quiet enjoyment of other occupants; 


(iv) the tenant or occupant is convicted of using or per- 
mitting the unit to be used for any illegal purpose; 


(v) the tenant or occupant who had a written lease or 
other rental agreement which terminated on or after this 
Act has taken effect, has refused, after written request or 
dernand by the foreclosing owner to execute a written ex- 
tension or renewal thereof for a further term of like dura- 
tion and in such terms that are not inconsistent with or 
violative of any provisions of this Act; or 


(vi) the tenant or occupant has refused the foreclos- 
ing owner reasonable access to the unit for the purpose 
of making necessary repairs or improvement required by 
the laws of the United States, the Commonwealth or any 
subdivision thereof, or for the purpose of inspection as 
permitted or required by agreement or by law or for the 
purpose of showing the rental housing unit to a prospec- 
tive purchaser or mortgagee. 


Mortgagee means an entity to whom property is mort- 
gaged; the mortgage creditor, or lender, including, but 
not limited to, mortgage servicers, lenders in a mortgage 
agreement and any agent, servant, or employee of the 
mortgagee, or any successor in interest and/or assignee of 
the mortgagee’s rights, interests or obligations under the 
mortgage agreement. 


Mortgage Servicer means an entity which administers 
or at any point administered the mortgage, including, but 
not limited to, calculating principal and interest, collect- 
ing payments from the mortgagor, acting as an escrow 
agent, and foreclosing in the event of a default. 


Post-foreclosure eviction means an eviction of a tenant 
or occupant by a foreclosing owner. 
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Tenant or occupant means any person or group of per- 
sons entitled to occupy a housing accommodation pursu- 
ant to a written lease, tenancy at will, tenancy at suffer- 
ance or otherwise. 


‘Unit’ or ‘residential unit’ means the room or group of 
rooms within a housing accommodation, located in the 
City of Boston, which is used or intended for use as a 
residence by one household. 


(b) Foreclosure Eviction. 

Notwithstanding any other special or general law to the 
contrary, the foreclosing owner shall not evict a tenant or 
occupant from a housing accommodation located in the 
City of Boston except for just cause. 


(c) Penalties. 

Any foreclosing owner that evicts tenants or occupants 
in violation of any provisions of this Act shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than ten thousand dollars. Each evic- 
tion done in violation of this Act constitutes a separate 
offense. 


(d) Jurisdiction. 

The Boston Municipal Court, Suffolk Superior Court, 
and Boston Housing Court shall have jurisdiction over 
an action arising from any violation of this Act and shall 
have jurisdiction in equity to restrain any such violation. 
No tenant or occupant shall be evicted in violation of any 
provision of this Act. It shall be a defense to eviction that 
the foreclosing owner attempted to evict a tenant or oc- 
cupant in violation of any provision of this Act. 


(e) Conflict of Laws. 

Any provision of federal law relating to rental units 
owned, operated or subsidized by the federal government 
which are inconsistent with or contrary to the provisions 
of this Act shall supersede the provisions of this Act. 
Where not inconsistent, the provisions of federal law shall 
apply in conjunction with the provisions of this Act. 


(f) Severability. 

If any provision of this Act or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Act and the 
applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected thereby. 


(g) Effective Date. 

The provisions of this Act shall be effective imme- 
diately upon passage and shall cease to have effect on 
December 31, 20 13.

ORDER FOR HEARING CONCERNING BOSTON’S 
EMERGENCY DISPATCH SYSTEM (911) 
(DOCKET NO. 0453) 


Councilors YANCEY, MURPHY, FEENEY, TURN- 
ER, LAMATTINA, CIOMMO, YOON and TOBIN of- 
fered the following: 

WHEREAS: Emergency vehicles rushing to a stab- 
bing in Dorchester on March 9, 2008 were delayed by 14 
minutes after 911 dispatchers sent response vehicles to an 
incorrect address due to the incapability of Boston’s uni- 
versal emergency telephone number system to differenti- 
ate between duplicate addresses in two or more different 
neighborhoods, and 

WHEREAS: Emergency vehicles were dispatched to 
689 Washington Street in Boston’s Downtown Crossing, 
about 7 miles away from the correct address, 689 Wash- 
ington Street in Dorchester; and 

WHEREAS: Ms. Melissa Santiago, the mother of 
four young children, died of her wounds in her home at 
689 Washington Street in the Codman Square area of 
Dorchester; and 

WHEREAS: Repeated calls were made to 911 to seek 
medical assistance for Ms. Santiago without a prompt re- 
sponse; and 

WHEREAS: Loss oflife may occur minutes after a se- 
rious assault; therefore, a timely response from the Emer- 
gency Medical Services is required to save lives, and 

WHEREAS: The Boston Police Department, as a result 
of the seriousness of this inaccuracy, has since modified 
its response policy so that emergency calls with duplicate 
addresses in two or more different neighborhoods result 
in officers being sent to all matching locations. The policy 
will last until officials find a better way of differentiating 
between identical addresses; Be It Therefore 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to investigate the state of Boston’s current 911 tech- 
nology employed in the City of Boston and what steps 
the City is taking to address the problem of duplicate ad- 
dresses; And Be It Further

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING LICENSING 
AND TRAINING OF SECURITY OFFICERS IN 
CITY (DOCKET NO. 0454) 


Councilors FEENEY, MURPHY, YANCEY, LINE- 
HAN and YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS: Most of the nation’s one million-plus 
guards are unlicensed and untrained in emergency cases. 
Their $12 billion-a-year industry is marked by high rev- 
enue, low pay, few benefits and limited oversight. And 
according to government officials and industry experts, 
little has changed since Sept. 11, 200 I; and 

WHEREAS: According to the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, more than 16,000 individuals work as security 
officers at our universities, hospitals, office towers and 
apartment buildings and following the attacks of 9/11, 
officials from the Department of Homeland Security to 
local law enforcement agreed we needed to demand more 
from our security officers, however, while there has been 
much discussion regarding safety and security, virtually 
nothing has been done; and 
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WHEREAS: A poll of 1,200 guards in California, 
Texas and Florida, conducted by the Service Employees 
International Union, found that four in 10 guards said 
their buildings had no new security procedures, seven in 
10 said no bomb-threat or natural-disaster drills were con- 
ducted and a majority said they received no training on 
evacuation or other emergency procedures before being 
hired; and 

WHEREAS: In some security companies in Boston, 
security guard training consists of watching a videotape 
or taking an open book test, a procedure that does not 
prepare security guards in the city of Boston for major 
threats and in case of emergency; and 

WHEREAS: Other states, including Connecticut, New 
York, Maine, Rhode Island, and Vermont, require busi- 
nesses that provide security services to be licensed. All, 
except Massachusetts, require licensees to register their 
security guard employees with a state entity; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston City Council should further 
explore the requirement of providing every security guard 
in the City of Boston with a license to engage in the busi- 
ness of watching, guarding or patrolling an agency, and 
investigate the requirement to complete a training course 
in preparation of emergency cases in the City of Boston; 
Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to investigate the 
licensing of security guards and providing appropriate 
training in emergency cases.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston enters into agree- 
ments regarding Payments in Lieu of Taxes (PILOT) with 
many institutions qualifying as tax-exempt; and 

WHEREAS, The PILOT payments are determined on 
a case-by-case basis; and 

WHEREAS, Transparency and consistency in gov- 
ernment will be enhanced by an articulation of a fixed 
formula for the generation of a minimum amount for a 
PILOT payment. NOW THEREFORE, 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVIII is hereby amended by inserting 
the following section after CBC 18-1.16(20) and re-num- 
bering the remaining sub-sections: 


CBC 18-1.16(21) Payments in Lieu afTaxes. 

In an effort to preserve and promote transparency and 
consistency in government, for any agreement between 
the City of Boston tax-exempt organizations, including 
but not limited to educational institutions that includes 
provisions for Payments in Lieu of Taxes (PILOTs), such 
PILOT payments shall be calculated to set a minimum 
amount for such PILOT as follows: 


(a) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall gener- 
ate an assessed value for all of the buildings and lands 
owned by the institution/organization entering into the 
PILOT agreement and exempt from property taxation as 
residential real estate and shall update and shall continu- 
ously update and revise the ownership and/or use of such 
buildings and lands to capture changes in ownership and/ 
or use; 


(b) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall multiply 
the amount in subsection (a) by the commercial real estate 
tax multiplier for the relevant Fiscal Year; 


(c) the Assessor for the City of Boston shall multiply 
the amount derived in subsection (b) by twenty-five per- 
cent (25%); 


(d) the amount derived in subsection (c) shall be the 
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er 


minimum amount for any payments under PILOTs. 


Section 2. 
CBC Chapter VIII is hereby amended by appending 
the following section. 


CBC 8-11 Payments in Lieu of Taxes. 

In an effort to evaluate the scope and effectiveness of 
the programs involving agreements to make Payments 
in Lieu of Taxes (PILOTs) as referenced in CBC 18- 
1.16(21), the Treasurer-Collector of the City of Boston 
shall annually prepare a report detailing all of the PILOTs 
in the City of Boston. The report shall include all activity, 
obligations, and payments made for the fiscal year (July 1 
through June 30). The report shall be filed with the Bos- 
ton City Council by filing it with the Clerk of the City of 
Boston no later than October 1 of each calendar year, and 
the Clerk shall include the report on the agenda for the 
next regular meeting of the Boston City Council. 


The report shall include but not be limited to: 

(a) asummary including the number of active PILOTs, 
the number of institutions/organizations that are subject 
to an active PILOT, the aggregate sum of all monetary 
payments scheduled to be made, and the aggregate sum 
of all monetary payments actually made; 


(b) for each and every active PILOT, the name of the 
institution/organization, the address of the institution/or- 
ganization, and the names of the signatories; 


(c) for each and every active PILOT, a summary of 
the non-monetary payment terms of the agreement and a 
summary of the monetary terms of the agreement; 


(d) an overall assessment of the PILOT agreements in- 
cluding a brief description of improvements made to the 
program and plans for future improvements. 


Section 3. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect.

WHEREAS, Touchless, sensor-activated technology 
are integrated into faucets, air dryers, lights and other 
common appliances to turn on when the person is there 
and shut off when they are gone; and 


WHEREAS, It is estimated that investment in this type 
of technology will result in cost savings 10 times the ini- 
tial investment; and 

WHEREAS, The Seattle-Tacoma International Airport 
installed motion-sensor faucets and air hand dryers, sav- 
ing 42 million gallons of water and around $300,000 in 
cost savings. The retrofit was a 56% return on investment; 
and 

WHEREAS, The City of Evanston, IL installed motion 
sensors on 46 soda machines in public buildings, for a 
cost savings of $5,000 a year; and 

WHEREAS, Auburn, NY, as part of a comprehensive 
energy savings plan, including updating the entire city’s 
heating and cooling system, installed motion sensor lights 
in 13 city buildings. The entire project is expected to re- 
sult in $240,000 in cost savings for the city; and 

WHEREAS, Apart from cost savings, sensor-activated 
technology is a more effiCient, sanitary, and environmen- 
tally friendly way to use resources like water and energy. 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the Boston City Council convene 
a hearing with appropriate parties to explore expanding 
the use of touch less, sensor-activated technology in all 
the buildings the city owns and operates as a cost savings 
measure.

17,2009 would be the last day for 

full-power television stations to broadcast in analog; 
and 

WHEREAS: An important benefit of the switch to 
all-digital broadcasting is that it will free up parts of 
the valuable broadcast spectrum for public safety com-

WHEREAS, Boston recently proposed updating old 
parking fines that had not kept pace with inflation; given 
current fiscal times and an increasingly tight market it 
makes sense to update other fees; NOW,

ORDINANCE PROHIBITING CARRYING OF 
MACHETES (DOCKET NO. 0511) 


Conncilors TURNER, FEENEY, YOON, YANCEY, 
CIOMMO, CONSALVO, LINEHAN, ROSS, CONNOL- 
LY and FLAHERTY offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON

AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING THE 
CARRYING OF MACHETES 


WHEREAS, On March 13, 2008 a young man was 
brutally attacked in broad daylight outside the Govern- 
ment Center MBTA station. The weapon used in this at- 
tack wasn’t a knife, nor a gun; it was a machete; and, _ 

WHEREAS, Machetes are inexpensive, easy to pur- 
chase, and becoming the weapon of choice among violent 
gang groups in Boston; and 

WHEREAS, The April 6th edition of the Boston Her- 
ald reports that there have been at least three machete at- 
tacks in Boston in the last three months and at least seven 
machete attacks in 2008 in the areas of Boston, Lynn, 
Springfield, and Chicopee; and, 

WHEREAS, Unlike regulations on firearms, swords, 
and certain types of blades, the sale or use of machetes 
remains completely unregulated by the Commonwealth; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Several Massachusetts communities, 
such as Chelsea, Everett, Lynn, and Revere, have imposed 
machete bans; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston ordinance regulating 
knifes with blades in excess of two and one~half inches or 
similar weapons can be strengthened by specifically regu- 
lating this newly emerging weapon; NOW, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI, section 16-45.1 is hereby amended 
by adding the following paragraph immediately after sub- 
section (c):- 

No person, except as provided by law, shall carry on 
his person, or carry under his control in a vehicle, a ma- 
chete. For purposes of this section, “machete” means a 
heavy knife at least 18 inches in length and having a blade 
at least 1.5 inches wide at its broadest measurement. This 
subsection shall not apply to carrying a machete on one’s 
person or in a vehicle if the machete is carried for the 
purpose of cutting vegetation or if the machete is being 
transported for the purpose of cutting vegetation. 


Section 2, 

CBC Chapter XVI, section 16-45.2 is hereby amended 
by inserting after the word “of”, in line two, the following 
words:- “machetes or’. 


Section 3. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is facing mounting 
hunger-related concerns due to a variety of factors that 
have led to an increase in food prices, including: tighten- 
ing nationwide supplies in wheat, soybean, and other food 
staples due to the rising cost of oil and transportation, 
poor crop weather worldwide, and rising worldwide pop- 
Ulations; evidence of a weakening economy combined 
with a foreclosure crisis; and shrinking of Government 
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and private food stock inventories over the last number 
of years; and, 

WHEREAS, The Greater Boston Food Bank has seen 
recent increases in the number of people requesting food 
from their member organizations in the 30% to 40% range 
across Eastern Massachusetts. Statewide, the number 
of people receiving food assistance in the form of food 
stamps has increased 10%; and, 

WHEREAS, Anecdotally, many food pantries in the 
city of Boston have reported both increases in the num- 
ber and increases in the frequency of residents requesting 
food; one food pantry stated that previously, people would 
come every sixty days but now come every thirty; another 
pantry in Chinatown has keenly felt the effects of the rice 
shortages, and a pantry in the Theater District has seen 
increases on average of 20 people per month for the past 
few months; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is currently active in 
attempting to provide for residents in need of food; the 
Emergency Shelter commission works in conjunction 
with the Greater Boston Food Bank and a multitude of 
food pantries to feed Boston residents; the 40th Annual

_ year it raised enough money to fund 42 million meals;

WHEREAS, Food is one of our most basic human 
rights, however, and while any hunger is abhorrent, the

WHEREAS, Many other municipalities, states and 
countries have embraced these modem methods; spe- 
cifically using Y ouTube as a unique way of getting in- 
formation to youth and younger adults. Short, witty and 
informative videos can help to reach this relatively large

WHEREAS, The state of California has used Y ouTube 
in many ways: to help its Tax Board advertise an online 
service; for its Department of Motor Vehicles to show 
educational videos on common mistakes people make on 
their drivers test; and to help their transportation depart- 
ment, Caltrans, publicize information regarding highway 
cleanups and to show montages of all of the litter people 
leave behind on highways; and, 

WHEREAS, On a federal level, the Office of National 
Drug Control Policy has a YouTube channel with several 
award winning public service announcements on it; and, 


WHEREAS, Other examples include the United King- 
dom using YouTube to inform citizens about departmental 
consolidation, the city of Norfolk, VA using it to advertise 
different kinds of city services and events, the Virginia 
Department of Emergency Management using Y ouTube 
to educate citizens about what they need for emergency 
planning; and, 

WHEREAS, By using YouTube, the City of Boston 
has a unique opportunity to interact with all segments 
of the population, connect youth and young adults with 
information and services and increase the city’s efforts 
in civic engagement. Boston should start by focusing on 
four specific areas in need of greater visibility and citizen 
involvement; and, 

WHEREAS, Although eventually the City of Boston 
will be able to expand its capacities to include all depart- 
ments, the four areas it could start with include arts and 
culture, youth opportunities (including summer jobs, 
community centers and educational programs), voting 
and elections and the Boston Public Schools. These ar- 
eas are of immediate concern to all Bostonians and will 
connect residents with a wide variety of information and 
services; and, 

WHEREAS, The support and infrastructure already 
exists to implement this idea without financial cost. Bos- 
ton has a state of the art city run television studio in Eg-

WHEREAS, Health Canada, Canada’s federal public 
health agency, has reported finding high concentrations of 
BPA in both Canadian and American waterways, sewage 
sludge and wastewater effluent, as well as sediment and 
groundwater; meaning that it may remain in the environ- 
ment; and 

WHEREAS, In a recent study by the United States 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, an estimated 
93% of adults have BPA in their bodies, with infants and 
children having the highest levels; laboratory studies have 
shown in animals that BPA is possibly linked to cancers, 
reproductive problems, miscarriages, hyperactivity, and 
possibly to obesity; further studies have shown that ex- 
posed infants may have future behavioral and neurologi- 
cal problems; and, 

WHEREAS, The Canadian government has acted to 
ban the sale and importation of baby bottles with BPA; 
legislation exists in nine other states relative to BPA in 
consumer products; additionally, water bottle maker Nal-

WHEREAS, Warm weather brings out many of the 
City of Boston’s advantages, but longer daylight hours 
also create more opportunity for noise pollution in the 
City. Food vendors, such as ice cream trucks, play their 
signature music in quiet residential areas late at night for 
long periods of time, disturbing residents’ sleep as well as 
the tranquility of our neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, Under the authority granted by M.G.L. 
chapter 40, section 21(22), the City has implemented 
several noise ordinances in an attempt to limit harmful 
noise pollution. Unfortunately, existing regulations are 
incapable of addressing the problem particular to loud 
traveling sound devices that emanate from motor vehicle 
food vendors; and, 

WHEREAS, Several other cities struggle with this 
unique noise pollution issue and have successfully regu- 
lated food vendor noise.

CBC Chapter XVI, Section 16-26.7 is hereby amended

Vehicles.” 


Section 2.

“No person shall operate or use on any public right-of- 
way any electronically operated or electronic sound signal 
device attached to, on or in a motor vehicle from which 
food or any other items are sold or offered for sale when 
the vehicle is stopped, standing, or parked. This subsec- 
tion shall not apply to sound signal devices used as a safe- 
ty device, such as but not limited to a car hom or back- 
up signal that is actually used for its intended purpose. 
For the purposes of this subdivision the term “stopped” 
means the halting of a vehicle, whether occupied or not, 
except when necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic 
or in compliance with a police officer or other authorized 
enforcement officer or a traffic control sign or signal.

Whereas, Reducing youth gun violence is an important 
social and law enforcement goal; And 

Whereas, The Boston Police have announced their 
“Safe Homes” program of warrant-less searches aimed at 
removing “illegal guns” from homes; And 

Whereas, The “consent to search” on which the Safe 
Homes program rests is unlikely to be either truly in- 
formed or genuinely voluntary; And 

Whereas, The program exposes families to potentially 
serious negative consequences and could deprive young 
people of productive futures; And 

The program conflicts with the fundamental consti- 
tutional right to be free from unreasonable government 
searches; And ‘ 

Whereas, Evidence from the St. Louis program on 
which “Safe Homes” is based suggests that without the 
guarantee of immunity from prosecution the program will 
be ineffective; And 

Whereas, The program is likely to be counterproduc- 
tive in public safety terms, undermining relations of trust 
between law enforcement and the public; And 

Whereas, There are other successful ways of getting 
guns out of homes, such as gun drop off and buy back 
programs. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, The Boston City Council urges the Boston 
Police Department to either add blanket immunity from 
prosecution to its “Safe Homes” program or ensure that 
the “consent to search” is indeed voluntary by making po- 
lice visits to homes informational only, with parents being 
asked to call them back if they would like for a search to 
be conducted.

SUMMARY: This Memorandum seeks authorization for the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority and the Director to jointly file with JP Morgan Chase Bank an 
application to the Massachusetts Economic Assistance Coordinating 
Council for designation of portions of the 451 D Street property as a 
Certified Project within the Crosstown/South Boston Economic 
Opportunity Area, and to petition the City Council for approval of a Tax 
Increment Financing Agreement between the City of Boston (the “City”) 
and JP Morgan Chase Bank and approval of a Tax Increment Financing 
Plan. 


BACKGROUND 


JP Morgan Chase Bank (the “Company”) currently operates its banking and financial 
services for its Global Funds Services division in Boston at 73 Tremont Street and One 
Beacon Street. The Company currently maintains approximately 725 jobs in these two 
Boston locations. The Company has requested from the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority its assistance in obtaining a Tax Increment Financing arrangement in order 
for the Company to remain and grow in Boston. The Company expects to expand and 
create approximately 373 new jobs. The lease at its 73 Tremont Street location is due to 
terminate soon. The Company has looked to maintain its Boston presence by relocating 
the Tremont Street office to four floors in the property located at 451 D Street in South 
Boston. By consolidating this division to one location, the Company would better 
function as an integrated unit and grow into newly leased space to meet the 
employment needs of increased business activity in its Global Funds unit. 
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The Company is considering a lower-cost location in the suburbs that would reduce its 
investment, rent, and operating costs compared to remaining in Boston. By assisting the 
Company in obtaining a Tax Increment Financing arrangement and designation by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts as a Certified Project, the Company will be able to 
remain in Boston, retain 725 jobs and create an additional 373 new jobs. 


LOCATION AND DESCRIPTION 


451 D Street (the “Project”) is located in South Boston and is bounded by Inman Street 
on the north, Fargo Street to the south, D Street to the west, and E Street to the east. The 
building contains approximately 465,000 square feet of office space and has for the last 
few years been leased at only fifty percent (50%) capacity. The building is a former 
warehouse, built in 1910 and last rehabilitated in 1999. The approximately 50% vacancy 
has been of great concern to the community and surrounding area. The Project is 
located within the Crosstown/South Boston Economic Opportunity Area, specifically 
the “Crosstown/South Boston EOA”, created by the BRA and designated by the 
Commonwealth in 1997. As such, the Project is eligible to participate in the Economic 
Development Incentive Program pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 23A 
for designation of a Certified Project administered by the Massachusetts Economic 
Assistance Coordinating Council (“EACC”). 


By seeking a Tax Increment Financing arrangement, the Company must apply to the 
EACC for designation as a Certified Project and would be eligible to receive from the 
Commonwealth certain tax and financing benefits and to receive from the City certain 
property tax benefits through a Tax Increment Financing Agreement. In order to be 
eligible for the above incentives formal under the Economic Development Incentive 
Program, a Tax Increment Financing Agreement between the City and Company must 
be approved by the City Council. The BRA has already made findings (through the 
existing Crosstown/South Boston EOA) that the Project site is located in a blighted 
open area such that without state and local financial assistance the Project would not be 
able to be developed. 


The City of Boston has been established as an Economic Target Area (“ETA”) by an 
application to the Commonwealth in 1994. An ETA is three or more contiguous census 
tracts in one or more municipalities, meeting one of nine statutory criteria for economic 
need. As an ETA, development projects in certain areas within the City are eligible for 
financial aid from the Commonwealth and the City by way of tax benefits and 
financing. An area within the City becomes eligible for aid when it is designated an 
ROA. An EOA is an area, or several areas, within a designated ETA of particular need 
and priority for economic development. The basis for an EOA designation is that the 
proposed area or site be either a blighted open area, a decadent area or a substandard 
area. The BRA has already adopted a finding for one or all such bases through the 
Crosstown/South Boston EOA. 
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The Project has met the first criteria by its location within the existing EOA the 
Crosstown/South Boston EOA. The specific project to receive aid must then be 
designated as a Certified Project. A Certified Project is a business that is expanding its 
existing operations, or building new facilities, and creating new permanent jobs within 
an EOA. Certified Projects are eligible for a 5% state Investment Tax Credit for tangible, 
depreciable investments; a 10% Abandoned Building Tax Deduction for costs associated 
with renovating an abandoned building, and a municipal tax incentive. An application 
to the EACC must be filed by the Company and approved by the City (through the 
BRA) for designation of the Project as a Certified Project. As part of the Certified Project 
application, a Tax Increment Financing Agreement between the City, the Company, and 
the owner of the building (as the owner of the parcel) must be approved by the City 
Council. 


As required to be designated a Certified Project, the Company will be relocating of its 
Global Fund Services operations to four floors located at the Project. The Project will 
bring many benefits to the community and City by filling a half vacant building, 
retaining 725 jobs within Boston and creating approximately 373 new jobs. In addition, 
the Company holds two options for space on the 5 and 6" floors for additional 
expansion related to the Project. 


The relocation to D Street requires that the Company invest approximately $38 million 
in improvements and technology to the D Street facility to accommodate the existing 
and anticipated new employees. 


The Company, in conjunction with BRA staff and the City, has completed a draft 
application for the Certified Project for the 451 D Street location and a draft Tax 
Increment Financing Plan. In addition, the Company is working with the City on 
drafting a Tax Increment Financing Agreement. 


Based on the foregoing, BRA staff recommends that the Director be authorized to 
petition the City Council for its approval of the Tax Increment Financing Agreement 
with the City and the Tax Increment Financing Plan, that the BRA be authorized to 
approve the Certified Project application, and finally that the Director be authorized to 
execute any other documents necessary to apply to the Commonwealth and City 
Council in connection with the proposed application, all when the documents are 
finalized.

The Company currently has 725 jobs in its Global Funds Services division in Boston (this 
consists of 667 full time employees and 58 temporary full-time employees). If it proceeds 
with the D Street Project, it will retain all of those jobs and grow up to 373 additional jobs 
over the next 5 years (343 full-time employees and 30 temporary full-time employees). If it 
does not proceed with the D Street project, the likelihood is that the operations currently in 
Boston will be relocated to either Braintree or another region. 


There are two factors affecting the jobs in Boston. The first is the nature of the operations. 
The bulk of the jobs in Boston are part of the Company’s Global Funds unit. These include 
the core functions as well as back office, fund administration, accounting and other support 
components, The nature of this operation is that it functions as an integrated unit, such 
that the core and supporting operations need to be together. Thus, if a significant portion 
of the unit is located in a facility/jurisdiction, it is desirable, if not necessary, that all of the 
other functions in that unit relocate in the same facility/jurisdiction. 


The second factor affecting the location decision is that the lease at one of the two primary 
facilities the Company has in Boston, 73 Tremont, will terminate shortly. This facility 
contains 100,000 sq. ft and houses approximately 523 of the Company’s jobs. (The other 
facility, 1 Beacon Street, has 65,000 sq. ft.) The D Street facility (or other relocation 
facility) would therefore have to accommodate both the existing operations from 73 
Tremont Street as well as all of the anticipated growth jobs. 


The differential in lease and other office-related costs between Boston and the alternate site 
in Braintree are significant. The cost differential has been calculated at approximately $8.6 
million over the 15-year lease term, including the 5" floor option space. This cost includes 
the required cost of maintaining a disaster-recovery center servicing the D Street location 
in a leased facility in the suburb of Billerica. The property tax savings and associated state 
tax credits from the TIF will help to mitigate these higher costs and make location in 
Boston more feasible. A decision to move to the D Street property will mean an investment 
of approximately $32.0 million in improvements and technology to accommodate our 
existing and anticipated new employees. 


The investment will increase by approximately $5.7 million for a total of approximately 
$37.7 million if the Company takes the 5" floor option space of approximately 25,000 rsf. 
Additionally, if the Company takes the 6" floor Option Space of approximately 25,000 rsf, 
the investment is projected to increase by another $5.7 million, bringing the total 
investment to $43.4 million. The Company’s lease and investment commitment at this time 
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is for approximately 103,000 rsf on floors 3 and 4 with a build out cost of approximately 
$32.0 million. 


Alternative locations that have been considered, such as Dallas, have significantly less real 
estate and salary costs than either the Boston or Braintree locations.

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The duration of the TIF Plan and the TIF Zone is fourteen (14) years commencing

Ill. TIF ZONE AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


A. This project represents a major effort by the City to retain this financial services 
company in Boston. Alternative locations in the suburbs may have proven less 
expensive for JP Morgan Chase Bank, but the incentives package combined with the 
intrinsic value of being in Boston contributed to their decision to remain and expand 
in Boston. 


B. The economic benefits to the City will be the retention of 725 jobs and the creation of 
373 net new positions over the term of the TIF as well as in investment by JP Morgan 
Chase Bank of approximately $38 million towards the increased value of an 
underutilized property. 


C. The space in the building will be used for office operations, which is consistent with 
the zoning of the parcel.

This AGREEMENT is made this day of May, 2008 by and among the City 
of Boston, a municipal corporation duly organized under the laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, having a principal place of business at City Hall, One City Hall Plaza, 
Boston, Massachusetts 02201 (hereinafter referred to as the “City’”’), JP Morgan Chase 
Bank, NA, a Massachusetts a foreign corporation organized under the laws of [STATE], 
having a place of business at [ADDRESS], [CITY], Massachusetts [ZIP] (hereinafter 
referred to as “JPMorgan’”) and RP Beal One Owner LLC, a Delaware limited liability 
company, having a place of business at 155 Federal Street, Suite 700, Boston, 
Massachusetts 02110 (hereinafter referred to as “Owner”), its successors and assigns. 


WITNESSETH 


WHEREAS, the City of Boston (the “City”) has been designated by the 
Massachusetts Economic Assistance Coordinating Council (““EACC”) as an Economic Target 
Area (“ETA”); and 


WHEREAS, the Owner is the owner of property located at 451 D Street, South 
Boston, that is within the boundaries of the Crosstown/South Boston Economic Opportunity 
Area (EOA), which has been designated as such by the EACC; and 


WHEREAS, the Owner will enter into a rental lease agreement with JPMorgan to 
lease approximately 153,000 square feet (103,000 square feet to be leased by Fiscal Year 
2009 and 50,000 square feet to be leased upon the exercise of two lease options each for 
approximately 25,000 square feet) of office and related space on four floors (the “Lease”) 
within a portion of the property located at 451 D Street for X years and JPMorgan as the 
tenant will seek certain real estate tax incentives from the City and investment tax credits 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts under the Massachusetts Economic Development 
Incentive Program; and 


WHEREAS, the space under the Lease, that being 103,000 square feet, and an 
additional 50,000 square feet of leased space, by JP Morgan making up a portion of the 
property located at 451 D Street, shall constitute the “Site” for purposes of this Agreement; 
and 


WHEREAS, the relocation of JPMorgan under the Lease with the Owner, the 
redevelopment of the Site by an investment of $38 million in new infrastructure and 
technology at the Site by JPMorgan, and the retention of approximately 725 jobs within the 
City and the creation of approximately 373 new jobs within the City, all by JP Morgan, shall 
collectively be known as the “Project;” and 
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WHEREAS, JPMorgan and the Owner are seeking Certified Project status from the 
EACC for the Site and Project and a Tax Increment Financing Exemption from the City for 
all development at the Site in accordance with the Massachusetts Economic Development 
Incentive Program and Chapter 23A of the Massachusetts General Laws; and 


WHEREAS, a description of the property is attached as Exhibit A hereto, and a 
description of the Site to be the subject of the Tax Increment Financing Exemption is 
attached hereto as Exhibit B; and 


WHEREAS the property is within the parcel of land identified as City of Boston 
Assessing Department Ward 06, Parcel 02825/000 and the City Commissioner of Assessing 
will create a sub-parcel identification number for the Site; and 


WHEREAS, the assessed valuation of the property for fiscal year 2008 is 
$45,013,000 and the Site constitutes 22.64% (103,000 square feet of 457,543 total square feet 
in the property) of the assessed property; Fiscal Year 2008 shall be the base year for purposes 
of calculating the Exemption, defined below, subject to JPMorgan exercising its options for 
additional leased space, whereby at such time(s) the base will be adjusted by the new 
percentage of the assessed property multiplied by the Fiscal Year 2008 assessment as 
adjusted by the inflation factor pursuant to the Code of Massachusetts Regulations; and 


WHEREAS, the City supports increased economic development to provide additional 
jobs for residents of the ETA, to expand commercial and industrial activity within the City, 
and develop a healthy economy and stronger tax base; and 


WHEREAS, the Project will further the economic development goals and criteria 
established for the ETA and the EOA; and 


WHEREAS, by vote of the City Council on May , 2008 (“the City Council 
vote”), the City was authorized to enter into a Tax Increment Financing Agreement for the 
Site in the form hereof; 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises of the parties 
contained herein and other good and valuable consideration each to the other paid, receipt of 
which is hereby acknowledged, the parties hereby agree as follows: 


1 Pursuant to the authority of the City Council vote, the City hereby enters into 
a Tax Increment Financing Agreement (this “Agreement’”) with JPMorgan and the Owner for 
the Site. The land that is the subject of the Agreement shall be the Site, that being 103,000 
square feet, and an additional 50,000 square feet of leased space (when leased and occupied) 
by JPMorgan making up a portion of the property located at 451 D Street. 


the A Tax Increment Financing Exemption (the ‘“Exemption’”) is hereby granted 
to the Owner, to accrue exclusively to JPMorgan, by the City in accordance with 
Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 23A, Section 3E; Chapter 40, Section 59; and Chapter 
59, Section 5, clause 51. The Exemption shall be for a period of fourteen years (the 
“Exemption Period”), commencing on July 1, 2008 and ending on June 30, 2022. The 
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Exemption shall apply to the incremental value, as defined in paragraph 3, only. The 
Exemption shall be calculated as follows:

In addition to the Exemption, all personal property situated on the Site shall be exempt 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 59, section 5, clause fifty-first. 


sh The Tax Increment Financing Exemption formula for the Project will be 
calculated as prescribed by the Massachusetts General Laws, Acts of 1993 and in 751 
CMR 11.00 and 402 CMR 2.00 and regulated by the Department of Revenue. The Tax 
Increment Financing Exemption formula shall apply to a portion of the incremental 
difference in the assessed valuation of the property (for the Site) benefited by the 
Exemption between the base valuation (for the Site) in the base year, which shall be fiscal 
year 2008 and that portion of the assessed valuation of the property (the Site) for the next 
14 years. 


4. Under the Lease, JPMorgan may exercise two options to lease an additional 
25,000 square feet under each option. The City approves the additional 50,000 square feet of 
leased space as part of the Site, but such approval shall not become effective until JPMorgan 
exercises such option(s) and occupies the additional leased space. 


=} The base valuation shall be 22.64% percent of the assessed value of the 
property in the fiscal year immediately prior to the fiscal year in which the property becomes 
eligible for the Tax Increment Exemption, which shall be fiscal year 2008. Upon the exercise 
of additional lease options by JPMorgan and occupancy of such additional space, each for an 
additional approximately 25,000 square feet, the percentage of assessed value shall increase 
based upon the additional space added to the Site. The base will be adjusted by the new 
percentage of the assessed property multiplied by the Fiscal Year 2008 assessment as 
adjusted by the inflation factor pursuant to the Code of Massachusetts Regulations. The 
adjustment to the percentage of assessed value of the property and base valuation shall occur 
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in the next fiscal year so long as the option is exercised and the leased space is occupied by 
July 1* for such fiscal year. 


6. The base valuation shall be adjusted annually by an adjustment factor that 
reflects increased commercial and industrial property values within the community, as 
defined in the above referenced sections of the Code of Massachusetts Regulations. The 
increased value or “increment” created by the improvements to the Site will be the amount 
eligible for exemption from taxation. The value of the improvements for the Site shall be 
included in the increased value or the “increment” and shall be eligible for exemption from 
taxation in the remaining years of the Exemption Period. 


“e The Tax Increment Financing Exemption granted to the Owner and benefiting 
JPMorgan by the City hereby is in consideration of the following commitments: 


a. JPMorgan’s commitment to retain 725 jobs at the Site and create 373 
new jobs over the next five years (343 permanent full time and 30 temporary full time 
employees) after the commencement of the Exemption Period as outlined in the Certified 
Project Application dated May __, 2008 and filed with the EACC, making efforts to hire 
residents of the ETA and the City of Boston as outlined in the WORK FORCE ANALYSIS 
AND JOB CREATION PLANS section of the Certified Project Application, by JPMorgan in 
connection with JPMorgan’s request for a Tax Increment Financing Exemption; 


b. JPMorgan’s commitment to invest $38 million in infrastructure and 
new technology improvements in the Site during the term of this Agreement; and 


ef The Owner and JP Morgan’s commitment to enter into a Lease for the 
Site whereby the real estate taxes for the leased space are net out and all of the real estate tax 
benefits described in this Agreement are passed by the Owner to JPMorgan and to no other 
tenant or the Owner and such real estate tax benefits are used to reduce the real estate tax 
liability of JPMorgan under the Lease. 


8. JPMorgan shall submit annual reports on job creation, job retention, and new 
investments at the Site to the City and Boston Redevelopment Authority by August 31 of 
each year df the Certified Project designation. The annual report shall include the number of 
permanent full-time jobs created and the number of people hired from within the ETA 
annually and on a cumulative basis and the value of capital investments made by the 
JPMorgan with respect to the Site annually and on a cumulative basis. 


2 If JPMorgan fails to meet the job creation and investment commitments 
specified in paragraph 7 above, the City, acting through its Mayor, upon City Council 
approval, may take action to request decertification of the Project and Site by the 
Massachusetts Economic Assistance Coordination Council. Upon decertification, the City 
shall discontinue the Tax Increment Financing Exemption benefits provided to as set forth 
herein, commencing with the first fiscal year in which JPMorgan fails to meet such 
commitments. If JPMorgan accelerates its planned hiring or investments, thereby meeting its

I return herewith undersigned and disapproved, docket 
number 0298, An Act Relative to Assault Weapons in the 
City of Boston. The order was passed by your Honorable 
Body on March 5, 2008. I return the order for inaccura- 
cies and overly broad categorizing. 

Specifically, the requested amendment, section 2(k) is 
seeking to ban the “Herstal five-seven pistol and all other 
high velocity, armor-piercing, semi-automatic handgun 
or pistol.” This section is flawed in that the terms “high 
velocity” and “armor-piercing” are functions of ammu- 
nition, not of the firearm itself Therefore, to designate a 
weapon with these characteristics is erroneous. I agree 
that action must be taken with regard to armor-piercing 
ammunition, and have put forth legislation in my 2007- 
2008 package to ban this ammunition from being sold or 
possessed in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Sections 2(1) and 2(m) are seeking to ban any .50 cali- 
ber semi-automatic handgun, pistol or rifle. These sections 
are overly inclusive, and should be further researched pri- 
or to their inclusion into the Assault Weapon Ban. There 
are at least eight different .50 caliber cartridges currently 
being manufactured for handguns and rifles, and numer- 
ous gun models accepting these cartridges. I concur with 
your intent to ban weapons which may be used in criminal 
activity; however, this vague designation could serve to 
ban lawfully owned handguns used for sporting purposes 
or personal protection. 

My Administration has always placed a high priority 
on public safety. This commitment has led to creative 
partnerships and coalition building to address the increase 
in gun violence across the United States, In April of 2006, 
I reached out to Mayor Michael Bloomberg of New York 
City to work together to create a national response to this 
very important issue. We formed Mayors Against Illegal 
Guns in 2006, along with 13 other Mayors .. The May- 
ors signed a statement of principles and pledged to work 
together. We launched a campaign to take illegal guns 
off the street and stop gun violence. The Coalition now 
has over 300 Mayors, and Congress has responded and 
launched a bi-partisan Congressional Task Force on II- 
legal Guns. 

I hope the City Council will join me in this effort to 
make our communities safer. I look forward to working 
with you to correct this legislation, and move it forward.

RE: ACT RELATIVE TO RENTING OF CERTAIN 
PETS IN CITY (DOCKET NO. 0611)

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, Many individuals enjoy the love and 
companionship that a pet brings into our homes and com- 
munity. The state has regulated the sale and treatment of 
animals to avoid abuse and ensure that these lives are re- 
spected and cared for; and 

WHEREAS, State law already bans certain acts, such 
as giving away live animals as a prize or subjecting ani- 
mals to cruel acts, under the chapters entitled “Crimes 
Against Chastity, Morality, Decency and Good Order”; 
and 

WHEREAS, Although state law regulates the sale of 
animals and use of animals for specific purposes, it is 
not equipped to deal with a new emerging industry that 
threatens our beloved pets; and 

WHEREAS, Plans are underway to open a business in 
Boston this summer that would rent certain animals, such 
as dogs. An individual member could rent a pet by the 
hour or the day. This would be an entirely new business 
model and would not fall under the scope of regulations 
concerning pet shops because the animal would never be 
sold; and 

WHEREAS, The process of renting animals will in- 
crease the potential for animal abuse, animal homeless- 
ness, and will make enforcement of existing municipal 
and state laws governing pet ownership nearly impossible. 
This ambiguous form of ownership or temporary keeper- 
ship can only lead to legal and moral hazards; and 

WHEREAS, In addition to harming the animals, 
the practice of renting pets compromise public safety by 
creating instability and uncertainty, which prominent 
animal behaviorists have cautioned will lead to stress 
and behavioral issues in pets, often resulting in aggres- 
sive and vicious conduct upon the renter and/or public. 
M.G.L. chapter 140, section 155 imposes strict liability 
upon the owner or keeper of a dog that causes bodily harm 
or property damage. Pet rental arrangements raise serious 
liability coverage questions; and 

WHEREAS, It is incumbent upon our community, 
which will be affected by this new unregulated business, 
to protect these animals from potential abuse and instabil- 
ity; as well as shield our community from vague liability 
coverage, cruel and unethical pitfalls, and physical dan- 
gers associated with possessing an animal on a non-com- 
mittal basis. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 

PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE RENTING OF CERTAIN 
PETS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Definitions. 

As used in this Act, the following words shall, unless 
the context clearly requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 


Keepership means harboring an animal with an as- 
sumption of custody, management, and control of the 
animal. 


Pet business means anyone engaged a business li- 
censed under chapter 129 of the general laws. Pet shelter 
means a public animal control facility, or any other facil- 
ity which is operated by any organization or individual for 
the purpose of protecting animals from cruelty, neglect, 
or abuse. 


Police dog means any dog owned by police depart- 
ments or police agencies of the commonwealth or any of 
its political subdivisions when such dogs are under the 
direct supervision, care and control of a police officer. 


Leasing means offering, or entering into, an agreement 
by which a rightful possessor of a dog or a cat conveys the 
temporary right of keepership of a dog or cat in exchange 
for a fee. 


Leasing does not include the following: temporary 
conveyance of police dogs or service animals; temporary 
conveyance of a dog or a cat to a research institution li- 
censed under section 174D of chapter 140 of the general 
laws for medical or scientific purposes; temporary con- 
veyance of a dog or cat to a veterinarian or entity licensed 
under section 55 of chapter 112 of the general law for 
medical purposes; temporary conveyance of a dog or a cat 
to a kennel licensed under section 137 A of chapter 140 of 
the general laws for the purposes of breeding, boarding, 
sale, training, or hunting; conveyance of a dog or cat by 
a pet business, as defined in section 1, with the intent to 
permanently transfer title of the dog or cat at the time of 
conveyance; or temporary conveyance of a dog or a cat 
by a pet shelter for the purposes of animal foster care or 
adoptions services only. 


Service animal means any guide dog, signal dog, or 
other animal individually trained to do work or perform 
tasks for the benefit of an individual with a disability, in- 
cluding, but not limited to, guiding individuals with im- 
paired vision, alerting individuals with impaired hearing 
to intruders or sounds, providing minimal protection or 
rescue work, pulling a wheelchair, or fetching dropped 
items pursuant to 28 C.ER. § 36.104. 


Section 2. Prohibition. 

Notwithstanding any general or special law to the con- 
trary, no person shall engage in the business of leasing 
dogs or cats in the City of Boston. 


Section 3. Enforcement. 

The Boston Police Department, in conjunction with the 
Animal Control Unit, shall have authority to enforce all 
violations of this Act. 


Section 4. Fines and Penalties. 

Any violation of this section shall be punishable by a 
fine of not less than five hundred dollars and not more 
than one thousand dollars. Each dog or cat offered for 
lease or rent in violation of this Act shall constitute a vio- 
lation. Any dog or cat held in violation of this Act shall 
be seized or impounded by an organization or authorized 
agent thereof that is authorized to seize or impound an 
animal pursuant to the general laws. Any such seizure or 
impoundment shall be governed by the general laws regu- 
lating the seizure of animals, including but not limited to 
section 104 of chapter 272 of the general laws. 

Section 5. Jurisdiction. 
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Any person aggrieved by the requirements of this Act 
may seek relief in any court of competent jurisdiction as 
provided by the laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 6. Severability. 

If any provision of this Act or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this Act and the 
applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 
stances shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 7. Effective Date. 

The provisions of this Act shall be effective immedi- 
ately upon passage.

OF KPMG AUDIT AND SUBSEQUENT AC- 
TIONS TAKEN BY MANAGEMENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS DEPARTMENT (DOCKET NO. 0612) 


Councilor Yoon offered the following: 

WHEREAS: In February 2007, the City of Boston 
Finance Commission conducted an investigation which 
found irregularities in time reporting and raised concerns 
about district work assignments in the Highway Division 
of the Public Works Department (PWD). In response to 
the Finance Commission report, the City’s Labor Rela- 
tions Department performed an internal investigation and 
made several recommendations; and 

WHEREAS: In September 2007, at the request of the 
City Auditor’s office, KPMG completed a review with 
several purposes; 1) to determine if the Labor Relations 
Department’s recommendations had been implemented 
by PWD; 2) to review time recording at district level 
and how that information is entered into Payroll system 
at PWD; and 3) to review of how work assignments are 
made, monitored and reported; and 

WHEREAS: The KPMG review found that time keep- 
ing and attendance recording remain a manual, paper 
intensive process completed by individual supervisors, 
subject to errors and with minimal review and oversight 
from upper management; and 

WHEREAS: Headquarters does not have effective 
controls or reviews and recommends that management 
must improve its oversight of the current process; and 

WHEREAS: PWD does not have any system in place 
to monitor the completeness or effectiveness of litter bas- 
ket maintenance or Hokey routes (manual street sweep- 
ers); and 

WHEREAS: There is no set citywide or district sched- 
ule for patching, rather it is a subjective process with no 
records kept of assignments or completion. The report 
concludes that there is no method to ensure assignments 
are completed and therefore it cannot be determined if 
potholes are actually patched in a timely fashion; and 

WHEREAS: It is important that the City Council as 
the appropriating authority of the City of Boston provide 
oversight as to the effectiveness of city services; There- 
fore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to review the findings 
of the KPMG audit and subsequent actions taken by man- 
agement of the PWD. Representatives from KPMG, the 
Boston Finance Commission, the Public Works Depart- 
ment, Labor Relations Department and Audit Department 
all be invited to attend such hearing.

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, The entire country is facing a national 
housing emergency as a result of irresponsible lending 
practices, leaving many families out in the cold; and 

WHEREAS, The foreclosure epidemic has already 
dramatically affected Boston families and will only con- 
tinue to have a negative consequence on decreased home 
values, reduced tax revenues, disinvestment, and quality 
oflife.; and 

WHEREAS, In 1991 Massachusetts faced a second 
mortgage foreclosure crisis. In response to the growing 
foreclosure rates, the Commonwealth approved an act 
relative to foreclosures on certain residential property. In 
part, Chapter 235 of the Acts of 1991 imposed morato- 
rium period on certain residential, second mortgage fore- 
closures. The current foreclosure crisis is equal to if not 
greater than the second mortgage foreclosure crisis of the 
1 990s; and 

WHEREAS, In 2007 the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts passed various laws increasing mortgage indus- 
try accountability. Chapter 206 of the Acts of 2007 in- 
creases lender licensing requirements, gives homeowners 
a ninety day right to cure mortgage defaults, and limits 
subprime loans to first-time homebuyers. These initiatives 
are admirable; however, they are insufficient to deal with 
the crisis; and 

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth’s Attorney General 
continues to use existing legal measures to halt foreclo- 
sures involving presumptively unfair mortgages and has 
successfully obtained preliminary injunctions against one 
subprime lender and brought criminal charges against 
several brokers, but that office cannot protect every hom- 
eowner against unjust foreclosure; and 

WHEREAS, According to the Federal Reserve Bank, 
14,497 foreclosure petitions were filed in Massachusetts 
during the period form January 1, 2007 to August 15,2007, 
which could lead to the displacement of over 2,900 house- 
holds in Suffolk County. The actual number of individuals 
is likely to be much higher given that 46% of the petitions 
in Suffolk County involve multi-unit properties; and 

WHEREAS, In response to this national emergency, 
many other states are debating imposing foreclosure mor- 
atoriums. In the State of New York, there is a bill pend- 
ing before the Legislature that would impose a year-long 
moratorium on foreclosure proceedings. Maryland law- 
makers extended the foreclosure period from 15 to 150 
days, which included a prohibition on prepayment penal- 
ties and foreclosure rescue scams; 


WHEREAS, The deferred operation of this act would 
tend to defeat its purpose, which is forthwith to protect 
citizens of the City of Boston affected by the mortgage 
foreclosure crisis, therefore it is hereby declared to be an 
emergency law, necessary for the immediate preservation 
of the public convenience; NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


A TEMPORARY MORATORIUM ON 
FORECLOSURES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or spe- 
cial law to the contrary, no foreclosure sale pursuant to a 
power of sale in any mortgage deed of real estate located 
in the City of Boston, having a dwelling house with ac- 
commodations for four or less separate households and 
occupied in whole or in part by an obligor on the mortgage 
debt, shall be conducted in the City of Boston for a period 
of one hundred and eighty days after the effective date of

penalties or pre-payment penalties that extend beyond the 
introductory period; (e) interest only loans; or (f) high 
points, fees or interest in violation of the predatory Home 
Loan Practices Act, M.G.L. chapter 183C, section 2.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has taken a strong 
stance in combating the mortgage foreclosure crisis and 
in this year alone the City has presented three laws aimed 
at combating the negative effects of the emergency; and 

WHEREAS, The state legislature has enacted laws 
aimed at preventing future predatory mortgage schemes 
and Congress is considering several initiatives, but none 
of these initiatives address the issue that there is no judi- 
cial review of all mortgage foreclosures; and 

WHEREAS, The need for judicial involvement in re- 
viewing the merits of a foreclosure is clear. 

Even the Secretary of the Commonwealth, William F. 
Galvin, supported the idea of judicial review of foreclo- 
sures at a State Senate Judiciary Committee earlier this 
month. 

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth’s Attorney General 
initiated suits against mortgage companies for violations 
of the Home Loan Practices Act, M.G.L. chapter 183C, 
section 2 and individual brokers for forgery, making false 
statements, and larceny of credit by false pretenses. De- 
spite these efforts, the Attorney General does not have 
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the time or resources to prosecute all lending violations. 
Mandatory judicial review of residential foreclosures 
would subject each loan to these standards; and 

WHEREAS, The wide-scale issuance of presumptively 
unfair loans and ever-increasing rate of foreclosures in the 
City mandates that our foreclosure system be amended to 
keep up with the crisis; and 

WHEREAS, Many other states require judicial fore- 
closure, such as Connecticut, Delaware, and Maine. 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause I of Section 8 of 
Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only:

WHEREAS: Such exemptions, in addition to exemp- 
tions realized by city, state and federally owned property, 
now apply to over 50 percent of the City’s taxable land; 
and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston relies so heavily on 
the collection of property taxes as a means of funding es- 
sential city services, such as the police and fire depart- 
ments and the City’s schools; and 

WHEREAS: The burden of lost tax revenue falls only 
on the city in which the institutions’ properties are locat- 
ed, but the services offered by such institutions are used 
by people not only throughout the commonwealth but 
throughout the world, as well; and 

WHEREAS: Though the institutions’ properties are 
not subject to taxation, the income of the institutions nu- 
merous employees is; and 

WHEREAS: Like the employees of all other business- 
es operating within the Commonwealth, the employees of 
these institutions currently pay a number of taxes on the 


income derived from their jobs, taxes such as the state and 
federal income tax; and 

WHEREAS: Apportioning a fraction of the revenue 
realized from the Commonwealth’s taxation of said em- 
ployee’s salaries to the Commonwealth’s cities or towns 
in which said employees work would help to offset the 
burden of lost tax revenue born by said cities and towns; 
Therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a public hearing to discuss the 
possibility of conducting a study on the feasibility of as- 
signing a portion of the revenue generated by the taxation 
of the income of the employees of the Commonwealth’s 
various non-profit institutions to the municipalities in 
which they normally work and that the appropriate city 
officials, non-profit representatives, and members of the 
public be invited to testify.

Whereas, approximately twenty five years after initia- 
tion of the BRJP, Boston workers, workers of color, and 
women do not get the share of the hours required by the 
policy; And 

Whereas, Boston City Councilors are continually asked 
to support developments projects at the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, at the BRA, and in whatever venue the develop- 
ers believe the Councilors can be of influence; And 

Whereas, it is only reasonable that the Boston City 
Council expect that the residents of our districts are able 
to get a fair share of the jobs on projects in our neigh- 
borhoods, particularly in view of the scarcity of blue col- 
lar jobs in the City and in view of the employment crisis 
faced by Boston residents, particularly those in their teens 
and twenties; And 

Whereas, one of the more effective strategies to in- 
crease the number of local workers, workers of color, and 
females on Boston construction projects has been the hir- 
ing of firms that employ significant numbers of workers 
who fit those categories; And 

Whereas, the adoption by the local construction indus- 
try of a policy requiring a certain percentage of the sub- 
contracts go to firms owned by residents of Boston would 
strengthen not only Boston’s construction ~ompanies but 
also result in significantly more Boston workers on Bos- 
ton projects. 

Therefore Be It, 

Resolved, that Boston City Council request that the 
union based Association of General Contractors (AGC) 
and the nonunion based Association of Building Contrac- 
tors (ABC) enter into an agreement with the Boston City 
Council that a minimum of 20% of the subcontracts on 
projects performed by its subcontractors on projects in 
Boston go to firms owned by residents of Boston and that 
in order to assure diversity a minimum of the 10% of the 
20% set aside go to firms owned by Boston residents of 
color and a minimum of 5% to firms owned by women 
who are Boston residents.

Order Regarding 
Northeastern University’s Theft Of Money From Boston 
Families Through It’s Lack of Compliance With The 
Boston Residency Jobs Program 


Whereas, the employment situation in Boston is at a 
crisis level, particularly among young people; And 

Whereas, the American Community Survey, conducted 
by the Census Department in Boston last year, indicated 
that there are between 11,000 and 12,000 young people 
between the ages of 16 and 24 who are out of school and 
unemployed; And 

Whereas, the economic conditions in Boston are forc- 
ing adults to take entry level retail positions that used to 
provide high school graduates with beginner job oppor- 
tunities; And 

Whereas, the downturn in manufacturing in the region, 
leaves the construction industry to provide the best blue 
collar job opportunities in the area; And 

Whereas, many of the projects that display the most 
flagrant non compliances with the policy are those devel- 
oped by universities and hospitals that do not pay their 
fair share of taxes to the City of Boston; And 

Whereas, in 1979 Mayor White incorporated into an 
executive order a community based initiative to require 
contractors to make good faith efforts trade by trade to 
provide 50% of the hours to Boston workers, 25% of 
the hours to workers of color, and 10% of the hours to 
women; And 

Whereas, the trade unions and contractors’ legal chal- 
lenge to the Policy was rejected by the Supreme Court in 
1983; And 

Whereas, the Residency Jobs Program was incorpo- 
rated into City policy in 1984; And 

Whereas, at a recent hearing regarding compliance 
with the Boston Residency Jobs Program on projects 
monitored by the BRA, it was reported that only four of 
almost forty trades who worked on such sites during fiscal 
year 2007 had more than 20 % of its hours provided by 
Boston workers; And 

Whereas, Northeastern University is now building a 
21-story dormitory in Roxbury where the percentages of 
Boston workers on a trade by trade basis are significantly 
out of compliance with the City’s policy; And 

Whereas, once the dormitory is. finished, they plan to 
build a hotel and fulfill their commitment to build enough 
dormitories to house at least 50% of their students; And 

Whereas, if Northeastern University is allowed to con- 
tinue to ignore their compliance responsibilities while 
constructing buildings in Boston, Boston families will 
lose millions of dollars because of the lack of compliance 
with the Boston Residency Jobs Program. 

Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite representa- 
tives of Northeastern University; the general contractor 
on the Northeastern dormitory project, the subcontractors 
on the dormitory project who have been non compliant 
with the residency policy, as well as those who are now 
out of compliance; the unions of those trade that were and 
now are out of compliance; the director of the BRA; and 
the chair of the BRA board to discuss not only how to 
bring the dormitory project into compliance but also how 
to assure that there will be compliance on future develop- 
ments of Northeastern.

I transmit herewith for your approval an amendment to 
Ordinance § 4-4 that provides for the promotion of eco- 
nomic development of minority and women business en- 
terprises in the City of Boston. Promoting diversity in this 
City is a priority and the amendment to Ordinance § 4-4 

will further this commitment. 

Ordinance § 4-4 “Promoting Minority and Women 
Owned Business Enterprises in the City of Boston,” as 
previously enacted, could no longer be implemented due 
to United States Supreme Court jurisprudence. Without 
a specific finding of disparity in the receipt of City con- 
tracts, the Ordinance could not survive judicial scrutiny. 

Accordingly, the City of Boston conducted its own 
disparity study prepared by Mason Tillman Associates, 
LTD in January 2003. This report found minority and 
women owned businesses have not been able to equi- 
tably participate in the receipt of City contracts under 
$25,000.00 within the areas of architectural and engineer- 
ing professional services. The amendment to Ordinance 
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§ 4-4 ameliorates the continuing negative impact of the 
said underutilization and underrepresentation of minority 
and women owned businesses in City contracts for these 
professional services while simultaneously increasing the 
applicant pool. 

Nondiscrimination alone in the awarding of City con- 
tracts is not sufficient to maximize economic opportunity 
for all residents of Boston and every segment of the busi- 
ness community. The need exists for purposeful steps to 
be taken to ensure that both minority and women owned 
businesses are utilized by the City to a more substantial 
and equitable extent. Therefore, this 

Ordinance will address this need. 

I urge your Honorable Body to pass the Ordinance 
to Establish the City of Boston Minority and Women 
Business Enterprise Initiative at the earliest possible 
date.

AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH THE CITY OF 
BOSTON MINORITY AND WOMEN BUSINESS 
ENTERPRISE INITIATIVE 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter IV, 4.4 is 
hereby amended by deleting the current text in its entirety 
and inserting the following: 


4-4.1 Findings. 

Whereas, in keeping with the City of Boston’s (the 
“City”) economic 

development philosophy to maximize economic op- 
portunity for all citizens of Boston and every segment 
of the business community, it is the policy of the City to 
encourage, assist and provide equal opportunity for mi- 
nority and women owned businesses to participate in the 
receipt of City contracts; and Whereas, the City supports 
every reasonable measure to avoid becoming a passive 
participant in any private sector discrimination practiced 
against minority and women owned business enterprises 
within the City of Boston’s marketplace; and Whereas, 
nondiscrimination alone in the awarding of City contracts 
is not sufficient to maximize economic opportunity for 
all residents of Boston and every segment of the busi- 
ness community, the need exists for purposeful steps to 
be taken to ensure that both minority and women owned 
businesses are utilized by the City to a more substantial 
and equitable extent; and Whereas, City Ordinance § 4-4 
“Promoting Minority and Women Owned Business En- 
terprises in the City of Boston,” as enacted, could no lon- 
ger be implemented due to United States Supreme Court 
jurisprudence; now therefore the City declares and finds 
that it is necessary to ameliorate the continuing negative 
impact of said underutilization and under-representation 
of minority and women owned businesses in City con- 
tracts. 

4-4.2 Definitions. 

a. Minority Business Enterprise (“MBE”) shall mean a 
business certified by the Small and Local Business Enter- 
prise (“SLBE”) Office as a bona fide minority business. 

b. Women Business Enterprise (“WBE”) shall mean 
a business certified by the SLBE Office as a bona fide 
women business. 

c. MWBE shall mean Minority and Women Business 
Enterprise. 

d. City of Boston Departments shall mean those City of 
Boston Departments, Authorities, Agencies, and any De- 
partment or Agency acting on behalf of another (“Award- 
ing Authorities”) under the supervision of the Mayor or 
persons appointed by him. 

e. Director shall mean the Director of the SLBE who, 
for the purposes of overseeing the implementation of this 
Ordinance, shall report directly to the Mayor or his speci- 
fied designee concerning internal compliance with the 
Ordinance by the leadership and general ranks of City of 
Boston Departments. 

f. The initiative outlined in this Ordinance shall be 


referred to as The City of Boston Minority and Women 
Business Enterprise Initiative (the “MWBE Initiative’’) 
and shall commence upon execution of the Ordinance. 


4-4.3 Affirmative Marketing Policy. 

a. The SLBE Office shall seek to identify those mi- 
nority and women businesses that may benefit from this 
Ordinance, reach them with information and education 
regarding City contracting needs and policies, and en- 
courage those businesses to participate in City contracts 
for goods and services. 

b. To the extent not otherwise provided by statute and 
subject to G.L. c. 7 §§ 38A 1/2 - 380 (Design Services), 
whenever any Department of the City announces con- 
tracting opportunities for professional services (architec- 
ture and engineering) for an amount less than $25,000.00, 
the City shall seek proposals from at least one MBE or 
WBE firm whose professional services (architecture and 
engineering) qualify as such under the City’s 2003 Dis- 
parity Study. 


4-4.4 Policy Implementation. 

a. The SLBE Office shall have primary oversight au- 
thority of the MWBE Initiative. 

b. The SLBE Office shall have primary responsibility 
for implementation of MWBE outreach efforts. In order 
to fulfill this responsibility, the SLBE Office shall be re- 
sponsible for providing the resources to each Department 
to achieve maximum MWBE participation in Department 
contracts. 

c. The SLBE Office shall be responsible for educat- 
ing City Departments regarding the requirements of this 
Ordinance and shall guide Departments in their efforts to 
document and report MWBE participation. 

d. The SLBE Office shall be responsible for moni- 
toring the effectiveness of Departmental efforts and the 
participation ofMBE/WBEs in City of Boston contracts 
for goods or services. The SLBE Office shall maintain 
records required or reasonably necessary to monitor such 
participation. 

e. The SLBE Office shall develop and maintain a direc- 
tory of certified MBEs and WBEs to be published on the 
SLBE Office’s website. The directory shall be updated on 
a bi-monthly basis. 


4-4.5 Compliance and Enforcement. 
a. The SLBE Office shall be responsible for monitoring 
and enforcing this Ordinance. 


4-4.6 Data Collection. 

a. The SLBE Office shall collect and the City’s Depart- 
ments shall provide data from all parties affected by this 
Ordinance. This data shall include but not be limited to 
the following: 

i. Business name, address, telephone number, and 
name/title ofthe 

vendor; 

ii. The MWBE status of vendor; 

iii. Any unique identification code or number for the 
vendor; 

iv. A brief description of services to be performed by 
the vendor; 

v. Date and dollar amount of contract award; 

vi. Funding source of contract; and 

vii. Start and end dates of the contract. 

b. The data shall be submitted in conformity with the 
schedule and reporting format developed by SLBE. 

c. Data shall be collected for informational purposes 
and shall not be used in a discriminatory manner. 


4-4.7 Waiver. 

If a City Department determines that circumstances 
exist which prevent it from complying with this Ordi- 
nance, then such Department may request from the SLBE 
Office an exemption from compliance with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


4-4.8 Conformity with Existing State and Federal 
Law. 
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The City of Boston MWBE Initiative shall be imple- 
mented in conformity with any and all state and federal 
law, including but not limited to the statutory standards 
set forth in the Massachusetts Construction Reform Law, 
Chapter 193 of the Acts of 2004, and the revisions it made 
to M.G.L. c. 23A, §44 and M.G.L. c. 7, § 40N. 

4-4.9 Severability. 

The provisions of this Ordinance are severable, and if 
any provision, or portion thereof, should be held to be 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, such unconstitutionality or invalidity 
will not affect the remaining provisions, which will re- 
main in full force and effect. 


4-4.10 Effective Date. 

This section shall take effect upon passage.

To the City Council. 
Dear Councillors: 

I transmit herewith for your approval an Ordinance 
amending Chapter 16-38 of the City of Boston Code - 
Ordinances, regarding the placement and maintenance of 
newsracks in the City of Boston. 

This Ordinance amends Chapter 16-38 by repealing it 
in its entirety and replacing it with new provisions that 
require the owners of newsracks to provide detailed in- 
formation, each year, about the specific location of each 
newsrack they place in the City sidewalks and further 
restricts the locations of such newsracks. The new provi- 
sions also place enforcement squarely under the Public 
Works Department. 

The new provisions will significantly improve the 
City’s ability to ensure that the placement of newsracks 
is done in compliance with the Ordinance. Knowing pre- 
cisely where each newsrack is located and limiting such 
locations will allow the City to ensure that newsracks are 
not placed in such a way as to impede pedestrian flow and 
safety and guarantee that the newsracks will not effect ac- 
cessibility for those with disabilities. 

Further, by regulating precise locations, the City will 
be able to make certain that newsracks do not interfere 
with street cleaning or otherwise contribute to the soiling 
of the city streets and sidewalks and do not interfere with 
other necessary infrastructure in the sidewalks, including 
fire hydrants, street lights, trash receptacles, traffic signal 
equipment, bike racks, and mail boxes. 

Moreover, by placing the enforcement of this under the 
control of the Public Works Department, the City is able 
to reduce unnecessary administrative delay and confusion 
in the enforcement, and allow for the safe, accessible and 
unobstructed flow of pedestrian travel. 

This content-neutral regulation does not impede any 
person or entity’s right to free speech protected under the 
First Amendment. I urge your Honorable Body adopt this 
Ordinance at the earliest possible date.

AMENDING CHAPTER 16-38 OF THE CITY 
OF BOSTON CODE ORDINANCES, REGULATING 
PLACEMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF 
NEWSRACKS 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter 16-38 is 
hereby amended by striking the section in its entirety and 


inserting in place thereof the following: 


16-38.1 Definitions 

When used in this section the following terms shall 
have the following meanings: 

Certificate holder shall mean the holder of a Certificate 
of Compliance issued by the Commissioner in accordance 
with the provisions of this section. 


Certificate of Compliance shall mean the certificate is- 
sued by the Commissioner on a yearly basis to the certifi- 
cate holder upon successful completion of the application 
process each year. 


Commissioner shall mean the Commissioner of Public 
Works of the City of Boston, or such person as said Com- 
missioner may delegate. 


Corral shall mean a structure which allows for the ap- 
propriate placement of newsracks within designated high 
traffic areas. 


Newsrack shall mean any type of unmanned device for 
the vending or free distribution of newspapers, periodi- 
cals or printed material of whatever nature. 


Newsrack sticker shall mean a sequentially numbered 
sticker issued by the Commissioner for placement on in- 
dividual news racks in accordance with the provisions of 
this section. 


Operator shall mean any natural person or other legal 
entity including, but not limited to, corporations, partner- 
ships, joint ventures and the like who either own, operate 
or are otherwise in control of a newsrack. 


Public way shall mean any public highway, private way 
laid out under authority of statute, way dedicated to public 
use, or way under control of the park commissioner or 
other body having like power. 


16-38.2 Certificate of Compliance 

a. Requirement. No person shall affix, erect, construct 
or maintain a news rack in or on any part of a public way 
without first obtaining a yearly Certificate of Compliance 
from the Commissioner in accordance with the provisions 
of this section. 


b. Limit. Each Certificate of Compliance will allow for 
three hundred (300) newracks to be placed on any part 
of a public way. Each operator may apply for up to three 
Certificates of Compliance. No newsrack shall be placed 
within one hundred fifty (150’) feet of another newsrack 
containing the same newspaper or periodical unless ap- 
proved by the Commissioner. after a demonstration that 
the placement of two such newsracks at an intersection 
would not impair traffic, effect accessibility or otherwise 
create a hazardous situation. 


c. Application process. Each operator of newsracks 
who intends to place newsracks in any part of the public 
way must complete a written application(s) on a yearly 
basis on a form provided by the Commissioner. 


d. Application. The application(s) shall describe in de- 
tail the location of each newsrack and be accompanied by 
a sketch or photograph of each newsrack location show- 
ing compliance with the standards set forth in 16-38.3 
(c) and indicating the distance, in feet, of the newsrack 
from curbs, crosswalks, fire hydrants, street lights, trash 
receptacles, traffic signal equipment, bike racks, and mail 
boxes-within a twenty-foot radius of the newsrack. The 
application sketch or photograph must also demonstrate 
that the placement of the newsrack is in compliance with 
the regulations of the State Architectural Access Board, 
521 CMR, and will not reduce the clear space for the pas- 
sage of pedestrians to less than four (4’) feet. The applica- 
tion shall also include: 

1. The name, address, telephone number, and email 
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address, of the applicant who is the operator of the 
newsrack(s); 

2. The name, address, telephone number and email ad- 
dress of a natural person (if different from the applicant) 
who the City may notify and/or contact at any time con- 
cerning the operator/applicant’s newsrack(s); 

3. A certificate of insurance naming the City of Bos- 
ton as an additional insured in an amount approved by 
the Commissioner as sufficient to indemnify the City and 
hold it harmless from any and all claims or judgments 
for personal injury, including death, or property damage 
and from costs and expenses to which the City may be 
subjected or which it may suffer or incur by reason of the 
design, placement, installation, operation or maintenance 
of any of the applicant/operator’s newsrack( s). 

4. A signed statement holding the City harmless for 
any damage to the newsracks as the result of routine City 
maintenance, including but not limited to, snow plowing 
and street cleaning, or as the result of reasonable enforce- 
ment of these provisions. 

5. A signed statement indicating whether notice re- 
garding newsracks may be sent by electronic mail. 


e. Issuance of Certificate of Compliance. Each year, 
within thirty (30) days of the submission of a completed 
application, upon a finding that the applicant is in compli- 
ance with the provisions of the section, the Commissioner 
shall issue a Certificate of Compliance. Included with the 
Certificate of Compliance shall be an appropriate number 
of sequentially numbered newsrack stickers. Each sticker 
shall correspond with a specific newsrack, the location 
of which had been approved as part of the application 
process. Only those newsrack(s) that have been issued 
a newsrack sticker in conjunction with the issuance of 
a Certificate of Compliance shall be deemed approved. 
Proposed locations shall be approved on a first-come first- 
serve basis. 


f, Denial of Certificate f Compliance. If an application 
for a Certificate of Compliance is denied in whole or in 
part, the Commissioner shall state the specific reasons 
for denial. The Commissioner shall assist the applicant 
in determining reasonable alternative locations to those 
which were denied. Any applicant who has been denied a 
Certificate of Compliance may appeal such denial to the 
Public Improvement Commission (PIC) by submitting a 
written request for such a hearing to the Commissioner. 
Such hearing shall be heard at the next regularly sched- 
uled hearing or within thirty (30) days. The PIC shall is- 
sue a decision within 10 days and any decision shall be 
subject to the decisions on M.G.L. c. 30A. 


g. Fees for Certificate of Compliance. The applica- 
tion fee for each yearly Certificate of Compliance shall 
be three hundred ($300.00) to cover the administrative 
costs of processing the application plus an annual fee of 
twenty~five ($25) dollar per newsrack to cover the ad- 
ministrative costs of monitoring compliance with these 
provisions. Should circumstances require reduction of 
such fees, the Commissioner shall have the discretion to 
reduce the fees upon a sufficient demonstration of actual 
financial hardship by the certificate holder. 


h. Additional Certificates of Compliance. \f within the 
applicable year after the Commissioner has issued and 
Certificate of Compliance the certificate holder wishes 
to install additional newsracks, beyond those which have 
been approved under 16-38.2 (e), the certificate holder 
must submit an application for an additional Certificate 
of Compliance. 


16-38.3 Installation 

a. Stickers. Each newsrack shall prominently display 
the newsrack sticker issued by the Commissioner pursu- 
ant to the provisions of 16-38.2 (e). The sticker must be 
adhered to the specifically designated newsrack. 


b. Standards. Any newsrack placed in any part of the 
public way shall be: 


1. Made of metal, plastic or an equivalent sturdy mate- 
rial approved by the Commissioner, with a clear plastic 
window through which the printed material is dispensed, 
and shall not be more than 50 inches in height and not 
more than 32 inches in length and width; 

2. Sufficiently weighted and secure so as not to be eas- 
ily moved or tipped over; and 

3. Completely enclosed, with a self-closing door that is 
either self-latching or otherwise requires manual or me- 
chanical release at each use. 


c. Placement. Placement of any newsracks must be 
done in accordance with 16-38.2 (d) & (e) and the regula- 
tions of the Architectural Access Board, 521 CMR, and, 
subject to the following prohibitions and the requirements 
of 16-38.3 (d), shall be placed parallel to and not less than 
eighteen (18”) inches nor more than twenty-four (24”) 
inches from the edge of the curb. Newsracks placed near 
a building or structure must be placed parallel to and not 
more than six (6) inches from the wall and shall not be 
placed: 

1. At any location whereby the clear space for pedes- 
trian passage is reduced to less than four (4’) feet; 

2. Within five (5’) feet of any marked or unmarked 
crosswalk; 

3. Within five (5’) feet of any fire hydrant, fire lane, fire 
call box, or other emergency facility; 

4. Within five (5’) feet of any traffic control signal or 
traffic sign; 

5. Within five (5’) feet of any mail box, bicycle rack, 
City trash receptacle: telephone both or stand; 

6. Within five (5’) feet of any part of a curb return of 
a curb ramp or driveway, or in the case of a curb ramp 
or driveway without a curb return, within five (5’) feet 
of the point where the curb edgestone or edging begins 
a change in grade toward the driveway or ramp on each 
side thereof, or in the case of a termination of the curb, 
edgestone or edging without a change in grade or a turn, 
within five (5’) feet of the point of the same terminates on 
each side of the ramp or driveway; 

7. Within five (5’) feet ahead or fifteen (15”) feet to the 
rear of any designated bus stop, taxi stand, valet parking 
area, loading zone or fire lane; and 

8. Which in any way protrudes onto a street or inter- 
feres or hinders city removal of snow, ice, and debris from 
the streets and sidewalks. 

Should circumstances require relief from a placement 
provision set forth above, the Commissioner shall have 
the discretion to grant relief upon a sufficient demonstra- 
tion of actual hardship by the certificate holder. 


d. Placement at designated high traffic areas. In the 
interest of maintaining safe, accessible and unobstructed 
pedestrian flow, the Commissioner may designate certain 
areas of the City as high pedestrian traffic areas. In such 
designated areas the Commissioner shall determine the 
appropriate placement of newsracks, through the use of 
corrals or other similar devices as the Commissioner 
deems necessary. At these high traffic areas approval of 
locations will be on a first-come first-served basis. 


e. Attachment to Property. No operator shall chain or 
otherwise attach any newsrack to any other newsrack, 
tree, street light post, traffic signal of sign, or other city 
infrastructure in the public way. 


Ff Groupings of newsracks. Newsracks may be grouped 
together side-by-side, provided that no group of news- 
racks extends beyond ten (10’) feet along a curb, and a 
space of not less than five (5’) feet separates each group 
of newsracks. Notwithstanding this permissible grouping, 
no news rack may be grouped with any other newsrack 
unless such location has been approved pursuant to 16- 
38.2 (d) & (e). 


g. Advertising prohibited. It shall be unlawful for any 
operator to use a newsrack for advertising or publicity 
purposes other than dealing with the display, sale or pur- 
chase of the publications dispensed therein. 
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16-38.4 Maintenance 

a. Condition. Each newsrack shall be maintained in a 
state of good repair and in a neat and clean condition, and 
free of accumulations of outdated printed materials, trash, 
rubbish, or debris. 

6. Service. Each newsrack shall be regularly serviced 
to that: 

1. It is kept reasonably free of graffiti; 

2. It is kept reasonably free of chipped, faded, peeling 
and cracked paint or rust and corrosion; 

3. The clear plastic window through which the printed 
material is dispensed is not broken and is kept reasonably 
free of tears, peeling or fading: and 

4. The structural parts of the newsrack are not broken 
or unduly misshapen. 


16-38.5 Enforcement 

a. Nonconforming Newsracks. Any newsrack found not 
to be in compliance with this section shall be subject to 
the enforcement provisions contained herein. 


b. Enforcement. The Commissioner shall enforce the 
provisions of this chapter and shall have the authority to 
issue regulations for the purpose of enforcement. 

1. Upon a determination that a newsrack placed in any 
part of a public way is in violation of section 16-38.2 (d) 
or (e), such newsrack shall be removed immediately and 
notice of such removal shall be sent within three (3) days, 
by certified mail, to the individual provided pursuant to 
16-38.2 (d) (1) or (2). If the certificate holder has agreed, 
such notice shall be sent by electronic mail. Such notice 
shall include: 

(a) The location of the newsrack and sticker, if any; 

(b) The date of the incident or other cause giving rise 
to the violation; 

(c) A brief and concise statement of the facts causing 
the violation; and 

(d) The location where the newsrack has been stored. 


2. Upon a determination that a newsrack properly in- 
stalled pursuant to this section is in violation of sections 
16-38.3 or 16-38.4, the Commissioner shall send, by cer- 
tified mail, notice to the individual provided pursuant to 
16-38.2 (d) (1) or (2). If the certificate holder has agreed, 
such notice shall be sent by electronic mail. Such notice 
shall include: 

(a) The newsrack sticker number and location; 

(b) The date of the incident or other cause giving rise 
to the violation; 

(c) A brief and concise statement of the facts causing 
the violation; and 

(d) - A statement informing the certificate holder that 
at the expiration of ten (10) days from the date the notice 
is received the newsrack will be removed by the Commis- 
sioner, unless the violation is corrected. 


3. Upon removal of any newsrack pursuant to 16-38.5 
(b)(2)(d) the Commissioner shall send written notice, 
within ten (10) days to the individual provided pursuant to 
16-38.2 (d) (1) or (2). If the certificate holder has agreed, 
such notice shall be sent by electronic mail, otherwise 
such notice shall be sent by certified mail. 


4. When the Commissioner determines that removal of 
a newsrack is required to prevent an imminent threat to 
public safety, the Commissioner shall remove such news- 
rack immediately and shall notify the certificate holder of 
such removal as soon as practicable. 


5. Any newsrack removed pursuant to this subsection 
shall be stored for at least thirty (30) days. Any newsrack 
without a sticker and corresponding Certificate of Com- 
pliance may be disposed of after thirty (30) days. All other 
newsracks may be disposed of after sixty (60) days. 


16-38.6 Abandonment 
a. Abandonment. The following newsracks properly 
installed pursuant to this section shall be deemed aban- 


doned: 

1. Any news rack which does not contain the printed 
material being dispensed therein for a period of seventy- 
two (72) hours after the release of the current issue; or 

2. Any newsrack in which no printed material is found 
for a period of more than fifteen (15) days. 

b. Notice and Removal. Upon a determination that a 
newsrack is abandoned, the Commissioner shall send no- 
tice to the individual provided pursuant to 16-38.2 (d) (1) 
or (2), informing the certificate holder that the newsrack 
shall be removed in ten (10) days, unless the certificate 
holder informs the Commissioner that the newsrack is not 
abandoned and stocks the newsrack with material to be 
dispensed therein. 


c. Voluntary abandonment. In the event that a certifi- 
cate holder voluntarily abandons a newsrack location, the 
certificate holder shall so notify the Commissioner, com- 
pletely remove the news rack and restore the public way 
to a safe condition. 


16-38.7 Fees 

a. A newsrack removed pursuant to this section may be 
retrieved by the certificate holder at any time within thirty 
(30) days of its removal upon payment of a removal fee 
of fifty ($50.00) dollars plus a storage fee of ten ($10.00) 
dollars per day, to a maximum combined removal and 
storage fee of two hundred ($200.00) dollars per news- 
rack, 

b. After thirty (30) days, any newsracks removed by the 
Commissioner pursuant to this section shall be deemed 
“abandoned property” and become property of the City 
of Boston. 

c. Failure of a certificate holder to retrieve a news rack 
within the specified thirty (30) day period shall not oper- 
ate to dismiss any fees owed to the City of Boston for 
removal and storage of such newsrack. Unpaid fees ac- 
crued pursuant to this subsection shall be considered a 
debt payable to the City of Boston. 


16-38.8 Effect on Other Laws 

Nothing in this section shall affect the adoption of reg- 
ulations affecting newsracks by other government bodies, 
such as historic district commissions, to the extent such 
bodies are authorized to adopt such regulations. 


16-38.9 Severability 

The provisions of this section shall be severable and if 
any section, part, or portion hereof shall be held invalid 
for any purpose by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
the decision of such court shall not affect or impair any 
remaining section, part or portion thereof. 


16-38.10 Effective Date 

This section shall take effect one hundred fifty (150) 
days from the date of approval.

Dear Councillors: 

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: The Designation of Polling Places in the City 
of Boston.” 

According to G.L. c. 54, § 24, if public convenience 
would be better served, the City may designate a poll- 
ing location in an adjacent precinct of a City. Due to the 
unique building characteristics of several polling loca- 
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tions in the City of Boston, several current polling loca- 
tions are not sufficiently equipped to ensure accessibility 
for the disabled community. An alternative polling loca- 
tion may not be identifiable in the precinct itself or an 
adjacent precinct. This home rule petition will allow the 
City to designate a polling location in a non-adjacent pre- 
cinct when accessibility concerns dictate such action. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort to 
ensure greater polling place accessibility for the disabled 
community.

PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
THE DESIGNATION OF POLLING PLACES IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


SECTION 1. Definitions. 

As used in this special law, the following words shall, 
unless the context requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: City means City of Boston. 


SECTION 2. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Law Chapter 54, Section 24, or any other provision 
of any general or special law to the contrary, the Election 
Commissioner, after consultation with the Boston City 
Council, shall designate the polling place for each voting 
precinct in the City and cause it to be suitably fitted up 
and prepared therefor. The Election Commissioner shall 
locate the polling place in a public, orderly, and conve- 
nient portion of the precinct; provided, however, that if 
the Election Commissioner, in consultation with the Bos- 
ton City Council, determines that the public convenience 
would be better served, it may designate a polling place in 
an adjacent precinct of the city. In circumstances in which 
accessibility concerns arise, the Election Commissioner 
may designate a polling location in a non-adjacent pre- 
cinct of the City. 


SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage.

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, One-half of the property in Boston is tax- 
exempt and this percentage continues to rise due to the 
continual expansion of local universities and colleges; 
and 

WHEREAS, Higher education expansion equates to 
an increased financial burden on the City due to lack of 
taxable property. Schools of higher learning often utilize 
costly City resources, such as police and fire services, 
more often than others. This constant institutional expan- 
sion means that more City resources will need to be al- 
located to these new exempt properties, which were for- 
merly taxable property. 

WHEREAS, Although the City recognizes the benefits 
that these institutions bring to Boston, the decrease in tax- 
able property due to persistent institutional spread across 
our City mandates change. NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, Voted, to petition the General Court to the 
end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows. The 
General Court may make clerical or editorial changes of 
form only to the bill, unless the City Council approves 
amendments to the bill before enactment by the General 
Court. The City Council is hereby authorized to approve 
amendments which shall be within the scope of the gen- 
eral public objectives of this petition. 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


THE TAX EXEMPT STATUS OF PROPERTIES IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding the third clause of section 5 of chap- 
ter 59 of the General Laws or any general or special law 
to the contrary, any real property acquired on or after June 
1,2008 and owned by or held in trust for a school of high- 
er learning, located in the City of Boston, shall not be ex- 
empt from property taxation. Any school of higher learn- 
ing that acquires said property on or after June 1, 2008 
and owns or holds in trust real property located in the City 
of Boston shall make a payment to the City of Boston in 
the amount equal to the sum of the property taxes that 
would have otherwise been payable to the City of Boston. 


Nothing in this Act shall preclude the City of Boston from 
entering into a payment in lieu of taxes agreement. 


Section 2. 

The provisions ofthis act shall be effective immedi- 
ately upon passage

BUDGETARY IMPACTS OF BOSTON’S SICK 
LEAVE BUYBACK PROGRAMS (DOCKET NO.

WHEREAS, Similar to the rest of the nation, the City 
of Boston is facing difficult economic times; not only 
are increased fuel prices, health care costs and pensions 
straining the budget, but the amount of taxable land in 
Boston keeps shrinking with the expansion of local col- 
leges and the school department recently needed a $10 
million infusion to avoid layoffs and the loss of greatly 
needed services; and, 

WHEREAS, The recent news reports of city employee 
sick leave buybacks reveal a pattern of high value payouts 
to retired employees; several employees have earned over 
six figures upon retirement for staying healthy, and some 
employees are able to take the buyout at their highest 
year’s salary, which can be a significant increase; and, 

WHEREAS, According to local papers, Boston has 
spent nearly $33 million in the past five years in sick leave 
buy backs to retired employees; not only that, but there is 
no single citywide comprehensive policy regarding buy- 
backs, employees from different departments can claim 
very different amounts of sick time upon retirement; and 

WHEREAS, While the city encourages employees to 
protect their health, to use sick days when necessary and 
offers comprehensive health care and other incentives to 
stay well, the lack of a comprehensive policy and recent 
generous payouts leaves the city wide open to the pos- 
sibility that the system can be abused; and, 

WHEREAS, Local government watchdog groups 
have called for greater oversight and Boston should be 
concerned with the future impact that further high value 
sick leave payouts will have on the city’s budget and on 
residents’ hard earned tax dollars; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the future budgetary impacts of the City of 
Boston’s sick leave buyback program. Representatives 
from the Department of Human Resources, Labor Rela- 
tions and other interested parties shall be invited to at- 
tend.

RESOLUTION URGING GENERAL COURT TO 
PROTECT OUR COMMUNITIES FROM FUR- 
THER UNJUST FORECLOSURE RELATED DIS- 
PLACEMENT THROUGH PASSAGE OF HOUSE 
BILL NO. 4735 AND SENATE BILL NO. 2663 
(DOCKET NO. 0665) 


Councilor TURNER offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Between April 1, 2007 and March 31, 
2008 there were over three thousand foreclosures in Bos- 
ton. This is a 52% change from the exact same period the 
preceding year. A home loses one | % of its value for 
every foreclosure within a 1/8 mile. There are still a large 
number of subprime loans still set to “reset” that will re-- 
sult in even more foreclosures as a result of the skyrocket- 
ing interest rates; and 

WHEREAS, In this year alone the City of Boston has 
taken a strong stance in combating this mortgage foreclo- 
sure crisis by passing two laws aimed at combating the 
negative effects of the emergency. The City is also en- 
gaged in several programs designed to keep homeowners 
in their homes; and 

WHEREAS, The state legislature enacted laws aimed 
at preventing future predatory mortgage schemes and 
Congress is considering several initiatives, but most of 
these efforts do not address the continuing crisis; and 

WHEREAS, The Commonwealth’s Attorney General 
initiated suits against mortgage companies for violations 
of the Home Loan Practices Act, M.G.L. chapter 183C, 
section 2 and individual brokers for forgery, making false 
statements, and larceny of credit by false pretenses. De- 
spite these efforts, the Attorney General does not have the 
time or resources to prosecute all lending violations; and 

WHEREAS, The wide-scale issuance of presumptively 
unfair loans and ever-increasing rate of foreclosures in the 
City mandates that our foreclosure system be amended to 
keep up with the crisis; and 

WHEREAS, Some states are better equipped to deal 
with these unjust foreclosures because they require ju- 
dicial foreclosure, such as Connecticut, Delaware, and 
Maine. In judicial foreclosure states, individuals have an 
opportunity to present defenses to unfair foreclosures. 
Several states are considering imposing foreclosure mor- 
atoriums to combat this wide scale epidemic, similar to 
the Commonwealth’s moratorium on residential second 
mortgages in 1991; and 

WHEREAS, Mandatory judicial review of all fore- 
closures would ensure that borrowers with unfair loan 
agreements are afforded an opportunity to save their 
homes from foreclosures. A brief, limited moratorium on 
foreclosures would allow individuals more time to seek 
the financial and legal assistance necessary to combat a 
predatory subprime loan. 

WHEREAS, There are many components to this fore- 
closure crisis and different ways to address this prob- 
lem. Several bills filed at the state level aim to address 
this problem in a collaborative way. Representatives Liz 
Malia and Frank Smizik, along with others, filed House 
Bill No. 4735 requiring judicial review of foreclosures 
on residential mortgages throughout the Commonwealth. 
Conjointly Senator Dianne Wilkerson, along with others, 
sponsored Senate Bill No. 2663 imposing a temporary 
foreclosure moratorium for certain residences that are 
being foreclosed because of a mortgage note from a sub- 
prime lender that is presumptively unfair. A public hear- 
ing was held before the Senate Judiciary Committee on 
May 13the Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
General Court to protect our communities from further 
unjust foreclosure related displacement through passage 
of House Bill No. 4735 and Senate Bill No. 2663 and 
that the City Clerk deliver a copy of this Resolution to the 
General Court.

I transmit herewith a supplemental appropriation 
Order for the Boston Public Schools for FY08 in 
the amount of $9,873,500.00 to cover the cost of an 
anticipated budget shortfall. Following early indicators of 
projected budgetary shortfalls, the Superintendent initi- 
ated a budget reduction plan that included a hiring freeze 
and targeted reductions in planned spending. On March 
27, 2008, the City Council’s Committee on Post Audit and 
Oversight held a hearing to discuss the projected short- 
fall. 

Despite the School Department's efforts, a shortfall re- 
mains that is the result of several factors including signifi- 
cant cost increases within Food and Nutrition Services, 
costs previously paid through external funds that have 
shifted to the general fund and overestimated salary sav- 
ings. On May 28, 2008, the School Committee voted to 
request a supplemental appropriation to cover the remain- 
ing shortfall. I am transmitting this appropriation Order in 
response to that request. 

This supplemental appropriation will be supported 
with higher than budgeted receipts from teacher pension 


reimbursements, building permits and reimbursements 
for the pension costs for grant-funded employees. 
I respectfully request your support of this supplemen- 
tal appropriation.

CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE REGARDING THE LICENSURE 
OF DOGS AND PROHIBITION OF DOG RENTING 


WHEREAS, Many Boston residents own dogs and 
enjoy the love and companionship that a dog brings into 
homes and community. The state, under M.G.L. chapter 
140, section 137, has regulated the licensure of dogs to 
protect and preserve public health, safety and wellness; 
and 

WHEREAS, This ordinance seeks to codify for the 
City of Boston the current state law requiring the licens- 
ing of dogs. The mandatory licensing of dogs in Boston 
will promote the health, safety and welfare of both the 
residents and the dogs and will ensure owner account- 
ability; and 

WHEREAS, Plans are underway to open a business in 
Boston this summer that would rent dogs. An individual 
member could rent a dog by the hour or the day. The pro- 
cess of renting dogs may increase the potential for animal 
abuse and animal homelessness. This ambiguous form of 
ownership or temporary keeping can only lead to legal 
and moral hazards; and 

WHEREAS, In addition to harming the dogs, the prac- 
tice of renting dogs compromises public safety by creat- 
ing instability and uncertainty, which prominent animal 
behaviorists have cautioned will lead to stress and be- 
havioral issues in pets, often resulting in aggressive and 
vicious conduct upon the lessee and/or public. M.G.L. 
chapter 140, section 155 imposes strict liability upon the 
owner or keeper of a dog that imposes bodily harm or 
property damage. Dog rental raises serious liability cover- 
age questions; and 

WHEREAS, It is incumbent upon our community, 
which will be affected by renting or leasing dogs, to pro- 
tect these dogs from potential abuse and instability; as 
well as shield our community from vague liability cover- 
age, cruel and unethical pitfalls, and physical dangers as- 
sociated with possessing a dog on a non-committal basis; 
NOW, 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVI, section 16-1.9C is hereby amended 
by adding the following paragraph:- 

Pursuant to M.G.L. chapter 140, section 137, all dogs 
six months of age and older in the City of Boston must be 
registered and licensed annually with the Animal Control 
Commission as established by CBC 7-9. 


Section 2. 
CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by adding the 
following subsection:- 


16-1.9F Leasing of Licensed Dogs 
16-1.9F.1 Purpose 
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The purpose of dog licensing is to foster owner ac- 
countability by ensuring that each dog is traceable to its 
owner. By requiring a dog to be licensed, liability for a 
dog’s actions can easily be established and owners are re- 
sponsible for ensuring the safety of the pet and others. 
This is especially important given that M.G.L. chapter 
140, section 155 imposes strict liability upon the owner 
or keeper of a dog that causes bodily harm or property 
damage. Pursuant to M.G.L. chapter 140, section 147A 
and in order to advance the purposes of dog owner ac- 
countability, the City has the power to further regulate 
dog licensing. It is the intent of this section to protect and 
preserve public health, safety and wellness by prohibiting 
the leasing of licensed dogs. The City has a duty to moni- 
tor and regulate dog ownership via licensure. Allowing a 
licensed dog to be rented would create instability and un- 
certainty regarding the care and treatment of the animal, 
resulting in aggressive and vicious conduct towards the 
lessee and public. 

The Animal Control Commission shall have the au- 
thority to promulgate rules and regulations necessary to 
enforce this subsection. 


16-1.9F.2 Definitions 

As used in these sections, the following words shall, 
unless the context clearly requires otherwise, have the fol- 
lowing meanings: 


Keepership means harboring an animal with an as- 
sumption of custody, management, and control of the 
animal. 


Pet business means anyone engaged in a business li- 
censed under chapter 129 of the general laws. 


Pet shelter means a public animal control facility, or 
any facility which is operated by any organization or indi- 
vidual for the purpose of protecting animals from cruelty, 
neglect, or abuse. 


Police dog means any dog owned by police depart- 
ments or police agencies of the commonwealth or any of 
its political subdivisions when such dogs are under the 
direct supervision, care and control of a police officer. 


Professional Handler/Trainer means any person en- 
gaged in the breeding, training, and/or showing of anoth- 
er’s dog for either of the following purposes: (i) entering 
the dog in a show or exhibition, or (ii) employing the dog 
in the entertainment field. 


Leasing/Renting means offering, or entering into, an 
agreement by which an owner or keeper of a licensed dog 
receives a fee in exchange for conveying the temporary 
right of keepership of a licensed dog. 

Leasing does not include the following: temporary 
conveyance of police dogs or service animals; temporary 
conveyance of a dog to a research institution licensed un- 
der section 174D of chapter 140 of the general laws for 
medical or scientific purposes; temporary conveyance of 
a dog to a veterinarian or entity licensed under section 55 
of chapter 112 ofthe general law for medical purposes; 
temporary conveyance of a dog to a kennel licensed under 
section 13 7 A of chapter 140 of the general laws for the 
purposes of breeding, boarding, sale, training, or hunting; 
conveyance of a dog by a pet business, as defined in sec- 
tion 1, with the intent to permanently transfer title of the 
dog at the time of conveyance; or temporary conveyance 
of a dog by a pet shelter for the purposes of animal foster 
care or adoptions services only; or temporary conveyance 
of a dog to a professional trainer/handler. 


Service animal means any guide dog, signal dog, or 
other animal individually trained to do work or perform 
for the benefit of an individual with a disability, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, guiding individuals with impaired 
vision, altering individuals with impaired hearing to in- 
truders or sounds, providing minimal protection or rescue 
work, puling a wheelchair, or fetching dropped items pur- 


suant to 28 C.ER. § 36.104. 


16-1.9F.3 Prohibition 

Pursuant to M.G.L chapter 140, section 137 and 147A 
and CBC 16-19.C, no licensed dog shall be leased or rent- 
ed in the City of Boston. 


16-1.9FA Enforcement 

The Boston Police Department, in conjunction with the 
Animal Control Unit, shall have the authority to enforce 
all violations of these sections. 


16-1.9F.5 Fines 

Any person or entity, except as provided by law, who 
rents or leases a dog in violation of CBC 16-1.9F3 shall 
be fined three-hundred ($300) dollars. Each dog for lease 
or rent is a violation of 16-1.9F.3. Any dog held in viola- 
tion of these sections shall be seized or impounded by an 
organization or authorized agent thereof that is authorized 
to seize or impound an animal pursuant to the general 
laws. Any seizure or impoundment shall be governed by 
the general laws regulating the seizure of animals, includ- 
ing but not limited to sections 104 of chapter 272 ofthe 
general laws. 


16-1.9F.6 Severability 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
these sections to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the validity 
of the remainder of these sections and the applicability of 
such sections to other persons or circumstances shall not 
be affected thereby. 


16-1.9F.6 Effective Date 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective upon 
passage.

This resubmission includes funding in various depart- 
ments for an upward adjustment to the projections for 
auto energy prices in the coming year. According to re- 
cent federal government reports, gasoline and diesel fuel 
prices, which have risen rapidly since the beginning of 
2008, are expected to peak this summer and after a slight 
decline remain elevated through the end of2009. It should 
be noted that in order to mitigate the continued impact 
ofthese increases and in keeping with my green agenda, 
this budget will fund the purchase of fuel efficient munic- 
ipal vehicles. The resubmission also includes collective 
bargaining adjustments in several departments and the 
collective bargaining reserve based on contracts settled 
and approved by the City Council since the original bud- 
get submission in April. A recent review and subsequent 
update of projected FY09 revenues supports the increases 
needed for the resubmission. 

The FY09 budget supports our commitment to 
strengthen our communities and to provide a safe, clean 
city for all of our residents, businesses and visitors. The 
budget sustains and builds on our investments in youth 
and public safety. In the coming year, the multi-disciplin- 
ary Community Learning initiative will align strategies 
and programs to maximize positive impact for children 
and youth in our schools, community centers, and branch 
libraries. This effort will be punctuated with two new 
state-of-the-art facilities opening in FY09: an expanded 
library in Mattapan, and a major renovation of and ad- 
dition to the Burke High School which will include the 
school media center, a community center and the Grove 
Hall branch library. Within the Boston Public Schools, 
we will work to preserve our students’ gains in academic 
achievement and maintain our commitment to all of our 
students and their families. As we work to strategically 
realign BPS operations for the future, we will support the 
Schools budget with a one-time allocation of reserves. 

Our commitment to public safety remains solid. The 
current level of uniformed personnel in the Police and 
Fire Departments will be sustained. We will continue our 
strategy to build an integrated approach to violence pre- 
vention by supporting the Boston Public Health Commis- 
sion’s Youth Development Network launched in FY08. 

Following national trends, health insurance costs 
continue to rise. However, we have achieved two major 
successes in this area: increased employee cost sharing 
negotiated through collective bargaining, and slowing 
the growth rate of premium increases. The FY09 Budget 
also includes a $25 million appropriation from Budgetary 
Fund Balance to continue to address the City’s liability 
related to other post-employment benefits (OPEB). 

Over seventy percent of the spending growth in FY09 
is due to increasing personnel costs, including health and 
pension benefits and the impact of collective bargaining 
increases. In addition, fixed costs such as energy, state 
assessments and debt service, continue to rise. The to- 
tal annual spending increase needed to meet the City’s 
commitments continues to outpace our rate of revenue 
growth. 

For the seventh year in row, we have been challenged 
to build a budget under tight fiscal constraints. For FY09, 
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net state aid is projected to remain $67.4 million less than 
it was seven years ago, and slightly down from FY08. The 
City remains challenged by our over-reliance on property 
taxes to fund services. This budget assumes a prudent al- 
location of reserves to support ongoing expenses and to 
mitigate the effects of no growth in state aid. 

Like most cities and towns across the Commonwealth 
and across the nation, the City of Boston faces fiscal chal- 
lenges that will not end within the coming year, com- 
pounded by the effects of consecutive years of reductions 
in state aid, and an economic climate that may indeed 
worsen. We must remain mindful that the decisions we 
make now will impact our ability to provide services in 
the future. The FY09 budget achieves a balance between 
our responsibility to provide the levels of service that our 
citizens deserve and our duty to ensure a sustainable fu- 
ture for the City. 

I wish to thank you for your thoughtful and thor- 
ough budget review process conducted over the past two 
months. Your understanding of the fiscal restraints that the 
City faces was evident as you reviewed each department’s 
appropriation request. Through our cooperative efforts, 
this budget will allow us to continue to deliver sustainable 
quality services to our residents, businesses, and visitors 
while maintaining our strong financial position. 

The recommended budget for Fiscal Year 2009 is 
soundly balanced within the City’s available resources. 
I respectfully request your favorable action on the FY09 
Operating Budget and the Five Year Capital Plan for 
FY09 to FY13.

I retransmit herewith an appropriation order for the 
Boston Public Schools for Fiscal Year 2009, in the amount 
of $832.0 million, submitted pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter 224 of the Acts of 1936, as amended by Chapter 
190 of the Acts of 1982, as further amended by Chapter 
701 of the Acts of 1986, Chapter 613 of the Acts of 1987, 
and Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991. 

This budget represents an increase of $46.4 million 
over the current FY2008 appropriation of $785.6 million. 
Although much ofthis increase will fund collective bar- 
gaining increases and rising health insurance and energy 
costs, the School Department is also making important 
investments in initiatives that will help ensure that all of 
our students realize their fullest potential. 

The Boston Public Schools FY09 budget supports 
expansion of the K-8 model and our continuing commit- 
ment to increasing KI classes for 4 year-olds. The FY09 
plan includes strategic investments in Advanced Place- 
ment, enrichment opportunities, dropout prevention and 
recovery, as well as the creation of an International Bac- 
calaureate program. Innovative new programs formerly 
supported through private and public external funds, such 
as Family and Community Outreach Coordinators and 
the Summer School Transition program, will now be sup- 
ported through this general fund appropriation. 

The School Department remains committed to elimi- 
nating the achievement gap and providing high quality 
instruction for all students. This commitment does not 
come without financial challenges. In FY09, Boston Pub- 
lic Schools will develop and begin implementing a multi- 
year plan to improve efficiencies in student transportation 
and the use of school facilities. To allow the necessary 
time for decision-making and implementation, the FY09 
budget will be supported by a one-time allocation of re- 
serves. Maximizing the utilization and cost-effectiveness 
of our educational programs and assets will make our 
schools stronger and more viable for the future. 

This resubmission includes funding for collective bar- 
gaining agreements that have been settled since the origi- 
nal budget submission in April. It also includes additional 
funding to cover an increase in the projection for gasoline 
and diesel fuel.

Cell phone companies are frequently called be- 
fore the neighborhood to explain and discuss their work;

WHEREAS; There are certain proposed and present 
cell phone towers that did not appear to have the necessary 
public process; history has shown repeatedly that involv- 
ing communities in public processes allows neighborhood 
improvements to honestly reflect the needs of the commu- 
nity, while placing cell phone towers without community 
input is both disrespectful and counterproductive in terms 
of creating positive business-resident relationships; and, 

WHEREAS, Especially when the health effects of cell 
phone and their towers are as yet unknown, community 
education and awareness is key in this issue. Complaints 
have been received about towers in some neighborhoods, 
and since the community involvement process can always 
be improved upon; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine what public processes have taken place with re- 
gards to cell phone tower and how those processes might 
be improved. Representatives from the Public Improve- 
ment Commission, the Metro Boston Micro Cell Project 
and other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

All persons 
promoted by the City on or after July 1, 1976, shall be, or 
within one year of such promotion become, a resident of 
the City as defined herein. Failure to do so shall be de- 
termined to be a voluntary termination of employment”;

WHEREAS, Residency by city workers is beneficial 
to the City of Boston in multiple ways: City workers that 
live in their communities have a very personal connection 
to their work; When a police officer lives next door, resi- 
dents feel safer; when a utility worker lives in a neighbor- 
ing community, she can reach her job faster in the case of 
an emergency; and, 

WHEREAS, Unfortunately, the residency requirement 
has been weakened past years through certain union con- 
tracts by allowing some employees to move out of the city 


after a decade of residency. Those unions, combined with 
the vast majority of school department employees, make 
up a large percentage of city employees. This not only 
violates a city ordinance that was debated and enacted in 
good faith with public comment, legislative insight and 
administrative support, but it also supports the disintegra- 
tion of our communities; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council has been very 
active in this issue, filing almost a dozen dockets with re- 
spect to the issue over the past six years. Although the city 
council has no role in collective bargaining, it does have 
a role in protecting and supporting a vibrant and active 
city life; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine the residency requirement, its enforcement and 
its role in supporting Boston communities. Representa-

ORDER FOR HEARING ON NEEDS OF FAMILIES 
OF INDIVIDUALS WITH AUTISM SPECTRUM 
DISORDERS (DOCKET NO. 0754) 


Councilors CONNOLLY, FEENEY, YOON, YANCEY, 
TURNER, ROSS, MURPHY, LINEHAN, LAMATTINA, 
CIOMMO, CONSALVO, TOBIN and FLAHERTY of- 
fered the following: 

WHEREAS, Autism spectrum disorders (ASDs), a 
group of disorders which includes autistic disorder and 
Asperger syndrome, are developmental disabilities that 
cause substantial impairments in social interaction affect- 
ing a person’s ability to communicate and interact with 
others; 

WHEREAS, ASDs are on the rise nationally; and the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) re- 
cently found that approximately one in every 150 chil- 
dren in the United States is diagnosed with ASD; and the 
CDC estimates that up to 560,000 individuals between the 
ages of 0 and 21 have ASD; and ASDs are found in all ra- 
cial, ethnic, and socioeconomic groups and are four times 
more likely to occur in boys than in girls; 

WHEREAS, the number of children ages 6 to 17 years 
classified as having ASD in public special education pro- 
grams increased from 22,664 to 211,610 between 1994 
and 2006; and the number of Massachusetts schoolchil- 
dren having ASD in public schools has nearly doubled to 
7,521 students in the last five years; 

WHEREAS, the Boston Public Schools provided the 
Boston City Council with data during the Fiscal Year 2009 
budget hearings showing that the number of students with 
ASD enrolled in BPS has quadrupled in the past decade; 

WHEREAS, there is no single course oftreatment for a 
child with ASD; and treating a child with ASD is a large 
effort often requiring medical, behavioral, and education- 
al services as well as the help of many professionals and 
non-professionals; 

WHEREAS, early diagnosis is key to maximizing the 
benefits of existing therapies and treatment plans; 

WHEREAS, the parents, guardians, and families of 
individuals with ASD face numerous challenges in ob- 
taining support services for both the family member with 
ASD as well as for all family members. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to discuss the needs and challenges facing individuals 
with ASD and their families in Boston. Representatives 
from the appropriate City departments, including the 
Boston Public Schools and the Boston Public Health 
Commission, shall be asked to attend to detail existing 
services and ongoing efforts to aid individuals with ASD 
and their families.

thinking police officers that transported the child to the 
hospital, saving her life; and,

ORDER AMENDING THE ORDER DATED MARCH 
26, 2008 APPROVING AN INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT PROJECT OF WORK INCORPORATED 


ORDERED: That the order dated March 26, 2008 
approving an industrial development project of Work 
Incorporated pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws 
Chapter 40D is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 1. Declarations. The City of Boston (the 
“City”) declares as follows: 


1.1. The City acting by and through its Industrial 
Development Financing Authority (the “Authority”) is 
empowered to assist in the financing of industrial devel- 
opment facilities through the issuance of revenue bonds 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 40D, as 
amended (the “Act”). 


1.2. Work Incorporated (the “Borrower”, which term 
includes in this order any parent, subsidiary or other affili- 
ate of Work Incorporated) has proposed the financing by 
the City of certain industrial development facilities (the 
“Project”) consisting generally of the acquisition, renova- 
tion and equipping of a portion of a 130,000 square foot 
building to be owned and operated by Work Incorporated 
or an affiliated entity for light industrial, warehouse, of- 
fice and adult daycare uses relating to its programs pro- 
viding work, training and therapy to disabled individuals 
to be located at 195 Freeport Street, Dorchester, Massa- 
chusetts. 


1.3. The Borrower has represented that the estimated 
cost of the Project is approximately $15,941,971 and has 
requested the City to issue not more than $11,000,000 of 
revenue bonds under the Act to finance the Project. 


1.4. The Borrower has indicated its willingness to 
finance any costs of the Project in excess of$11,000,000. 


1.5. The Authority has approved the Project and the 
estimated cost thereof and has recommended that the City 
finance the Project by bonds issued pursuant to the Act. 


1.6. The financing of the Project under the provisions 
of the Act appears feasible. 


1.7. A public hearing relating to the proposed issuance 
of revenue bonds was held on March 7, 2008, pursuant 
to a notice published in the Boston Globe on February 
22, 2008. 


Section 2. Approval. In accordance with Section 12(1) 
of the Act the City approves the Project, the estimated 
cost thereof and the financing thereof by revenue bonds 
to be issued by the City pursuant to the Act. Such bonds 
shall not constitute a general obligation of the City or the 
Authority nor a pledge of the faith and credit of the City 
or the Authority but shall be payable solely from the rev- 
enues pledged for their payment in accordance with the 
Act.

WHEREAS, Many of the classic older houses that 
grace the neighborhoods of Boston are energy inefficient 
and as a result, residents not only pay more on their en- 
ergy bills but waste natural resources as well; and, 

WHEREAS, The utility companies that service the 
City of Boston, including NST AR and National Grid, 
provide free energy audits for qualified customers as well 
as rebates for home energy efficiency upgrades; and, 

WHEREAS, Residents that participate in these free 
energy audit programs save an average of $625 off their 
yearly energy bills and reduce their carbon footprint by 
1,600 Ibs annually; and, 

WHEREAS, According to NSTAR, despite these eco- 
nomic and environmental benefits, only 235 of the eligible 
167,000 NSTAR customers in the City of Boston received 
an energy audit in 2007; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston provides information 
on its website about how to lower utility bills; yet, despite 
the existence of such services and helpful sources, often 
residents are unaware of those options; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston could take a more 
proactive approach in informing customers about the po- 
tential cost savings they can attain; inserting information 
into property tax bills or other city mailings would of- 
fer residents another chance to see how they can do their 
part to help the environment as well as lower their utility 
costs; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine how to better disseminate information regard- 
ing residential energy savings programs. Representatives 


from the Department of the Environment, the Department 
of Neighborhood Development, NSTAR, National Grid 
and other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

WHEREAS, Bicycling brings many benefits to urban 
living: healthier residents, a cleaner environment, less 
traffic congestion, as well as increased community aware-

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is leading the effort 
to make Boston a “world-class biking city” with initia- 
tives such as the Boston Bikes Summit, a comprehensive

WHEREAS, The City is currently in the early-planning 
stages for a shared-bike program; 

WHEREAS, A shared-bike program, which enables a 
rider to access a fleet of community bikes for short-term 
use, would further promote cycling as a mainstay form of 
transportation in and around the city by providing wide- 
spread, convenient, and low-cost access to bicycles; 

WHEREAS, There are different models of commu- 
nity cycling programs, ranging from a free bike program 
that allows users to borrow city bicycles stationed at bike 
racks across the city, to a public/private partnership model 
similar to the Zipcar service; and, 

WHEREAS, Rising gasoline costs and the dire en- 
vironmental problems affecting our world and our city 
make greater investment in sustainable transportation op- 
tions like a bike~share program a necessity for Boston’s 
future. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing on the City’s efforts to build a bike-share program for 
Boston. The appropriate City departments, members of 
the public, and other interested parties shall be invited to 
attend .

ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXPLORE NEW TECH- 
NOLOGIES TO ENHANCE PUBLIC SAFETY 
(DOCKET NO. 0830) 


Councilors CONSALVO, FEENEY, CIOMMO, LINE- 
HAN, MURPHY, ROSS, CONNOLLY, LAMATTINA 
and YOON offered the following: 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has a duty to the 
residents of the city to explore any new option to improve 
public safety and enhance governmental efficiency. The 
use of advanced technologies in modem police forces 
has led to reduced crime rates, saved officers’ time and 
expense and made police units more efficient, in sum, 
greatly enhancing the ability of the government to serve 
its residents; and, 

WHEREAS, Two new examples of these advances that 
could have enormous benefit to the City of Boston are 
the use of portable fingerprinting technologies and voice- 
banking police reports. These two examples have been 
used and tested internationally by dozens of departments 
and found to save time and money for police officers; en- 
suring that a police officers can spend more time in the 
community; and, 

WHEREAS, The first is a portable fingerprint scanner; 
with this new technology, officers can take fingerprints in 
the field without having to bring a suspect into the district 
station and within minutes know if a suspect is a wanted 
criminal. The fingerprints will only be taken in a situa- 
tion where the law permits it and, if the suspect is in the 
system, she or he will be identified in under four min- 
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utes. Hennepin County, Minnesota (which includes the 
city of Minneapolis) has been testing it since 2001; San 
Bernardino County and Riverside Counties in California; 
West Covina, CA through a grant from the Los Angeles 
Sheriffs Department; Portland, OR; Charlton County, SC; 
Kitsat, WA; and several departments in New South Wales 
Australia are also testing the technology; and, 

WHEREAS, The second advance in technology, voice 
banking police reports, allows an officer, with the use of 
either a personal digital assistant (PDA) ora cell phone to 
call a number and verbally enter in a police report from 
the field by answering a series of questions, exactly as 
it would appear on a computer screen. The report would 
then be transcribed by an officer at the station or a trained 
civilian, saving officers time and energy and keeping 
more patrol officers out on the streets. For example, the 
process could be done in the cruiser, saving the time of 
a trip to their district station; several towns in the United 
Kingdom and on the city of Everett, W A have success- 
fully experimented with this; and, 

WHEREAS, Both of these advances have helped to 
move police forces into the new century; training for both 
is relatively simple and often can be integrated with exist- 
ing soft and hardware that departments already have; Bos- 
ton residents deserve the best technology available and 
so the city needs to discuss any ideas to improve public 
safety; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
examine the potential uses of these modem technologies 
by the Police Department. Representatives from the Bos- 
ton Police Department, members of the public and other 
interested parties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety.

WHEREAS: Thomas I. Atkins, Boston’s first African 
American at-large City Councillor and a pioneering civil 
rights activist recently succumbed to Lou Gehrig’s disease 
at 69; and 

WHEREAS: Atkins, who was unflinching in his fight 
to expose and eradicate inequalities within educational 
institutions throughout the nation, is best remembered for 
promoting education equality and fair housing; and 

WHEREAS: Atkins was a 1957 graduate of Elkhart 
High School in Elkhart, Indiana, where he became the 
school’s first African American student-body president 
and, where he was also involved in the school’s band, or- 
chestra, National Forensic League, and National Honor 
Society; and Atkins then earned a full scholarship to Indi- 
ana University, where he became the student body’s first 
black president, graduating from IU in 1961, Phi Beta 
Kappa, with a bachelor’s degree in government; and 

WHEREAS: Atkins came to Harvard Law School in 
the mid-1960s, residing in Boston where he was also 
elected to serve on the Boston City Council in 1967, mak- 
ing him the first African American candidate to win an at- 
large seat in Boston. He served two terms on the Boston 
City Council while attending Harvard Law School; and 

WHEREAS: After two terms on the City Couneil, At- 
kins in 1971 became the first African American to run for 
Mayor of the City ofBoston; and 

WHEREAS: Atkins then joined Governor Francis W. 
Sargent’s administration in 1971 as Secretary of Commu- 


nities and Development; -and 

WHEREAS: Atkins, who served as Executive Secre- 
tary of the NAACP’s Boston branch in the mid-1960s, 
and later its President in 1974, served as Associate Trial 
Counsel for the plaintiffs in Morgan v. Hennigan, the Bos- 
ton school desegregation case; and 

WHEREAS: NAACP Interim President & CEO Den- 
nis Courtland Hayes called Atkins, who served as NAACP 
General Counsel in the mid 1980s, a trailblazer; and 

WHEREAS: Atkins left the NAACP in 1984 to open 
his own law firm, Atkins and Brown, in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
taking on voting rights, school desegregation, and em- 
ployment discrimination cases throughout the country; 
and 

WHEREAS: Atkins received the NAACP’s Foot Sol- 
dier in the Sands Award in 1999 for his generous con- 
tribution oflegal expertise to the NAACP on a pro bono 
basis; and 

WHEREAS: Today, a residence hall and campus build- 
ing at Indiana University are named in Atkins’ honor; Be 
It Therefore 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council, in meeting 
assembled, remembers Thomas I. Atkins and his lifetime 
work promoting fair housing, education equality and civil 
rights; And Be It Further 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council, in meeting 
assembled, honors Thomas I. Atkins by flying the flag of 
the United States of America at half mast on all City of 
Boston Properties.

WHEREAS, As a result of a court judgment in Suffolk 
County Superior Court in June 1988, the City of Boston 
was negligent in the incident that resulted in the perma- 
nent disability to Allen Curry. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE RETIREMENT 
BOARD OF THE CITY OF BOSTON TO GRANT 
CERTAIN RETIREMENT BENEFITS 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or spe- 
cial law or rule or regulation to the contrary, and in order 
to promote the public good, the State/Boston Retirement 
Board is hereby authorized and directed to increase the 
accidental disability retirement allowance payable to Al- 
len Curry, a retired firefighter of the City of Boston who, 
as a result of injuries sustained by him while in the per- 
formance of his duties on March 15, 1981, is totally and 
permanently injured and incapacitated for further service 
as a firefighter. 


Section 2. 

The total annual amount of pension payable to Allen 
Curry shall be fixed at an amount equal to the regular rate 
of compensation which he would have received had he 
continued service as a firefighter in the City of Boston 
at the grade held by him at the time of his retirement. 
Such increase in retirement shall become effective com- 
mencing on the date for which he received an accidental 
disability retirement from the State/Boston Retirement 
Board. Upon enactment, the State/Boston Retirement 
Board shall forthwith pay to said Allen Curry the amount 
credited to him as accumulated total deductions in the an- 
nuity savings fund of the State/Boston Retirement Board. 
Said Allen Curry shall be entitled to receive indemnifi- 
cation for all hospital, medical and related expenses that 
have been or may be incurred after the date of his retire- 
ment as a result of said injuries, pursuant to the provisions 
of Chapter 41 of the General Laws. 


Section 3. ia 
Upon the death of Allen Curry should his wife sur- 
vive him, the State/Boston Retirement Board shall pay to 


her, so long as she remains unmarried, an annuity in the 
amount of three-fourths of the amount of pension payable 
to him, per month, at the time of his death. If said wife re- 
marries, said City shall pay, in lieu of the aforesaid annu- 
ity to her, an annuity of $550.00 dollars per month to her. 
In the event that Allen Curry’s wife does not survive him, 
then the City of Boston shall pay an annual amount equal 
to three-fourths of the amount of the pension payable to 
him at the time of his death for the benefit of the children 
of Allen Curry for such time as such child is either under 
18 years of age, under 22 years of age and a full time stu- 
dent at an accredited educational institution, or physically 
or mentally incapacitated from working. 


Section 4. 

This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Whereas, on March 26, 2008 The Boston City Council 
approved a resolution introduced by Councilors Turner, 
Yancey and Yoon recognizing Edgar Paez of the SIN- 
ALTRAINAL food and beverage workers union and the 
United Steel Workers International Union, AFL-CIO, 
support of the Columbian unionists; and 

Whereas, the resolution also recognized that “over 
4,000 trade unionists have been killed in Colombia in the 
last 20 years.”; and

Whereas, the Colombian unionists are calling for an 
international boycott of Coca-Cola products until the 
company calls off the paramilitaries and bargains fairly

Whereas, international unions like the United Steel- 
workers have joined with the SINALTRAINAL union of 
Colombia in calling for a boyc0tt of Coca-Cola products; 
and 

Whereas, this boycott has been supported in resolutions 
by unions and organizations around the country; and 

Whereas, the District Council 35 of the Painters and 
Allied Trades Building on Colgate Rd, Roslindale has 
made their building a “Coke Free Building” by removing 
all Coke vending machines from the building; and 

Whereas, USW 8751 has succeeded in having Coca 
Cola vending machines removed from all four school bus 
yards in the City of Boston; and 

Whereas, the Boston City Council recognizes the im- 
portance of supporting local labor unions, who in the in- 
terest of solidarity and justice, are supporting the boycott 
of Coca-Cola.

WHEREAS: In accordance with Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Law, Chapter 140 Section 183 and City of Boston 
Ordinance 16-1.9 all responsible dog owners are required 
to keep dogs on leashes when off their own property to 
protect people from free roaming dogs; and 

WHEREAS: Conflicts between dog owners and non- 
dog owners often arise due to competing interests over 
use of the limited available public space in Boston; and 

WHEREAS: Dog owners routinely flout the leash law, 
especially in city parks, and the expansion of dogs in the 
City has made it unfeasible for the leash 

law to be aggressively enforced; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston has one approved off- 
leash activity area for dogs at Peters Park and off-leash 
hours on the Boston Common; and 

WHEREAS: As the population of dogs continues to 
grow in Boston, it becomes important to establish more 
off-leash public spaces for dogs within the city limits to 
help alleviate existing issues in city parks and provide a 
tool for enforcing dog controllaws. Therefore, Be It 

ORDERED That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to examine the en- 
forcement of current dog control laws and explore the cre- 
ation of more approved off-leash dog parks and/or runs in 
Boston; and Be It Further 

ORDERED that the public be invited to give their per- 
spectives on this issue.

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, Graffiti has an adverse effect on the qual- 
ity of life in the City of Boston, constituting a blight on 
the community and impairing the health, safety and gen- 
eral welfare of the community; and, 

WHEREAS, Some of the graffiti tags in the City are 
done in furtherance of the interests of criminal street 
gangs and drug dealers and may be used as a means of 
communication for drug dealers and gangs; and, 

WHEREAS, Criminal street gang graffiti and tagging 
may be a precursor to more serious acts of crime and vio- 
lence; and, 

WHEREAS, The damage caused by graffiti-related 
vandalism depreciates the value of the property it defaces 
and costs the City and property owners thousands of dol- 
lars in clean-up expenses each year; and 

WHEREAS, Criminal street gang tagging and graffiti 
is more serious than non-gang related tagging because 
it is used to mark territory, intimidate, make threats and 
send messages to rival gangs, thus making it more de- 
structive than just property damage; and, 

WHEREAS, Criminal street gang tagging and graffiti 
is not only a threat to the aesthetic of the City of Boston, 
but is also a threat to the security and safety of the resi- 
dents and visitors to the City of Boston. THEREFORE 
BEIT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
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of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO CRIMINAL STREET GANG 
TAGGING AND GRAFFITI 


Section 1. 

As used in this Act, the following words shall, unless 
the context clearly requires otherwise, have the following 
meanings: 

Criminal Street Gang means any ongoing organization, 
association, or group of three or more persons, whether 
formal or informal, having a common name or common 
identifying sign or symbol, having as one of its primary 
activities the commission of criminal acts, and whose 
members or associates individually or collectively engage 
in or have engaged in a pattern of criminal street gang 
activity. 


Section 2. 

(a) Notwithstanding any general or special law to the 
contrary, whoever violates M.G.L. chapter 266, §126A- 
126B, inclusive, in the City of Boston for the purpose 
of benefiting, promoting, or furthering the interests of a 
criminal street gang shall be punished by imprisonment 
in a house of correction for not more than two years or 
by a fine of two thousand dollars ($2,000) for the first 
conviction, three thousand dollars ($3,000) for second the 
conviction, and four thousand dollars ($4,000) for third 
conviction and any subsequent convictions, or both fine 
and imprisonment. 

After conviction, the court shall conduct an evidentiary 
hearing to ascertain the value of the property so defaced, 
marked, marred, damaged or destroyed or to ascertain the 
cost of the removal or obliteration. Any person convicted 
under this subsection shall pay for the removal or oblit- 
eration of such tagging in addition to any other penalties 
imposed. 

Upon conviction for any act in violation of M.G.L. 
chapter 266, §126A-126B, inclusive, committed in the 
City of Boston for the purpose of benefiting, promoting, 
or furthering the interests of a criminal street gang, the 
individual’s drivers license shall be suspended for two 
years. If the individual convicted of defacing or vandal- 
izing the real or personal property of another is under the 
age of sixteen, then two years shall be added to the mini- 
mum age eligibility for driving. 

(b) In addition to any penalties imposed under subsec- 
tion (a) of this section, a judge shall require a person con- 
victed of violating this Act to perform two hundred (200) 
hours of community service. 


Section 3. 

Consistent with the provisions of this Act the Boston 
Police Department shall have the authority to promulgate 
rules and regulations necessary to implement and enforce 
this Act, including but not limited to further defining the 
term “criminal street gang” as circumstances may re- 
quire. 


Section 4. 

Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to preclude con- 
viction or enforcement pursuant to M.G.L. chapter 266, 
§126A-126B, inclusive. 


Section 5. 

Any person aggrieved by the requirements of this Act 
may seek relief in any court of competent jurisdiction as 
provided by the laws of the Commonwealth. 


Section 6. 

If any provision of this Act is held invalid by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, then such provision shall be 
considered separately and apart from the remaining pro- 
visions, which shall remain in full force and effect. 


Section 7. 

The provisions of this Act shall be effective immedi- 
ately upon passage.

STRENGTHEN CITY’S PAYROLL POST AUDIT 
FUNCTION (DOCKET NO. 0919) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 

Whereas: Payroll spending including salaries, over- 
time, Medicare, unemployment compensation and work- 
ers’ compensation but not including benefits constitutes 
62.3% of the City of Boston’s $2.4 billion in annual ex- 
penditures; 

Whereas: Because of tight resources the City of Boston 
Auditing Department, which manages the City’s payroll 
processing, is challenged in its ability to audit its payroll 
operations; 

Whereas: A payroll post-audit function is essential to 
ensuring the integrity and accuracy of the payroll process- 
ing operation; 

Whereas: Overtime pay constitutes a large percentage 
of many department budgets and has justifiably come un- 
der increasing scrutiny; 

Whereas: A significant percentage of payroll checks 
for city employees are processed on a weekly basis; 

Whereas: Moving to bi-weekly payroll processing 
across all departments may sufficiently free up the Au- 
dit Department’s resources in order to institute a regu- 
lar, thorough, and transparent payroll auditing function; 
Therefore be it 

Ordered: That the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a hearing and invite the Audit Depart- 
ment, the Boston Finance Commission, the Audit Com- 
mittee, and members of the public to testify at a hearing 
to discuss the need for an internal payroll post-audit func- 
tion and to determine what steps must be taken and what 
resources will be required to implement it. 

Referred to the Committee on Post Audit and Over- 
sight. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO REVIEW THE INTER- 
NAL FRAUD INVESTIGATION OF BOSTON 
RETIREMENT BOARD (DOCKET NO. 0920) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 

Whereas: The Boston Retirement Board recently voted 
to hire a forensic accountant to conduct a fraud assess- 
ment of hundreds of past disability pension claims in re- 
sponse to the controversy surrounding the disability pen- 
sion application of Firefighter Albert Arroyo; 

Whereas: The Federal Bureau of Investigation is doing 
its own inquiry focusing on questionable disability claims 
of Boston firefighters; 

Whereas: Each week the board does not take action 
on outstanding applications, it costs taxpayers at least 
$44,000 each week and much more in pending tax-free 
disability claims; 

Whereas: The Boston City Council authorized the Bos- 
ton Retirement Board to use the city’s good bond rating 
to help finance $11 million worth of software upgrades to 
increase the Board’s efficiency and effectiveness; 

Whereas: As Retirement Board Trustee Mitchell Weiss 
said in a recent op-ed, “Technology alone won’t solve the 
Retirement Board’s information deficit nor the public’s 
about the board’s activities”; 

Whereas: Clarification about the scope of an internal 
fraud investigation, the process for hiring the investigator, 
and public access to the details of its outcome are legiti- 
mate questions to ask in order to protect the interests of 
the Boston taxpayer as well as members of the Boston 
pension system; 

Whereas: transparency and accountability are key 
values for any government agency which depends on the 
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public’s trust, therefore be it; 

Ordered: That a public hearing be conducted to clarify 
the scope of an internal fraud investigation on disability 
pension claims, the process for retaining a forensic ac- 
countant, public access to the outcome of the investiga- 
tion, as well as general questions as to the process the 
Board uses to determine the legitimacy and size of pen- 
sion benefits for former city employees, the need for stra- 
tegic planning and assessment, and that the Boston Re- 
tirement Board, the Boston Finance Commission, and the 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau, and members of the 
public be invited to testify. 

Referred to the Committee on Government 
Operations. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO REVIEW CITY’S RE- 
CENT ACTIONS AT FANEUIL HALL AND 
TO DETERMINE WHAT RULES AND REGU- 
LATIONS SHOULD BE USED TO GOVERN 
STREET PERFORMERS (DOCKET NO. 0921) 


Councilors TOBIN and YANCEY offered the 
following: 

WHEREAS: City of Boston officials last week ordered 
street perfonners in the Faneuil Hall area to use a small 
brick area measuring 15 feet by 15 feet. 

WHEREAS: City officials also erected steel barriers 
to prevent street perfonners from gaining access to open 
spaces in the area around Faneuil Hall. 

WHEREAS: Street performers-should have the right 
to use public spaces to perform, collect money and sell 
their music. 

Street performers add to the street life and vibrancy 
of our neighborhoods, especially the city’s business dis- 
tricts. 

WHEREAS: Residents and visitors expect to see street 
musicians and performers in certain places in Boston like 
Downtown Crossing and Sam Adams Park at Faneuil 
Hall. 

WHEREAS: Major construction projects in Down- 
town Crossing like the renovation of the Filene’s Building 
have made it difficult for artists and musicians to perform 
in that area. 

WHEREAS: Street performances can sometimes draw 
a crowd, which can be loud and disruptive and can block 
the public way. 

WHEREAS: The city regulations governing street per- 
formers were repealed in 2005 following a decision by a 
US federal court judge that found them to be unconstitu- 
tional; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a public hearing to review the 
city’s recent actions at Faneuil Hall and to determine what 
rules and regulations should be used to govern street per- 
formers in Boston.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING PUBLIC 
DONATION COLLECTION BINS 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston supports charities and 
their efforts to ensure that all people have adequate re- 
sources through donations and other means; and, 

WHEREAS, Several non-profit charities and for-profit 
groups place unattended collection boxes throughout the 
City to facilitate clothing and household good donations; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Despite the admirable purpose, many of 
these unattended collection boxes are becoming more of 
a trash collection box than a true charity donation vesti- 
bule; and, 

WHEREAS, The sprawl of these bins is accompanied 
by trash, graffiti, and overall lack of maintenance creating 
safety hazard-s and the City has both the authority and 
the duty to reduce unnecessary trash that results in public 
health problems; and, 

WHEREAS, More accountability among the opera- 
tors, both profit and non-profit, is necessary to ensure a 
balance between the commendable charitable aims under- 
lying bin placement and the public nuisance and health 
hazards that often come with unattended donation collec- 
tion. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows 
that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding the 


following ordinance: 


DONATION COLLECTION BINS 


a. Definitions. 

When used in this section only, unless a contrary inten- 
tion clearly appears, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


Commissioner means the Commissioner of Inspec- 
tional Services Department of the City of-Boston, or such 
person as said Commissioner may delegate. 


Donation collection bin means any container or recep- 
tacle, at or on the exterior property areas of any premise, 
held out to the public as a place for people to drop off 
articles of clothing and/or other household items. 


Operator means any natural person or other legal en- 
tity that owns, operates or IS otherwise in control of a 
donation collection bin in the City of Boston. 


b. Permit. 

No operator shall place or maintain a donation collec- 
tion bin in the City of Boston without first obtaining an 
annual permit issued by the Commissioner. Each operator 
who intends to place a donation collection bin in the City 
of Boston shall complete a written application on a yearly 
basis on a form provided by the Commissioner. Only one 
annual donation collection bin permit per operator shall 
be required. The donation collection bin permit applica- 
tion shall, at a minimum, contain the following informa- 
tion: 

1. Each address where the donation collection bins will 
be located; 

2. The name, address, and telephone number of the 
person or persons responsible for maintaining each dona- 
tion collection bin, which shall also be posted and plainly 
visible on each operator’s donation collection bin; 

3. The name, address, and telephone number of the 
owner, lessee, or other person or legal entity in control

of the property where each donation collection bin will 
be located; and 

4.The regular interval schedule at which the operator 
or person identified in subsection (b )(2) collects the items 
donated and performs regular maintenance. Said interval 
shall not be greater than thirty (30) days. 


c. Permit Issuance. 

If the Commissioner determines that a submitted dona- 
tion collection bin application is accurate and adequate, 
the Commissioner shall issue a donation collection bin 
permit within thirty (30) days of submission of a com- 
pleted application. If an application is denied in whole or 
in part, the Commissioner shall state the specific reasons 
for denial. 


d Maintenance. 

All donation collection bins shall be maintained in a 
state of good repair and in a neat and clean condition, and 
free of trash, debris, refuse, or like material. Each dona- 
tion collection bin shall be serviced on a regular interval 
schedule as identified by the operator in subsection (b) 


e. Appeal. 

Any operator aggrieved by the provisions of this sec- 
tion may seek an administrative appeal to the Inspectional 
Service Department. Any person aggrieved by a final deci- 
sion issued under this section by the Inspectional Services 
Department, may seek relief in any court of competent ju- 
risdiction as provided by the laws of the Commonwealth. 


f Applicability. 
The provisions of this section shall apply to existing 
and future donation collection bins located within the 


City. 


g. Fees and Fines. 

The application fee for an annual permit shall be twen- 
ty-five ($25) dollars to cover the administrative costs as- 
sociated with these provisions. 

A violation of subsection (b) shall be punished by a 
fine in the amount of one hundred dollars ($100.00). A 
violation of subsection (d) shall be punished by a fine in 
the amount of one hundred dollars ($100.00). 


h. Enforcement. 

The Commissioner shall enforce the provisions of this 
chapter and shall have the authority to issue regulations 
for the purpose of enforcement pursuant to, inter alia, 
M.G.L. c. 143, s.'3. 


i. Severability. 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
these sections to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the validity 
of the remainder of these sections and the applicability of 
such sections to other persons or circumstances shall not 
be affected thereby. 


J. Implementation. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage, but no monetary fine shall be 
imposed pursuant hereto until ninety (90) days after pas- 
sage.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO REVIEW CITY ORDI- 
NANCE AND POLICIES WHICH MANDATE 
POLICE DETAILS AT CONSTRUCTION SITES 
IN CITY (DOCKET NO. 0947) 


Councilors YOON and MURPHY offered the 
following: 


WHEREAS: In order for the Commissioner of Public 
Works to issue a permit to open, occupy, obstruct and use 
portions of the streets the City of Boston Municipal Code 


11 -6.9 states that, “the person receiving the permit [must] 
maintain at the expense of such person as many Boston 
Police Officers on special duty (outside their regular tour 
of duty), as the Police Commissioner may determine nec- 
essary to protect the safety and general welfare of the 
public and to preserve the free circulation of traffic (but 
in no event less than one (1) Boston Police Officer)”; and 

WHEREAS: City of Boston Municipal Code further 
states that, “[Municipal Code] shall not prohibit reim- 
bursement of such person for such expense if a contract 
between such person and the City or any other person 
provides such reimbursement. It shall be the duty of the 
Public Works Commissioner to ascertain compliance of 
this section prior to issuance of the permit”; and 

WHEREAS: The costs of police details in the City of 
Boston are principally paid by utility companies and oth- 
er private businesses, which in tum may pass these costs 
onto the residents and taxpayers of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: The residents of Boston have some of the 
highest utility costs in the country; and, 

WHEREAS: There has never been a comprehensive 
review of the costs, benefits and effectiveness of the City 
of Boston’s ordinance; with respect to the cost of doing 
business in the City of Boston, the cost to the city to man- 
age the details program and the evidence of public safety 
benefits; therefore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to review the city 
ordinance and policies which mandate police details at 
construction sites in the City of Boston in order to better 
detennine such policies effectiveness and efficiency. 

Referred to the Committee on Post Audit and 
Oversight. 


ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING EFFORTS TO 
MEET ENERGY NEEDS OF LOW INCOME IN- 
DIVIDUALS AND FAMILIES DURING WINTER 
2008-2009 (DOCKET NO. 0948) 


Councilors TURNER, MURPHY, LINEHAN, FLA- 
HERTY, YANCEY, FEENEY, CONNOLLY, ROSS, 
CIOMMO and YOON offered the following: 

Whereas, in its July 2008 report, Heat Rises, the 
Donohue Institute of University of Massachusetts re- 
ported that during the period 2003 to 2008 the regional 
retail price of home heating oil rose more than 175% from 
$1.43 per gallon to an annual average price of $4.00 per 
gallon; And 

Whereas, the Donohue reports that during that same 
period (2003-2008) residential prices for natural gas roles 
nearly 48 percent, and household electric utility custom- 
ers saw a 43% increase; And 

Whereas, John Drew, Vice President of Action for 
Boston Community Development, Inc (ABCD) reported 
on August 19th, 2008 that the funding level of the Low- 
Income Home Energy Assistance Program (LIHEAP) 
at today’s oil prices can only fund 50% of the benefits 
previously received by the 15,000 families in the Boston 
program; And 

Whereas, in the past ABCD has had the resources nec- 
essary to provide up to two tanks of oil (200 gallons), this 
year’s resource will only allow for up to one tank; And 

John Wells, ABCD Vice President, Real Estate and 
Energy Services, has reported that the state needs over 
$200,000,000 just to keep people at last year’s benefit 
level; And 

Whereas, at the moment, there is only a combined state 
and federal funding of $150.000,000; And 

Whereas, while the state has a moratorium that pre- 
vents utilities from cutting gas and electricity used for 
heat from November 15th to April 15th many households 
have not paid off old bills enabling them to have heat 
available for this winter; And 

Whereas, the UMASS Donohue Institute estimates that 
163,224 households state wide will experience difficulty 
paying their oil heat bills, that two-thirds of those house- 
holds (108,870) will experience severe difficulty paying 
their oil heat bills, and that two-thirds of those expected to 
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experience severe difficulty (69,595) are over 60 includ- 
ing 25,000 homes that are headed by those over 80; And 

Whereas, the UMASS Donohue Institute estimates the 
number of households statewide that were in the LIHEAP 
program last year represent only 25% of the families that 
will have difficulty paying their oil heat bills this fall and 
winter; And 
_ Whereas, the City of Boston has announced that it will 
initiate a Food and Fuel campaign to help with expected 
problems. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a public hearing and invite to a hearing 
representatives of the Mayor’s Office, the Boston Public 
Health Department, the Boston Inspectional Services 
Department, the Boston Fire Department, the Boston 
Police Department, the Boston Human, Services Depart- 
ment, Boston Commission for Elderly, the Massachu- 
setts Department of Elderly Services, the Massachusetts 
Commission of Public Heath, the Governor’s Office, the 
Massachusetts Department of Communities and Develop- 
ment, and Action for Boston Community Development, 
Inc. (ABCD) to explain what preparation they are making 
to deal with the human rights crisis expected to happen 
this winter when families do not have the resources to pay 
for energy to heat their homes.

Whereas, many have hailed such programs as essential

Whereas, some have pointed to the low wages that are 
paid by the institution and view the programs as reinstitut- 
ing “slave labor” system. Therefore Be It

MENTS FO WASTE HAULERS (DOCKET NO. 
0953) 


Councilors ROSS, FLAHERTY, FEENEY, MURPHY, 
LAMATTINA, CIOMMO and CONNOLLY offered the 


following:

IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE REGARDING RECYCLING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR WASTE HAULERS 


WHEREAS, Massachusetts has enacted the Massa- 
chusetts Waste Ban, 310 CMR 19, which requires certain 
materials, such as glass, plastics and paper, to be recycled. 
In order to comply with the Waste Ban, the City of Boston 
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provides residents with free recycling bins and curbside 
recycling pick-up. However, businesses located in Bos- 
ton, must enter into private contracts with haulers in order 
to recycle; and, 

WHEREAS, The Waste Ban requires businesses to 
recycle materials, such as paper, glass bottles, and card- 
board; however, the Waste Ban is difficult to enforce 
against businesses. The Waste Ban is primarily aimed at 
solid waste facilities and prevents facilities from accept- 
ing recyclable materials. It is the hauler, not the business 
that transports the materials to said facilities. Businesses 
have little incentive to contract with a hauler to have their 
recycling picked-up; and, 

WHEREAS, In order to ensure compliance with the 
Waste Ban, the solid waste haulers need to offer more 
recycling collection to businesses. This would encour- 
age businesses to separate recyclable materials from solid 
waste; NOW, THEREFORE 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


CBC Chapter XII is hereby amended by appending the 
following: 

7-13.8.1 Commercial Recycling Requirementsfor 
Waste Haulers 


7-13.8.2 Purpose 

It is the intent of this section to maintain and expand 
Boston’s recycling initiative by ensuring that all business- 
es have access to recycling programs. Requiring haulers 
to offer recycling to commercial businesses will increase 
accountability for solid waste disposal. This will result in 
increased compliance with the Massachusetts Waste Ban 
by haulers and businesses and a reduction of unnecessary 
disposal of usable raw materials. 


7-13.8.3 Definitions 

When used in this section only, unless a contrary inten- 
tion clearly appears, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


Commissioner means the Commissioner of Public 
Works of the City of Boston, or such person as said Com- 
missioner may delegate. 


Hauler means any public or private solid waste col- 
lector. 


Recyclables means a material that has the potential to 
be recycled and which is pre~sorted and not contaminated 
by significant amounts of toxic substances. 


7-13.8.4 Permitted Haulers to Comply 

As a precondition to receiving a permit from the Com- 
missioner pursuant to CBC 23-1, all haulers shall be re- 
quired to comply with the Massachusetts Waste Ban 310 
CMR 19 for the storage, collection and removal of solid 
waste and recyclables. Every permitted waste hauler shall 
offer all commercial customers the services of collecting 
and properly disposing of recyclables. The Commissioner 
shall require all haulers to sign an affidavit certifying that 
they are in compliance with this section as a condition of 
said permitting application process. 


7-13.8.5 Alternative Procedure 

If any hauler affected by this section is unable to of- 
fer recycling services to all commercial customers, said 
hauler may, in the alternative, petition the Commissioner 
to approve an alternative procedure for offering recycla- 
ble services. The Commissioner shall have the discretion 
to grant a permit pursuant to CBC 23-1 upon determin- 
ing that the hauler is unable to comply with subsection 
7-13.8.4 and said hauler has established an adequate 
alternate recycling service procedure, including but not 
limited to, establishing a partnership with another hauler 
to offer recycling services to commercial customers. 


7-13.8.6 Education 


a. Upon filing an application for a permit pursuant to 
CBC 23-1, all haulers shall simultaneously supply the 
Commissioner with an annual report that provides said 
hauler’s commercial recycling service fee schedule range. 
This requirement shall not apply to any hauler granted a 
permit under the alternative permitting procedure pursu- 
ant to subsection 7- 13.8.5. 

b. All haulers affected by this section shall provide its 
commercial customers with informational materials de- 
tailing its recycling services and educational materials 
regarding recycling. 


7-13.8.7 Enforcement 

The Commissioner shall enforce the provisions of this 
chapter and shall have the authority to issue regulations 
for the purpose of enforcement. 


7-13.8.6 Penalties 

The fine for a first violation is $150.00, the second vio- 
lation is $300.00 and on a third violation the hauler’s per- 
mit will be revoked by the Commissioner. A hauler may 
appeal to the Commissioner to have the permit re-issued 
and the Commissioner shall re-issue said permit once the 
hauler provides sufficient proof that it is in compliance 
with the provisions of this section. 


7 -13 .8.7 Severability 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
these sections to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the validity 
of the remainder of these sections and the applicability of 
such sections to other persons or circumstance shall not 
be affected thereby. 


7-13.8.8, /mplementation 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage, but no monetary fine shall be 
imposed until ninety (90) days after passage.

ORDINANCE AMENDING FEE STRUCTURE FOR 
CHARITABLE FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS 
(DOCKET NO. 0954) 


Councilors ROSS, FEENEY and YANCEY offered the 
following:

IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE FEE 
STRUCTURE FOR CHARITABLE FOOD 
ESTABLISHMENTS 


WHEREAS, Earlier this year Boston City Council 
Committee on Human Services held a hearing to discuss 
mounting hunger-related concerns due to nationwide sup- 
ply issues, rising cost of oil and transportation, a weaken- 
ing economy, rising populations, and other factors; and, 

WHEREAS, The Greater Boston Food Bank reported 
increases in people requesting food from their organiza- 
tion and representatives from shelters and food pantries 
testified as to the difficulties they face in meeting this in- 
creased need, particularly the costly permitting fees fac- 
ing these groups; and 

WHEREAS, The state sanitary code requires a foqd 
establishment to obtain the proper permit to ensure hu- 
man health and food safety. ,This permitting process ap- 
plies to food banks that now face surging costs due to 
food shortage and an increased number of people needing 
assistance; and, 

WHEREAS, Although it is important to ensure that 
all food establishments meet the state standards, the fees 
should be reasonably apportioned to ensure that food 
safety concerns don’t put indispensable food pantries out 
of business; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston can do its part to re- 
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duce some of the burden imposed upon charitable and 
religious organizations serving our residents by balancing 
food safety permit requirements with the need to address 
rising costs and increased demand; NOW, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XVIII, section 18-1.6(39) is hereby 
amended by striking subsection (e) in its entirety and in- 
serting the following language:- 

_ (e) In the case of an establishment operated by a re- 
ligious or charitable organization providing food service 
programs, including but not limited to food pantries, and/ 
or accommodations exclusively for homeless, destitute, 
and/or aged persons shall be one ($1) dollar. No other 
fees shall be imposed on said organizations in conjunc- 
tion with obtaining a food service establishment permit. 
In no way shall this fee limitation restrict any fine im- 
posed pursuant to the state sanitary code. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage. 

Referred to the Committee on Government

ORDER REQUESTING INFORMATION UNDER 
SECTION 17F RE: ACTION PLAN FOR MOV- 
ING CITY HALL (DOCKET NO. 0955) 


Councilor FLAHERTY offered the following:

(1) The action plan for moving City Hall that was re- 
quested by the Mayor from BRA Director John Palmieri 
and Chief Planner Kairos Shen in a speech before the Mu- 
nicipal Research Bureau on March 7, 2008; and 


(2) The report and cost of the report completed by 
the design firm Stull and Lee on the current City Hall 
examining how much office space is currently used by 
city departments. It was said at a City Council hearing 
on May 10,2007 that this report would be completed by 
June 2007; and 


(3) The report completed by an in-house task force of 
City Hall functions that sought to answer the following 
questions: who visits, what neighborhood they are from, 
and what type of business they are transacting. City of- 
ficials said in March 2007 and May 2007 that this study 
was being executed; and 


(4) Factual evidence that more residents are conduct- 
ing business online versus in person; and 


(5) An update on the city’s stated plans to collaborate 
with the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority to 
expand public transit to the South Boston Waterfront; 
and 


(6) Copies of the designs for a new City Hall which 
Mayor Menino said in March 2007 that city architects are 
working on; and 


(7) A list of dates for all community meetings the BRA 
or the city has convened in regard to Mayor Menino’s plan 
to move City Hall to the South Boston waterfront. 


(8) An update on the city’s estimated sale value of the 
current City Hall; and 


(9) An update on the city’s estimated cost to build a 
new City Hall on the South Boston Waterfront.

TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT’S REGULA-

WHEREAS: The Massachusetts Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles considers motorized scooters to be motor vehicles 
and are regulated by the registry; 

WHEREAS: Recent news articles report that scooter 
sales are on the rise because of high gasoline prices; 

WHEREAS: According to the Associated Press, the 
Motorcycle Industry Council reports that scooter sales 
rose 24 percent in the first quarter of 2008; 

WHEREAS: Parking a motorized scooter on the side- 
walk is prohibited in Boston; 

WHEREAS: Motorized scooters do not have to be reg- 
istered with the Department of Motor Vehicles; 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston cannot ticket motor- 
ized scooters that are parked illegally because they do not 
have license plates; 

WHEREAS: The Seattle City Council recently voted 
to impose a fine on anyone caught moving a scooter from 
parking spaces on public streets; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a public hearing to review the 
Boston Transportation Department’s regulations regard- 
ing scooters and scooter parking in the City of Boston and 
invite representatives of the Massachusetts Department of 
Motor Vehicles to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Aviation and Trans- 
portation.

Whereas, December 10, 2008 is the 60th anniversary 
of the signing of the United Nations Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights; and 

Whereas, the preamble of the Declaration begins with 
the statement, “Whereas recognition of the inherent dig- 
nity and of the equal and inalienable rights of all members 
of the human family is the foundation of freedom, justice, 
and peace in the world;” and 

Whereas, the preamble continues “Whereas 
Member States have pledged themselves to achieve in 
co-operation with the United Nations, the promotion of 
universal respect for and observance of human rights and 
fundamental freedoms;” and 

Whereas, as citizens of one of the U.N. Member States 
and elected representatives of the residents of Boston, 
we have a responsibility to assess the extent to which the 
principles of the Declaration of Human Rights are being 
met in Boston; and 

Whereas, Article 25.1 of the Declaration of Human 
Rights declares “Everyone has the right to a standard of 
living adequate for the health and well-being of himself 
and of his family, including food, clothing, housing, and 
medical care and necessary social services, and the right 
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to security in the event of unemployment sickness, dis- 
ability, widowhood, old age, and other lack of livelihood 
in circumstances beyond his control; and 

Whereas, the combination of poverty and inflation is 
destroying the ability of people in the City of Boston to 
secure the human rights outlined in Article 25. Therefore, 
Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold public hearings in different districts of 
the City to encourage those who are struggling to secure 
the necessities of life, particularly food and heat, to share 
with us their stories of their struggles to help us under-

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE BOSTON 
CITY COUNCIL MEETING MINUTES 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston currently provides, 
via the City Clerk, City Council meeting minutes and 
these records are available to the public on the internet; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The Open Meeting Law and Public Re- 
cords Law is meant to cultivate public dialogue on gov- 
ernmental action and ensures this by imposing minimal 
standards for meeting minute content; and, 

WHEREAS, The City already meets these record 
standards; however, we should go beyond the minimum 
standards and make our City Council minutes not only 
publicly available, but more understandable; and, 

WHEREAS, Increasing the readability of our Council 
meeting minutes will foster public understanding and in- 
volvement in local government; NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following:- 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter II is hereby amended by appending the 
following to 2-10.1 after the first paragraph:- 

(a) In addition to keeping records of City Council meet- 
ings pursuant to M.G.L. c. 39, s. 23B, M.G.L. c. 66, s. 
5A, and 950 CMR 32.00, the City Clerk shall make com- 
prehensible City Council minutes. For purposes of this 
subsection only “comprehensible City Council minutes” 
means a record of a City Council meeting translated from 
parliamentary procedure wording into plain language, in- 
cluding a brief summary of each topic discussed and/or 
all votes or formal decisions made during the meeting. 
Under no circumstances shall the comprehensible City 
Council minutes include the substance of debates by and 
among the members of the City Council pursuant to chap- 
ter 447 of the Acts of 1947. The City Clerk shall make 
the comprehensible City Council minutes electronically 
accessible on the City’s website no later than two weeks 
after the meeting in question. 


Section 2. , 

The provisions of these sections will become effective 
sixty (60) days after passage.

ORDER FOR HEARING RE: FEDERAL GOVERN- 
MENT’S CESSATION OF BOSTON TAXPAY- 
ER’S COST SAVING PHARMACEUTICAL PRO- 
GRAM (DOCKET NO. 1021) 


Councilors ROSS, FEENEY, LINEHAN, LAMAT- 
TINA, TURNER, CIOMMO, CONNOLLY, FLAHERTY 
and YANCEY offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Proper healthcare is a basic necessity that 
should be afforded to all people, not just the wealthy. Un- 
fortunately, prescription drug costs continue to skyrock- 
et. University of Minnesota researchers project that the 
number of brand-name drug price hikes increasing 100% 
could double in 2008 from those in 2004; and, 

WHEREAS, These dramatic costs are passed to insur- 
ance companies that results in premium increases for in- 
dividuals. Even those with health insurance struggle to 
afford necessary pharmaceuticals. The National Patient 
Advocate Foundation reports that 31 % of the individuals 
they helped to pay medical bills last year were used to pay 
pharmaceutical co-pays. The Kaiser Family Foundation 
and Harvard School of Public Health report that 13 % of 
insured Americans state they have serious difficulties in 
affording prescription drugs; and, 

WHEREAS, Among those particularly affected by 
increased drug costs are the elderly. According to the 
Kaiser Foundation, 91% of seniors rely on prescription 
drugs on a regular basis. This means that the average an- 
nual prescription medication price increase of 8.3%, as 
compared to the average inflation rate of 2.5%, hits our 
elderly population harder due to their increased depen- 
dence. A 2003 Kaiser study concluded that a quarter of 
our seniors had to do without medication because of the 
inflated cost; and, 

WHEREAS, These inflated expenses directly result in 
increased costs to taxpayers. Recognizing increasing drug 
costs, on July 21st, 2004 the City of Boston awarded a 
contract to a Canadian company, Total Care Pharmacy, 
which offers lower priced pharmaceuticals to City em- 
ployees and retirees partaking in the City’s Blue Cross 
Blue Shield insurance plans. This voluntary program 
seeks to provide drugs at a rate up to 80% less than the 
cost if purchased in the U.S.; and, 

WHEREAS, Other states and municipalities have initi- 
ated, or are considering, similar Canadian pharmaceuti- 
cal availability programs, such Minnesota, Rhode Island, 
Maryland, Wisconsin, San Francisco, and Texas. 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston recognizes the chal- 
lenging costs associated with healthcare that are passed 
on to taxpayers and sought to provide a safe alternative to 
inflated U.S. drug costs, but this program is facing failure 
as a result of poor federal policy that seeks to do noth- 
ing to improve escalating domestic pharmaceutical costs; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The Bush administration states that they 
oppose governmental interference in pharmaceutical price 
setting; however, by refusing to consider the importation 
of personal prescription drugs from Canada, the federal 
administration is directly interfering with free market 
principles and harming citizens by limiting access to af- 
fordable, safe prescription drugs; and, 

WHEREAS, Under the Bush administration, the FDA 
threatened action against the City’s importation program. 
Various prescription drug imports have been seized and 
the City is limited in program marketing capabilities. This 
may be one of the primary factors causing the Canadian 
company’s inability to provide bulk purchasing pricing. 
As a result of these hostile efforts the Canadian company 
has recently stalled delivery of prescription drugs to pro- 
gram participants. These federal restrictions, seizure at- 
tempts, threats against the City is resulting in increased 
taxpayer costs; and, 

WHEREAS, This issue goes beyond that of affordable 
healthcare and the well-being of our elderly population. 
City taxpayers benefited from Boston’s pharmaceutical 
importation program because City healthcare costs were 
reduced. At a time when healthcare costs around the coun- 
try are skyrocketing Boston has done a good job within 
the last year at holding the line on such costs. The actions 
of the federal government have effectively resulted in the 
shutting down of the City’s tax saving program; essen- 
tially prioritizing pharmaceutical profits over taxpayers; 


THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
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ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the City of Boston pharmaceutical importa- 
tion program with the Canadian company and the federal 
response. Representatives from the Boston Public Health 
Commission, Department of Human Resources, the City’s 
Elderly Commission, Total Care Pharmacy, the Massa- 
chusetts Congressional Delegation, and other interested 
parties shall be invited to attend.

ORDINANCE REGULATING NOISE LEVELS OF 
MOTORCYCLES (DOCKET NO. 1047) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, FEENEY, ROSS, MUR- 
PHY, YANCEY and TURNER offered the following: 


CITY OF BOSTON 
IN THE YEAR TWO THOUSAND EIGHT 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE NOISE LEV- 
ELS OF MOTORCYCLES 


WHEREAS, On a daily basis, City of Boston resi- 
dents contend with noise pollution from various sources. 
A chief contributor of this excessive noise is motorcycle 
exhaust systems. 

WHEREAS, To combat excessive noise pollution, the 
Environmental Protection Agency has codified a motor- 
cycle and a motorcycle exhaust system labeling program, 
40 C.ER. §§205.158, 205.169 respectively, which requires 
motorcycle and motorcycle exhaust system manufactur- 
ers to attach a permanent label to their manufactured 
products stating that the product meets the Environmental 
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Protection Agency’s noise emission requirements. The 
purpose of the labels is to ensure that specific motorcycles 
and exhaust systems fully comply with their tested noise 
emission requirements. 

WHEREAS, Neither this problem nor its remedy are 
unique to Boston. Other local governments, including 
Denver and Fairfax County, Virginia, have enacted ordi- 
nances requiring exhaust system labels to combat exces- 
sive noise pollution; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has the authority to 
control and abate excessive noise produced by the op- 
eration of motor vehicles, pursuant to M.G.L. chapter 40, 
section 21 (22) and does so by regulating excessive noise 
from motor vehicles and by prohibiting certain motor 
vehicle exhaust system modifications. However, enforce- 
ment is often difficult and more can be done. By creat- 
ing new mechanisms based on existing standards, we can 
improve the City’s mission of reducing noise pollution. 
NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


Section 1 

CBC Chapter XVI, Section 16-47 is hereby amended 
by adding the following immediately after the first para- 
graph:- 

(a) Proof of Valid Exhaust Systems on Motorcycles 

1) No person shall operate a motorcycle, within the 
City of Boston, manufactured subsequent to December 
31, 1982 that does not bear the required applicable Fed- 
eral EPA exhaust system label pursuant Code of Federal 
Regulations Title 40, Volume 24, Part 205, Subparts D 
and Subpart E. 

2) All violations of subsection (a)(1) shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine of one-hundred dollars and no cents 
($100.00). 

3) The Traffic Commissioner, or his or her designee, 
and/or the Commissioner of the Boston Police Depart- 
ment, or his or her designee, shall have the authority to 
enforce subsection (a) of this section. 


Section 2 

The provisions of this section shall be effective imme- 
diately upon passage.

NEWLY PAVED WAYS (DOCKET NO. 1048)

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING STREET OPENING 
ON NEWLY PAVED WAYS 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston seeks to maintain 
roadways that can handle the pressure imposed by City 
traffic and various environmental conditions; and, 

WHEREAS, The City recognizes the need for private 
companies and individuals to open a public way for cer- 
tain street work by providing the proper permitting pro- 
cess to ensure that any street work is performed in an 
authorized and safe manner; and, 

WHEREAS, There are various permitting conditions 
already in place to ensure proper street work, including a 
limitation on permits to open newly constructed or newly 
paved streets within a year of said construction or pave- 
ment; however, these limitations are often circumvented 
due to necessity; and, 

WHEREAS, Although the City recognizes limited 
instances when street openings on newly constructed or 
paved ways are necessary for the public good, the taxpay- 
ers cannot continue to fund this waste of City resources; 


and, 

WHEREAS, Every time a permit is issued out of ne- 
cessity to open up a newly paved road, taxpayers lose 
money and continue to suffer from uneven roadways due 
to temporary street patches. NOW, THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following:- 


Section 1. 

CBC Chapter XI is hereby amended by appending the 
following subsection to 11-.6.9:- 

(h) After properly determining a case of obvious neces- 
sity pursuant to section 11-6.8, issuing the proper permit 
and upon completion of the permit-related street work, 
the Commissioner shall, at the expense of the person re- 
ceiving the permit, make a new surface on the street that 
was newly constructed or newly surfaced within one year 
of the permit application filing date. 


Section 2. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

WHEREAS: The City of Boston’s Inspectional Servic- 
es Department (ISD) Code Enforcement division does not 
use a warning or notification protocol consistently; and 

WHEREAS: According to ISD the only warning Code 
Enforcement is required to give is for site cleanliness vio- 
lations, which apply to any business or residential build- 
ing with six units as well as for large building recycling; 
and 

WHEREAS: A warning system or notification would 
allow residents the proper time to correct the situation 
without the burden of appealing to Housing Court; There- 
fore be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council conduct a public hearing to assess 
whether or not the Inspectional Services Department Code 
Enforcement division should implement a comprehensive 
warning policy, particularly for violations of code.

WHEREAS, Boston is a diverse City and takes pride 
in the unique character and civic contributions that each 
neighborhood adds to our vibrant community. What draws 
people to reside in the City is the cultural opportunities 
and historical integrity of our neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, Our universities and colleges also con- 
tribute to our thriving metropolitan area and the City con- 
tinues to work with these institutions to assist them with 
their aims while balancing the needs of all City residents. 
Although these universities and colleges add a lot to Bos- 
ton through volunteerism and a strong workforce, they are 
often accompanied by continual institutional expansion 
and greatly affect our housing market; and, 

WHEREAS, The challenges facing our housing supply 
due to institutional expansion and a student-driven mar- 
ket are nothing new for the City and its taxpayers, but ev- 
ery year the City struggles to maintain a balance between 
supporting our universities and colleges and maintaining 
the integrity of our neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, Lack of on-campus student housing 
coupled with developers and purely profit driven land- 
lords threatens our community. For example, a two fam- 
ily home on the corner of Hillside and Pontiac located in 
the Mission Hill area is currently facing demolition by 
a developer who seeks to use the lot to build four hous- 
ing units, which will likely be used as even more student 
housing. This would set a dangerous precedent for the 
community of Mission Hill and ultimately lead to even 
more demolition of historical and culturally important 
homes in the area; and, 

WHEREAS, Unfortunately, this situation is not unique 
to Hillside and Pontiac. It is not unique to Mission Hill. 
The student-driven housing market and developer greed 
affect every street and every neighborhood in Boston. Not 
only does this reduction in housing stock lead to inflated 
rental and home prices, but the degradation of our neigh- 
borhoods causes young professionals, families, and long- 
time residents to relocate out of the City; and, 

WHEREAS, The City needs to seriously consider 
ways to guard the cultural integrity of our community and 
protect students from the increasing number of student 
housing slums cropping up throughout the City. Our City 
will only continue to prosper if we find the proper balance 
between supporting growth for all residents, not just profit 
motivated developers. NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee ofthe Boston City Council holds a hearing to 
examine the City’s response to student-related develop- 
ment that threatens the integrity of our community; and, 

BE IT FURTHER ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing to 
investigate the status of the institutional expansion board, 
established under CBC 10-5, and investigate the feasibil- 
ity of reviewing and restoring this board to meet the chal- 
lenges of today’s forms of institutional expansion. That 
Representatives from the City’s Department of Neigh- 
borhood Development, Neighborhood Services, Rental 
Housing Resource Center, local universities and colleges, 
student groups, Community civic associations, including 
Mission Hill Neighborhood Services, Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board, and other interested parties shall be 
invited to attend.

WHEREAS, Chronic truancy is a communitywide 
issue adversely impacting the educational, social, and 
psychological development of children of all ages and all 
walks of life living in every neighborhood of the City of 
Boston ranging from kindergartners to high school stu- 
dents; 

WHEREAS, There is no single cause of truancy and it 
stems from any number of serious issues affecting both 
the truant and their surrounding family; 

WHEREAS, Chronic truancy is a leading indicator of 
a student’s likelihood of dropping out of school, which 
in tum, has profound economic and social consequences. 
According to a recent study by the Boston Private Indus- 
try Council, school dropouts are much more likely to live 
in poverty, to be incarcerated, to receive public assistance, 
to become single parents, and to develop physical and 
mental health problems, and are much less likely to work, 
to earn median wages, or to have health insurance; 

WHEREAS, According to the U.S. Department of Ed- 
ucation, truant students are likely to be involved in drug 
abuse and threats to school safety; 

WHEREAS, Utilizing all resources is essential to re- 
ducing the obstacles that lead to truancy; 

WHEREAS, Massachusetts law requires every child to 
attend school until the age of 16. Each district may have 
their own policy, but a school may not excuse more than 
seven days or 14 half days within a six month period. 
Although the current procedures allow for some direct 
accountability and interaction with parents, this action is 
infrequently utilized, and the ability to proactively engage 
parents is typically not pursued unless excessive neglect 
issues are present; 
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WHEREAS, Waterbury, Connecticut is expand- 
ing a program that requires parents oftruant children to 
appear before probate judges when their children have 
more than 18 unexcused absences. This pilot program 
began last year at two elementary schools and resulted in 
a dramatic truancy reduction. Since implementing the pi- 
lot program last January, parents of 87 children appeared 
in court, and their total number of unexcused absences 
dropped from 1,072 before the program began to just 87 
absences through the remainder of the school year. Judges 
could order a child, parent, guardian, or family to par- 
ticipate in various programs including parenting classes, 
counseling, drug and alcohol treatment, anger manage- 
ment, afterschool programs and extra tutoring; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council recognizes that 
truancy is a complex issue that requires innovative ap- 
proaches, and the City and other partners in government 
should establish an intervention based multi-service ap- 
proach which focuses on parental accountability and fam- 
ily engagement. 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council hold a 
hearing to establish how best to implement a comprehen- 
sive truancy strategy that requires the parent, parents, or 
guardian of chronically truant students to appear at a ju- 
dicially noticed court hearing to address to causes of such 
truancy and to receive any needed services for the child, 
parent, guardian, or family as a whole including parent- 
ing classes, counseling, drug and alcohol treatment, anger 
management, afterschool programs and extra tutoring.

YOUTH DEVELOPMENT NETWORK (DOCKET 
NO. 1095) 


Councilors YOON, ROSS and YANCEY offered the 
following: 

WHEREAS, Boston’s youth faces serious challenges 
and obstacles and there is need to reach out to at-risk 
youth and provide the necessary services and resources; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council is committed to 
reducing youth violence and promoting City initiatives 
that yield real and practical results for bettering the qual- 
ity of life of Boston’s 

youth; and, 

WHEREAS, On June 13, 2007 Mayor Menino an- 
nounced a new Youth Development Network whose aim 
is to connect with at-risk youth and assist them in a vari- 
ety of areas. Mayor Menino stated that the network was 
to provide counseling, referrals for at-risk youth, other 
related services, as well as coordinate youth services and 
projects; and, 

WHEREAS, An integral part of this new program was 
the hiring of Youth Development Specialists who are to 
be part of the Boston Public Health Commission’s Ado- 
lescent and Violence Prevention units. These specialists 
are intended to use their expertise in areas such as grief, 
counseling, mental health and substance abuse to reach 
out and help at-risk youth in priority neighborhoods;

WHEREAS, According to the initial press release on 
the new network, these specialists are to form the core 
of the program and are supposed to work with the youth 
development teams to coordinate necessary services pro-

WHEREAS, In 1989 the City of Boston established a 
Youth and Activities Commission and Corporation within 
the City of Boston, which is codified in CBC 12-6; and, 

WHEREAS, Members of the Commission are in part 
established by ordinance and the remaining are to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor, subject to criteria listed .in the or- 
dinance; and, 

WHEREAS, The Commission is charged with evaluat- 
ing the delivery of youth services in the City and is sup- 
posed to advise the Mayor and the City Council on ways 
to expand and coordinate counseling, employment, health, 
educational and recreational programs for minors. The 
Commission is responsible for pursuing means to reduce 
drug abuse and violence among the City’s youth; and 

WHEREAS, This Commission was created to advance 
policy and address issues affecting the City’s youth, in- 
cluding coordinating City, state, federal and private youth 
services programs. The Commission was also responsible 
for compiling an annual publication containing a compre- 
hensive directory of youth services in Boston; and 

WHEREAS, By encouraging private support of Bos- 
ton youth programs and consolidating oversight into one 
Commission, the City was trying to make the best use of 
existing youth services initiatives while formulating new 
policy and programs aimed at fostering a positive envi- 
ronment for Boston’s youth; and 

WHEREAS, Several other municipalities have func- 
tioning Youth Commissions, such as Wellesley, Belmont, 
Newton, Rockland, Needham, Salem, Holyoke, and more; 


and 

WHEREAS, Despite the establishment of a youth 
Commission in 1989, currently said Commission is not 
functioning. This omission is a great detriment to Bos- 
ton’s youth population and City services. Greater coop- 
eration and coordination of youth services is necessary to 
ensure that the needs of our community’s youth are being 
met.

Whereas, once the doors had been battered open, the 
police rushed in, guns drawn, with EMS officials follow- 
ing; and 

Whereas, after a search of the three floors of the Fort 
Avenue house had confinned what the owner had said ini- 
tially, an officer who was standing outside at the base of 
the steps told those inside that they had the wrong ad- 
dress. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate Committee of the Bos- 
ton City Council hold a public hearing and summons the 
owner of the house at 35 Fort Avenue to explain the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the invasion of her house by the 
police, fire, and EMS officials. And Be It Further

Whereas, the graduation rate in the City of Boston is 
barely over 50%, mandatory “zero~tolerance” policies 
take kids away from educational opportunities and funnel 
them into a “one-way pipe-line to prison;” And 

Whereas, CORI checks are used to deny people jobs, 
public housing, credit and student loans; And 

Whereas, an estimated 20,000 more homes will fore- 
close in the Commonwealth in the next year leading to 
more than 30,000 more forced evictions of working fami-

Whereas, major financial institutions and corporations 
in Boston and nationally have experienced tremendous 
growth in wealth during the first seven years of this cen-

Whereas, despite the downturn in the sub-prime mar- 
ket, most financial institutions and large corporations 
in Boston continue to reap substantial profits from their 
businesses in

ORDER FOR HEARING RE: FORECLOSURE LOAN 
MODIFICATIONS (DOCKET NO. 1099) 


Councilors TURNER, YANCEY, LAMATTINA, 
FEENEY, ROSS, TOBIN, CONSALVO, YOON, LINE- 
HAN, CIOMMO and MURPHY offered the following: 


Whereas, while Congress’ $850 billion dollar bailout 
will provide up to $700 billion to banks and $150 billion 
in tax breaks to special interests, it provides no clear relief 
to the homeowners who are struggling with the issue of 
foreclosure; and 

Whereas, there are estimates that it will take months 
for the details of the purchase of the failing and failed 
mortgages from the banks to be resolved and money to 
flow to the banks; and 

Whereas, if these estimates are correct, financial insti- 
tutions will continue to conduct foreclosures and empty 
properties in Boston and throughout the country while 
awaiting Washington action; and 

Whereas, last year the Massachusetts state legislature 
in its foreclosure legislation established a ninety day pe- 
riod for homeowners notified of foreclosure to work out 
loan modifications with their mortgagors; and 

Whereas, on September 17th of this year, Massachu- 
setts Attorney General Martha Coakley testified before 
the U.S. House Financial Services Committee that her 
staff found only 144 loan modification agreements were 
filed across the state over a three month period; and 

Whereas, the 144 modifications represents only three 
per cent of the more than 4,700 new foreclosure notices 
during the same period; and 

Whereas, Attorney General Coakley has stated that 
an effective federal rescue package “‘should require as a 
condition of participation that current mortgage holders 
and servicers rewrite delinquent loans to avoid foreclo- 
sure when the borrower’s current ability to pay, although 
it may not fulfill the payment schedule, still provides an 
income stream preferable to expected loses at foreclo- 
sure”; and 

Whereas, the federal rescue package approved by Con- 
gress does not include the provisions suggested by Attor- 
ney General Coakley. Therefore Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council invite to a hearing Attorney General Coak- 
ley to give her views on what actions she believes can be 
taken at the state level to initiate an effective loan modi- 
fication program given the apparent failure of the state 
initiated program and the lack of any loan modification 
program in the bailout; and Be It Further 

Ordered, that the leadership of the state legislature be 
invited to discuss what action needs to be considered at 
the state level given the apparent failure of the loan modi- 
fication program, legislatively initiated last year, to ease 
the crisis; and Be It Further 


Ordered, that the major financial institutions holding 
mortgages on foreclosure noticed properties to explain 
why they have not been willing to make loan modifica- 
tions that would enable the loans to be affordable for the 
homeowners. Be It Furthermost 

Ordered, that the Greater Boston Real Estate Board 
and the Massachusetts Association of Banks be invited to 
discuss how they can assist in securing a more coopera- 
tive attitude by the banks and financial institutions hold- 
ing foreclosed properties as well as properties that are in 
danger of foreclosure.

2008 in response to the city’s home foreclosure crisis;

WHEREAS: According to The New York Times, the 
Residential Mortgage Foreclosure Diversion Pilot Pro- 
gram “has averted the sale of almost 80 percent of the 
properties referred to it in its first three months;” and 

WHEREAS: The Residential Mortgage Foreclosure 
Diversion Pilot Program is designed to help people in 
owner-occupied residential single and multi-family dwell- 
ings who are facing foreclosure; and 

WHEREAS: Through a cooperative effort by the city 
and the courts, Philadelphia residents facing foreclosure 
are required to attend a “Conciliation Conference” be- 
tween the home-owner and a representative of the lender 
to review the terms of the mortgage; and 

WHEREAS: The goal of the “Conciliation Confer- 
ence” is to help residents stay in their homes by modify- 
ing the terms of their mortgages so that they can afford to 
repay the loan; and 

WHEREAS: The program was created with the help of 
a “Mortgage Foreclosure Steering Committee” composed 
of representatives of the city, the courts, lender and bor- 
row groups, and housing organizations; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the Boston City Council hold a pub- 
lic hearing to consider creating a Residential Mortgage 
Foreclosure Diversion Pilot Program in Boston, and in- 
vite representatives of the city, the Boston Division of the 
Massachusetts Housing Court Department, lenders, and 
local housing organizations to attend.

WHEREAS, The entire nation is struggling to cope 
with the negative effects of the national housing crisis 
and overall economic downturn as a result of the crisis on 
Wall Street. The Commonwealth is seeking cuts to local 
aid causing municipal officials to panic; and, 

WHEREAS, Credit is virtually unavailable to cities 
and towns who face flailing bond markets, decreasing 
pension fund values, and increased interest rates for those 
that are able to obtain lending. The executive director 
of the Massachusetts Municipal Association stated in a 
recent Globe article that these fiscal constraints may re- 
sult in a freeze in municipal projects and officials from 
Springfield to Quincy acknowledge that they will prob- 
ably have to discontinue any proposed public repairs and/ 
or projects; and, 

WHEREAS, An October 6, 2008 New York Times Ar- 
ticle stated that out of 300 municipalities surveyed by the 
National League of Cities, four out of five finance officers 
reported that they would not be as likely to meet fiscal 
needs in next year as they are currently able to do; and, 

WHEREAS, Of particular concern are municipal pen- 
sion funds because they depend on the success of vari- 
ous stocks, bonds, and other secured investments. Other 
Cities are struggling to cope with plummeting state aid 
and shaky municipal investments, but the City of Boston 
appears to be more financially secure in this era of fiscal 
crisis; and, 

WHEREAS, The City’s Chief Financial Officer, Lisa 
Signori, has already called for a pension board financial 
briefing to review investments and talk about long-term 
impacts. Boston is also in a more favorable position than 
other municipalities because they issue general~obligation 
bonds later in the year while others typically do so sooner 
and are facing the realities of the bond market collapse 
now; and, 

WHEREAS, Also contributing to the City’s relatively 
stable financial situation is the fact that the City backed 
up city accounts and investments in the late 1990’s with 
cash from other banks. This collateralization means City 
finances are not going to be lost because of any FDIC 
dollar limits; : 

WHEREAS, The City’s prior fiscal safeguard actions 
are now resulting in a more secure financial situation for 
Boston taxpayers. Unlike other municipalities, Boston 
prioritized financial protection over interest rate profits 
and as a result of sound planning we are able to manage 
the national economic downturn better than similarly situ- 
ated cities and towns. NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 


ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine Boston’s fiscal safeguarding measures that 
stabilized City investments and are helping to protect 
taxpayer money from the national and statewide financial 
crisis. Representatives from the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association, other interested parties, and the City’s Chief

ORDER APPROVING PETITION FOR SPECIAL 
LAW RE: ESTABLISHING POST-RETIREMENT 
GROUP BENEFITS LIABILITY FUND IN CITY 
(DOCKET NO. 1136) 


Councilor YOON offered the following: 
HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston has a responsibility 
to its taxpayers to ensure that all liabilities are properly 
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funded, especially post-employment benefit obligations 
apart from pensions; and, 

WHEREAS, Recognizing the importance of ensuring 
adequate funding for future post-employment liabilities, 
the Governmental Accounting Standards Board estab- 
lished new financial statement standards that requires 
states and municipalities to report their entire retiree 
health and life insurance liability; and, 

WHEREAS, This future promise is a tangible liability 
today, but Boston has relied on a pay-as~you-go system 
to fund future obligations without setting aside funds for 
future costs of current employees. Although the City’s 
current model presumes the City will prefund liability 
over 30 years in a separate reserve, more should be done 
to ensure that the City meets its financial obligations in a 
secure manner by establishing a post-retirement insurance 
liability fund; and, 

WHEREAS, As of June 2007, Boston’s post-employ- 
ment benefit liability was valued at $3.1B, a 21.7% in- 
crease in two years. This number assumes pre funding 
as opposed to just utilizing the pay-as-you-go method. If 
prefunding fails to occur, the liability would be at $5.6B. 
A more secure prefunding structure is required to ensure 
that obligations are met in a fiscally responsible manner; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Several other municipalities have estab- 
lished similar post-retirement funds, including Concord, 
Needham, Lexington, Sudbury, Arlington, Wellesley and 
Waltham. House Bill 1140 attempted to create state au- 
thorization for all municipalities in the Commonwealth to 
create such a fund, but failed to move forward in the last 
legislative session making individual City action neces- 
sary. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


ESTABLISHING A POST -RETIREMENT 
GROUP BENEFITS LIABILITY FUND IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

Notwithstanding any general or special law to the con- 
trary, there shall be a Post-Retirement Group Benefits 
Liability Fund in the City of Boston for the purpose of 
funding the municipality’s future liabilities for contribu- 
tions to retired employees’ insurance premiums pursuant 
to M.G.L. chapter 32B. 


Section 2. 

The City’s Collector-Treasurer shall manage and have 
custody of the Post-Retirement Group Benefits Liability 
Fund. The Mayor and the City Council of Boston may 
make appropriations to credit the fund in order to meet 
the current and future cost of premiums payable by the 
City on behalf of or direct payments payable by the City 
to retired employees of the City and eligible surviving 
spouses or dependents of deceased employees of the City 
under this act. 

The City’s Collector-Treasurer may invest the assets 
of the Post-Retirement Group Benefits Liability Fund in 
accordance with M.G.L. chapter 203C. Any earnings or 
interest accruing from the investments shall remain with 
the fund and shall be expended only for the purposes of 
the fund. Authorized disbursements shall be made from 
the fund in payment of contributions and premiums for 
the benefit of retirees and their eligible dependents and 
surviving spouses in accordance with a schedule of dis- 
bursements established by an actuarial consultant as set 
forth in section 3. The aforementioned approved disburse- 
ments and payments for costs associated with conducting 
any actuarial study shall not require further appropriation. 


The Collector-Treasurer may employ any qualified bank, 
trust company, corporation, firm or person for advice on 
the investment of the fund and or to prepare an actuarial 
study and may pay for this service from the fund. 


Section 3. 

Upon passage of this act, the City of Boston shall have 
an actuarial consultant perform an initial actuarial valu- 
ation of the City’s post-employment benefit obligations 
and establish a Post~Retirement Group Benefits Liabil- 
ity Fund schedule. The schedule, and future updates to it, 
shall be designed, consistent with standards issued by the 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board, to reduce the 
unfunded actuarial liability of health care and other post 
employment benefits to zero as of an actuarially accept- 
able period of years and to meet the normal cost of all 
future benefits for which the City is obligated. The City 
of Boston shall have the actuarial consultant establish and 
periodically update a schedule of funding levels required 
to amortize the existing initial unfunded actuarial liability 
over a period not to exceed 30 years and to amortize any 
additional unfunded actuarial liability over a period not 
to exceed 15 years from the year of the determination in 
which the additional liability is first recognized.

RE: POSSESSION OF ARMOR-PIERCING AM-

Councilor FLAHERTY offered the following: 
HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, Due to the high rates of gang and gun vio- 
lence terrorizing Boston neighborhoods and an escalating 
number of youth homicides, itis necessary for state, lo- 
cal and law enforcement officials to strengthen policies 
aimed at getting dangerous weapons and ammunition off 
the streets of Boston; and, 

WHEREAS, Armor-piercing piercing ammunition is 
designed to penetrate metal or armor, including bullet- 
proof vests worn by the city of Boston’s law enforcement 
officers; and, 

WHEREAS, Sixteen states (Alabama, California, Ha- 
waii, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, Michi- 
gan, Mississippi,New Jersey, North Carolina, Oklahoma, 
Oregon, South Carolina and Texas) and Washington, 
D.C., ban the possession or use of armor-piercing ammu- 
nition; and, 

WHEREAS, Seven states (California, Illinois, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina and 
Texas) ban the transportation or carrying of armor-pierc- 
ing ammunition; and, 

WHEREAS, Currently, armor-piercing ammunition is 
not banned under Massachusetts state law, yet it serves 
no legitimate sporting purpose and poses an unacceptable 
threat to the health, safety and security of both Boston 
residents and the Boston Police officers safeguarding our 
streets; and 

WHEREAS, Stricter regulations on the possession, 
sale and transfer of armor-piercing ammunition will curb 
access to this dangerous ammunition and help make our 
streets safer; THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 
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PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


POSESSION OF ARMOR-PIERCING AMUNITION 
IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. 

As used in this act, this word shall have the following 
meaning: 
_ “Armor-piercing ammunition” (a) a projectile or pro- 
jectile core which may be used in a handgun and which 
is constructed entirely (excluding the presence of traces 
of other substances) from one or a combination of tung- 
sten alloys, steel, iron, brass, bronze, beryllium copper, 
or depleted uranium; or (b) a full jacketed projectile 
larger than .22 caliber designed and intended for use in 
a handgun and whose jacket has a weight of more than 
25 percent of the total weight of the projectile. The term 
“armor-piercing ammunition” does not include shotgun 
shot required by Federal or State environmental or game 
regulations for hunting purposes or ammunition designed 
for target shooting. 


Section 2. 

Notwithstanding any other general or special law to the 
contrary, no person shall be issued a license to carry or 
possess armor-piercing ammunition in the City of Boston, 
except that the licensing authority may issue an armor- 
piercing ammunition license to: 

a. a firearm instructor certified by the municipal po- 
lice training committee for the sole purpose of firearm 
instruction to police personnel; or 

b. a bona fide collector of firearms upon application or 
upon application for renewal of such license. 


Section 3. 

Notwithstanding any other general or special law to the 
contrary, no person shall possess or carry armor-piercing 
ammunition in the City of Boston without having a valid 
license issued under section 2 of this act. 


Section 4. 

Notwithstanding any other general or special law to the 
contrary, no licensee under a license described in M.G.L. 
chapter 140, section 123, located in the City of Boston 
nor any employee or agent of such a licensee, shall sell, 
rent or lease armor-piercing ammunition to anyone other 
than those authorized in this act. 


Section 5. 

Nothing in this act shall apply to any of the following: 

a. Any federal, state or local official required to carry 
armor-piercing ammunition while engaged in the perfor- 
mance of their official duties; 

b. Persons licensed under federal or state law to manu- 
facture, import or sell” firearm ammunition and actually 
engaged in any such business, but only with respect to ac- 
tivities that are within the lawful scope of such business. 
This exemption does not authorize the general private 
possession of armor-piercing ammunition, but only such 
possession that are within the lawful scope of a licensed 
business described herein; 

c. Manufacture, transportation or licensed sale of ar- 
mor-piercing ammunition to persons authorized to pos- 
sess such ammunition under this act; or 

d. Laboratories having a department of forensic bal- 
listics or specializing in the development of ammunition 
or explosive arms. 


Section 6. 

Any person who violates the provisions of this act 
shall be punished, for a first offense, by a fine of not less 
than one thousand dollars ($1,000) and not more than ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000) or imprisonment for not less 
than one year and not more than ten years or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. A second or subsequent offense 
as to an assault weapon shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than five thousand dollars ($5,000) and not more than 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) or by imprisonment of 


not less than five years and not more than fifteen years or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 7. 

Within ninety days of the effective date of this act, any 
person lawfully in possession of armor~piercing ammu- 
nition shall apply to the licensing authority of the City 
of Boston, or his designee, for a license to possess such 
ammunition pursuant to section 2 of this act. Any person 
denied a license to possess armor-piercing ammunition 
pursuant to this act shall, within ninety days of such de- 
nial, dispose of the armor-piercing ammunition in such a 
way as to not be in violation of this act. Any person who 
obtains armor-piercing ammunition that was lawfully 
held by the previous possessor under this act by bequest 
or intestate succession shall, within ninety days of so ob- 
taining, either apply for a license to possess such armor- 
piercing ammunition or dispose of such ammunition in a 
manner not in violation of this act. 


Section 8. 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
such provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of these sections and 
the applicability of such provision to other persons or cir- 
cumstances shall not be affected thereby. 


Section 9. 

The provisions of this act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage, but no penalties shall be imposed on any person in 
compliance with section 7 of this act.

WHEREAS, A loophole in the above-cited gun law 
shields individuals from the minimum mandatory sen- 
tence if they are caught with an unlicensed gun in a home 
or workplace; and, 

WHEREAS, Illegal guns in a home or workplace are

WHEREAS, Increasing penalties for storing illegal 
guns in homes or places of business could potentially lead 
to lower rates of homicide, crime and unintentional child

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


POSSESSION OF A FIREARM IN A PLACE OF 
RESIDENCE OR AT A PLACE OF BUSINESS 
WITHOUT A LICENSE IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Possession of Firearms in a Place of Resi- 
dence or at a Place of Business without a License in the 
City of Boston. 

Notwithstanding any general or special law to the con- 
trary, whoever, except as provided or exempted by statute, 
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knowingly has in his possession or knowingly has under 
his control in his place of residence or place of business 
a firearm, loaded or unloaded, as defined in section one 
hundred twenty-one of chapter one hundred forty of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts without 

(i) having in effect a license to carry firearms issued 
under section one hundred thirty-one of chapter one hun- 
dred forty of the General Laws of Massachusetts or (ii) 
having in effect a license to carry firearms issued under 
section one hundred thirty-one F of chapter one hundred 
forty of the General Laws of Massachusetts or (iii) hav- 
ing complied with the provisions of sections one hundred 
twenty-nine C and one hundred thirty-one G of chapter 
one hundred forty of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison for 
not less than two and one-half years nor more than five 
years, or for not less than eighteen months nor more than 
two and one-half years in a jailor house of correction. The 
sentence imposed on such person shall not be reduced to 
less than eighteen months, nor suspended, nor shall any 
person convicted under this act be eligible for probation, 
parole, work release, or furlough or receive any deduc- 
tion from his sentence for good conduct until he shall 
have served eighteen months of such sentence; provided, 
however, that the commissioner of correction may on the 
recommendation of the warden, superintendent, or other 
person in charge of a correctional institution, grant to an 
offender committed under this subsection a temporary re- 
lease in the custody of an officer of such institution for the 
following purposes only: to attend the funeral of a rela- 
tive, to visit a critically ill relative, or to obtain emergency 
medical or psychiatric service unavailable at said institu- 
tion. Prosecutions commenced under this subsection shall 
neither be continued without a finding nor placed on file. 

No person having in effect a license to carry firearms 
for any purpose, issued under section one hundred thirty- 
one or section one hundred thirty-one F of chapter one 
hundred forty of the General Laws of Massachusetts shall 
be deemed to be in violation of this section. 

Whoever, after having been convicted of any of the of- 
fenses set forth in this act and/or section 10(a), section 
10(b), or section 10(c) of chapter two hundred sixty-nine 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts commits a like of- 
fense or any other of the said offenses, shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the state prison for not less than five 
years nor more than seven years; for a third such offense, 
by imprisonment in the state prison for not less than seven 
years nor more than ten years; and for a fourth such of- 
fense, by imprisonment in the state prison for not less 
than ten years nor more than fifteen years. The sentence 
imposed upon a person, who after a conviction of an of- 
fense under said sections 10(a), 10(b), and 10( c) com- 
mits the same or a like offense, shall not be suspended, 
nor shall any person so sentenced be eligible for proba- 
tion or receive any deduction from his sentence for good 
conduct. 

Upon conviction of a violation of this act and/or sec- 
tion 10 of chapter two hundred sixty-nine of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, the firearm or other article shall, 
unless otherwise ordered by the court, be confiscated by 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts. The firearm or ar- 
ticle so confiscated shall, by the authority of the wri tten 
order of the court be forwarded by common carrier to the 
colonel of the state police, who, upon receipt of the same, 
shall notify said court or justice thereof. Said colonel may 
sell or destroy the same, except that any firearm which 
may not be lawfully sold in the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts shall be destroyed, and in the case of a sale, after 
paying the cost of forwarding the article, shall pay over 
the net proceeds to the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

The court shall, if the firearm or other article was lost 
by or stolen from the person lawfully in possession of it, 
order its return to such person. 


Section 2. Severability. 

If any provision of this act or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of this act and the 
applicability of such provision to other persons or circum- 


stances shall not be affected thereby.

WHEREAS, Cell phones provide Boston residents 
and businesses with tremendous communication benefits; 
and, 

WHEREAS, In order to achieve maximum functional- 
ity, cell phones require a certain proximity to towers or 
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antennas; and, 

WHEREAS, The installation of cell phone towers and 
antennas is regulated by the City of Boston Public Im- 
provement Commission. Telecommunications companies 
must obtain the Public Improvement Commission’s ap- 
proval before occupying public space with cell phone an- 
tennas. The typical approval process includes a dialogue 
between the telecommunications companies and residents 
of the neighborhood where the proposed antenna is to be 
installed; and, 

WHEREAS, Recently, City of Boston residents have 
noticed the installation of cell phone antennas, which 
were installed without public notice or a dialogue between 
telecommunications companies and residents; and, 

WHEREAS, In addition to the nuisance and disregard 
for public involvement in antenna placement, existing re- 
search indicates possible health risks for both people and 
animals residing near cell phone antennas. Several stud- 
ies have reported an increase in headaches, dizziness, and 
sleep disturbance for individuals living in close proximity 
to antennas; and, 

WHEREAS, NextG Networks plans to install ap- 
proximately 180 antennas throughout Boston as part of a 
five-year-old plan, which failed to include local notice or 
public approval; Now, 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council urges the 
City of Boston, in conjunction with the City of Boston 
Public Improvement Commission, to impose a morato- 
rium on any cell phone antenna placement in the City of 
Boston until the proper public process and discussion of 
public health concerns relating to exposure to radio fre- 
quency signals occurs and that the City Clerk deliver a 
copy of this Resolution to the City of Boston Public Im- 
provement Commission.

AN ORDINANCE REGARDING 
THE PROHIBITION OF RESEARCH DESIGNATED 
AS BIOSAFETY LEVEL 4 (BSL 4) 


WHEREAS, Boston University Medical Center has 
been awarded a contract by the U.S. 

National Institutes of Health to build a bio-terrorism 
defense research facility on Albany Street in the South 
End of the City of Boston; and 

WHEREAS, The this laboratory will be part of pro- 
posed network of laboratories will be designated to func- 
tion and research at Biosafety Level 4 (BSL 4), a level of 
security designed for research on the most dangerous and 
exotic categories of disease causing organisms; and 

WHEREAS, Disease-causing organisms used in BSL 
4 laboratories include viruses such as ebola, marbur, 
lassa, machupo, smallpox, and several other forms of vi- 
ruses that cause hemorragic fever, some of which have no 
known cure; and : 

WHEREAS, These disease-causing organisms may be 
used as agents in weapons of biological warfare which 
have been termed, by President George W. Bush, as 
“Weapons of Mass Destruction” or “WMD”; rut (a 

WHEREAS, There are four Biosafety Level 4 facilities 
in the United States; none of which are located in concen- 
trated urban areas; and 

WHEREAS, Analysis of modeling systems at the Unit- 
ed States Army and the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency indicate a ten- to twenty-mile downwind disper- 


sion radius in the case of an accidental or intentional re- 
lease of biological agents contained at the Boston Univer- 
sity facility; and 

WHEREAS, There are at least four ways for the bio- 
logical agents to be released: 

(i) An accident during the transportation of the biologi- 
cal agents to the site; 

(ii) A breakdown in security as occurred in December 
2002 at an infectious disease laboratory at Plum Island, 
New York, where a three-hour total power failure under- 
mined the containment system of the biological agents; 

(iii) An infection of workers as occurred at the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta where two workers died in 
2001 after being exposed to strains of meningitis bacteria 
that was the subject of their research; and 

(iv) An intentional release of the biological agents as 
occurred with the September 2001 release of the anthrax 
strain or through attack. 

WHEREAS, The protection of the health and safety of 
the residents and visitors of the City of Boston and the 
surrounding region is more important than the economic 
development stimulus that could potentially result from 
Boston University receipt of the grant. THEREFORE 

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 

CBC Chapter XVI is hereby amended by adding CBC 
16-47 as follows 


CBC 16-47 PROHIBITION OF BIOSAFETY LEVEL 
4 (BSL 4) RESEARCH. 


CBC 16-47.1 Prohibition. 

No activities involving laboratory research Biosafety 
Level 4 (BSL 4) may be conducted within the City of 
Boston. 


CBC 16-47.2 Enforcement and Regulatory Authority. 

The Boston Fire Department, the Boston Police De- 
partment, and the Boston Public Health Commission shall 
have the authority to enforce these sections and to pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement and 
enforce these sections. 


CBC 16-47.3 Severability. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


CBC 16-47.4 Implementation. 

The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

I transmit herewith for your approval an acceptance of 
the provisions of Section 14 of Chapter 182 of the Acts 
of 2008, a local option allowing cities and towns to ad- 
just the income limit for the Tax Deferral Program to the 
maximum income limit established by Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 62, section 6(k) for the “circuit 
breaker” state income tax credit for single seniors who 
are not heads of households. 

State law provides for a tax deferral program for elderly 
taxpayers when they have difficulty paying their property 
tax bill. Currently, applicants must be at least 65 years of 
age and have a gross income of less than $40,000. While 
the deferral provides immediate relief for the taxpayer, 
the income limit remains at $40,000 each year without a 
mechanism to account for cost-of-living adjustments. 

Recently passed legislation allows Massachusetts cities 
and towns to set the maximum income limit at the annual 
income limit established for the “circuit breaker” state in- 
come tax credit for single seniors who are not heads of 
households. I am recommending that we adjust the Tax 
Deferral Program income limit accordingly, resulting in 
an increase from $40,000 to $49,000 for Fiscal Year 2009. 
If adopted, the local option would also set the Tax De- 
ferral Program maximum income limit at the limit estab- 
lished for the “circuit breaker” in future years, requiring 
no additional action by the Council. I firmly believe that 
this measure will beneiit elderly taxpayers who survive on 
a limited income.

The adoption of this statute will have no im- 
pact on any current retirees of the City of Boston or any 
future retirees of the City of Boston who are not eligible 
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for Medicare. 

This statute has been adopted by cities and towns 
throughout the Commonwealth in order to leverage the 
full benefits of the federally-funded Medicare program. 
The adoption of this new version of section 18 is a fi- 
nancially sound reform that is consistent with the City’s 
goal to reduce escalating health care costs. Shifting a 
significant portion of these costs to the federal Medicare 
program will reduce annual health insurance costs as well 
as the City’s future liabilities.

Councilors FLAHERTY, YANCEY and ROSS offered 
the following: 

WHEREAS, A college degree is almost essential for a 
person to earn family-sustaining wages; and. 

WHEREAS, A recent study by the Boston Private 
Industry Council and the Boston Public Schools (BPS) 
revealed that approximately two-thirds of the BPS Class 
2000 who enrolled in college failed to earn a college de- 
gree; and. 

WHEREAS. This study not only demonstrates student 
failure to obtain a college degree, but also showcases the 
city’s failure to adequately prepare its students for post- 
secondary education; and, 

WHEREAS, These numbers illustrate that the city has 
to reform students’ gateways to post-secondary education 
success and improve other aspects essential for a smooth 
transition into college. including the provision of wrap- 
around services; and, 

WHEREAS. An early college high school initiative 
(ECHSI) should be seriously considered as a strategy 


‘to ease transition from high school to college because 


it intentionally integrates the two academic experiences 
and provides students with the opportunity to earn up to 
two years of college credit and even an associates degree. 
making college tuition more affordable for many families; 
and. 

WHEREAS, ECHSI has an important focus on under- 
representcd students that is not always found in dual en- 
rollment and Advanced Placement programs: and. 

WHEREAS, There are approximately 160 early col- 
lege high schools in 24 states with preliminary research 
showing impressive rates for high school graduation, at- 
tainment of associate degrees and acceptance into a four- 
year college; and, 

WHEREAS, Three towns in the Commonwealth have 
an early college high school: Brockton, Gardner and Ho- 
lyoke; and, 

WHEREAS, The Mayor and school officials have not 
put forth real details about how their Northeastern Uni- 
versity partnership will resolve this educational crisis;

WHEREAS, Bringing both BPS officials and college 
officials together. along with the state’ s Education Secre-

WHEREAS: Boston was again at the forefront of the 
Legislature’s enactment of Chapter 169 of the Acts of 
2007, providing further relief to residential taxpayers; 
and 

WHEREAS: since adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendment, this Council has established a policy of 
utilizing Classification to tax residential properties at the 
lowest level permitted by state statute; and 

WHEREAS: the Legislature enacted Chapter 403 of 
the Acts of 2000, the City’s home rule petition to increase 
the residential exemption to a maximum of thirty (30%) 
of the average assessed value of all Class One-Residential 
parcels in the City of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: pursuant to the City’s Home Rule Peti- 
tion, Chapter 145 of the Acts of 2008 provides for a 
residential exemption for cooperative housing residents 
known as the cooperative housing equitable tax exemp- 
tion, which shall be equal to a maximum of thirty percent 
(30%) of the average value of qualifying cooperative units 
in the cooperative corporation; and 

WHEREAS: the Classification policy, and the Coun- 
cil’s annual action to declare a residential exemption in 
the greatest amount permitted by the General Laws has 
resulted in substantial protection and substantial savings 
for both homeowners and tenants from the effects of re- 
valuation; and 

WHEREAS: only those cooperative corporations as 
defined in section 4 of Chapter 157B ofthe General Laws 
shall be eligible for the cooperative housing equitable tax 
exemption; and 

WHEREAS: by law, the amount of the cooperative 
housing equitable tax exemption may equal but not ex- 
ceed the amount of the residential exemption given to ho- 
meowners according to the first paragraph of section 5C 
of Chapter 59 of the General Laws; and 

WHEREAS: action in this regard for Fiscal Year 2009 
must be taken prior to certification of the tax rate by the 
Department of Revenue; therefore be it 

ORDERED: That pursuant to the General Laws, Chap- 
ter 40, section 56, the residential factor in the City of Bos- 
ton for Fiscal Year 2009 shall be the minimum residential 
factor as determined by the Commissioner of Revenue 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 58, 
Section 1A and; be it further

Whereas, despite the tools that the BRA has developed 
during its 50 year history to spur economic development, 
all large scale developments has to have financial credit in 
order to move forward; and 

Whereas, during the last few months the credit markets 
have tightened making it impossible at this point for large 
scale development whether proposed or in the ground to 
move forward if financing is needed; and 

Whereas, throughout Boston projects already under 
development as well as projects proposed for develop- 
ments are unable to get credit to move their projects for- 
ward; and 

Whereas, given the freeze in the local, national, and 
international credit markets for large scale development, 
the Roxbury Master Plan Oversight Committee (RM- 
POC) members voiced their utter disbelief at the report 
that the development team of the Parcel 3 development in 
Roxbury was being de~designated because of its inability 
to obtain credit; and 

Whereas, some residents suggested that the de-desig- 
nation was politically motivated when they learned that 
the BRA in September had ordered that the developers 
to provide working drawings that are never required until 
after the BRA Article 80, large scale project review; and 

Whereas, the lead architect of the Parcel Three De- 
velopment Team reported that the BRA September 2008 
request for working drawings by October 2008 was an 
impossibility given the fact that such plans would cost $8 
million dollars; and 

Whereas, the lead architect also noted that it would be 
an abuse of community process to develop working draw- 
ing before hearing community suggestions on design and 
structural changes through the Article 80 Review Process; 
Therefore, Be It 

Ordered, that the appropriate committee of the Boston 
City Council hold a hearing and invite the Boston Rede- 
velopment Authority Director to review with the Coun- 
cil: 

1) The effect of the credit freeze on all major develop- 
ments in Boston-both planned as well as in the ground; 
and 

2) Why the BRA would de-designate the Parcel Three 
Development Team during a local, national, and interna- 
tional credit crisis; and 

3) Why the BRA would ask the Parcel Three Develop- 
ment Team to prepare within a month a full set of working 
drawings when the standard operating procedure is to re- 
quire such plans after the community has had an opportu- 
nity to give their perspective during the Article 80 review 
process; and Be It Further 

Ordered, that the Parcel Three Development Team be 
invited to discuss their view of their compliance with the 
BRA process; and Be It Further 

Ordered, that the members of the Roxbury Master Plan 
Oversight Committee and the public be requested to give 
their views on the BRA action, 

Referred to the Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment and Planning.

Ordered, that members of the Greater Egleston com- 
munity be invited to present their views on why they 
believe the continuous level of violence in the Greater 
Egleston area justifies their inclusion in the Safe Streets 
Boston Initiative.

RESOLUTION CONDEMNING PLANNED TOLL IN- 
CREASE ON MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE/ 
TUNNELS (DOCKET NO. 1230) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, MURPHY and LINEHAN 
offered the following: 

WHEREAS, Boston citizens currently utilize and rely 
on various modes of transportation as a daily necessity, 
it is the primary responsibility of Bernard Cohen, serv- 
ing in the dual role of State Transportation Secretary and 
the Chairman of the Board of Directors for the Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike Authority to ensure an equal share of 
the tax burden among citizens. Specifically, citizens are 
concerned with the clear understanding and justification 
of an increase in tolls on the Massachusetts Turnpike/ 
Tunnels. Neighborhoods, families and businesses alike 
are concerned over the unforeseen impacts and financial 
implications of such a measure; and, 

WHEREAS, The likely negative impact on munici- 
pal commerce and certain business districts in particular 
causes great concern for the economic vitality of those 
communities. Moreover, an increase in tolls would isolate 
a segment of residents and business owners in East Bos- 
ton. Doubling tolls would severely limit the ability of an 
individual to patronize a local business within the City. 
The additional tax provides a disincentive for taxi cab 
drivers to operate and transport residents and visitors to 
portions of the City requiring high surcharges, thus exac- 
erbating the isolation of a portion of the community; and, 

WHEREAS, The economic implications for family 
transportation costs suggests a frightening outlook for 
those operating on a fixed budget. The proposed toll in- 
crease plan by the State would double the costs associated 
with traveling in tunnels - from $3.50 to $7.00 per usage. 
Furthermore, an increase in tolls from $1.25 to $2.00 for 
Allston-Brighton residents is equally unjust and burden- 
some for residents residing in the community. When a 
family uses vehicular transportation with respect to work, 
school and other essential functions multiple times per 
day, costs could accumulate to nearly $28.00 per day; 


and, 

WHEREAS, It is critical that residential exemptions 
remain in place to protect the neighborhoods of the North 
End, East Boston, South Boston and Charlestown from 


bearing the inevitable impact of an increase. Regrettably, 
these neighborhoods have experienced the greatest dis- 
ruption and inconvenience with respect to the Big Dig; 


and, 

WHEREAS, The transportation infrastructure in the 
City and across the State requires funding and repair, 
sharing the burden equally among all citizens can be a 
viable solution. Rather than unfairly charging higher costs 
to a specific segment of the population, an alternative so- 
lution of adjusting the surcharge on fuel consumption 
must be considered; THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council strongly 
urges Secretary Cohen to immediately prevent any toll 
increases unfairly to taxpayers leading to an unjust segre- 
gation of a portion of the city, harming families and dis- 
rupting commerce and that the City Clerk deliver a copy 
of this resolution to Governor Deval Patrick, Secretary 
Bernard Cohen, Senate President Therese Murray and 
Speaker of the House Salvatore DiMasi.

WHEREAS Money is owed by Hainan to 135 aviation- 
related claimants, including aircraft maintenance provid- 
ers, public aviation departments, small companies and 
individuals; 

WHEREAS If Hainan Airlines continues to ignore the 
Bankruptcy Court’s Order, the company’s creditors will 
have no choice but to follow its fiduciary responsibilities 
and seize Hainan’s aircraft and garnish other assets, ex- 
posing American travelers to service interruptions, can- 
cellations, delays, and other costly risks; 

WHEREAS There is bipartisan agreement on the need 
to hold both foreign and domestic companies accountable 
when they seek to flout the law, particularly when those 
actions adversely affect small businesses and U.S. work- 
ers. THEREFORE; 

BE IT RESOLVED That the Boston City Council urg- 
es the U.S. Department of Transportation and the Mas- 
sachusetts Port Authority to deny Hainan’s landing rights 
until they fulfill their legal obligations and pay their court 
ordered debt payments. Hainan should not be allowed ac- 
cess to enjoy the benefits of U.S. Commerce if it does not 
abide by our laws.

To the City Council. 
Dear Councillors: 

I transmit herewith for your approval, an Act to Restore 
Governmentally Involved Housing Protection in Boston. 
The issue of expiring use began in the late 1960s and early 
1970s when many rental properties in Boston were built 
with government subsidies of a fixed term. Developers 
received low mortgage interest rates, some as low as 1 % 
with no money down. In addition, thousands of already 
built multi-family rental buildings were rehabilitated with 
government loans, with low interest rates and virtually no 
money down. 

In exchange, the owners agreed to sign regulatory 
agreements. Some had their rents regulated and many 
had to agree to “use” restrictions and were imposed with 
very strict eviction standards. The original contracts al- 
lowed the owners to pay off their 40 year mortgages and 
terminate their contracts after 20 years. Today, with the 
appreciation of Boston real estate, and the expiration of 
use restrictions, Boston is at risk of losing these units, an 
irreplaceable source of affordable housing. 

It is because of this concern that I ask your Honorable 
Body to consider the passage of this Home Rule Petition 
at your earliest convenience.

AN ACT TO RESTORE BOSTON’S 
GOVERNMENTALLY INVOLVED HOUSING 
PROTECTION 


Ordered: - That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause (1) of Section 
eight of Article two, as amended, of the Amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted providing precisely 
as eg except for clerical or editorial changes of form 
only: - 

Whereas, a serious public emergency exists with re- 
spect to the housing of citizens in Boston residing in 
governmentally-involved housing, inasmuch as there is 
a threat that many low- income individuals and families 
residing in such housing, particularly those elderly and 
disabled, may be threatened with displacement as a result 
of prepayment of mortgage financing, loss of use restric- 
tions, expiring subsidy contracts, and expected increas- 
es in rent, and there is a threat that affordable housing 
stock will be lost due to expiration of use restrictions and 
subsidy contracts and such pre-payment, further exacer- 
bating an extreme housing shortage within the city for 
low- income families and voters, and whereas, in approv- 
ing Chapter 40P of the General Laws, the voters did not 
exempt such housing from protection or regulation and 
whereas it is the city’s policy to encourage owners of this 
governmentally-involved housing to accept incentives to 
keep such housing affordable and avert displacement, 
that such emergency should be met by the city of Boston 
immediately; therefore, this act is declared to be in the 
public interest. 


SECTION 2. (A) Notwithstanding the provisions of any 
general or special law to the contrary, including, without 
limitation, the provisions of chapter forty P of the General 
Laws and chapter 282 of the Acts of nineteen hundred 
and ninety-four, for so long as the City Council of Bos- 
ton shall determine that the circumstances described in 
section one hereof continue to exist, the City of Boston 
shall by ordinance regulate the rent for use or occupancy 
of governmentally-involved or formerly governmentally- 
involved housing to the extent such regulation is not pre- 
empted by federal law or by section six of chapter 708 
of the Acts of nineteen hundred and sixty-six as amend- 
ed, once the basis for federal or state rent regulation or 
preemption no longer exists. For purposes of this act, 
“sovernmentally-involved housing” is defined as hous- 
ing units which the United States, the Commonwealth or 
any authority created under the laws thereof (i) insures the 
mortgage thereon, or owns, operates, finances, or subsi- 
dizes such housing units, and (ii) regulates the individual 
rents thereof, including without limitation housing units 
constructed or rehabilitated pursuant to Section 202 of the 
Housing Act of 1959, as amended (12 U.S.C. § 1701q), 
Sections 221(d) and 236 of the National Housing Act, as 
amended (12 U.S.C. §§ 17151 (d) or 1715z-1), Section 
811 of the Cranston-Gonzalez National Affordable Hous- 
ing Act, as amended (42 U.S.c. § 8013), or Section 13A of 
chapter 708 of the Acts of nineteen hundred and sixty-six, 
added by Section 10 of chapter 855 of the Acts of nineteen 
hundred and seventy, as amended (M.G.L. c. 23A App. § 
1 -13A), or housing units financed or subsidized pursuant 
to project-based programs for low-income persons under 
Section 8 of the United States Housing Act of 1937, as 
amended (42 U.S.C. § 1437f), or the project-based Mas- 
sachusetts Rental Voucher Program, so-called (see line 
item 7004-9004 of Section 2 of chapter 159 ofthe Acts of 
two thousand, as well as 760 C.M.R. Part 49.00), or hous- 
ing units with mortgage insurance under Sections 207 or 
220 of the National Housing Act, as amended, and subject 
to a rent regulatory agreement or other controls pursuant 
to applicable law with the Boston Redevelopment Author- 
ity, but not including the following: 


(1) housing units owned or acquired by the City of 
Boston through tax foreclosure; 


(2) except for publicly owned dwelling units or units 
which are financed or subsidized with project-based Sec- 
tion 8, housing units in a one-to-four family building or 
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structure which are not part of a larger housing develop- 
ment, whether on one or more sites; 


(3) structures containing housing units subsidized 
with mobile tenant-based rental assistance that would not 
otherwise come within the definition of govemmentally 
involved housing; 


(4) public housing owned or operated by a local hous- 
ing authority under chapter 121 B of the General Laws, 
the United States Housing Act of 1937 (42 US.C. §§ 
14S7a et seq.), or any successor act or public housing 
programs fonnerly assisted under the United States Hous- 
ing Act of 1937: 


(5) housing units which received mortgage insurance 
pursuant to sections 207 or 220 of the National Hous- 
ing Act but not subject to a rent regulatory agreement or 
other controls with the Boston Redevelopment Authority 
as well as housing units which received mortgage insur- 
ance pursuant to section 608 of the National Housing Act, 
regardless of whether there was a rent regulatory agree- 
ment or other controls with the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority or not; 


(6) housing units which received mortgage insurance 
pursuant to Section 221(d) of the National Housing Act 
and which never received a federal or state subsidy or be- 
low market interest rate mortgage subsidy; and 


(7) housing units where the sole government involve- 
ment is the owner’s participation 

in federal, state, or municipal funded programs for 
home repairs, energy conservation, or lead paint abate- 
ment. 

For the purpose of this act, “formerly governmental- 
ly-involved housing” is defined as housing which was 
governmentally- involved housing as of July 1, 1994, or 
which becomes governmentally involved housing after 
July 1, 1994, but which then no longer is owned, operated, 
financed, subsidized, mortgage-insured, or rent-regulated 
by the United States, the Commonwealth, or any authority 
created under the laws thereof, provided that “formerly 
governmentally involved housing” shall include any 
housing receiving subsidy under Section 8(t) of the Unit- 
ed States Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. § 1437f(t). 

For the purpose of this act, “low-income” is defined as 
annual household income which is eighty per cent or less 
of the median income for the area as determined by the 
United States Department of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment, with adjustments for smaller and larger families. 

The City of Boston shall by ordinance create an of- 
ficial body designated by the Mayor to establish as the 
maximum rent for the governmentally-involved and for- 
merly governmentally-involved housing units the rent in 
effect therefore on July 1, 1994, or six months before the 
basis federal or state rent regulation or preemption lapsed, 
whichever is later, adjusted to insure such rent provides 
a fair net operating income as of the date of the official 
body’s decision, provided, however, said ordinance shall 
authorize the official body to make individual adjust- 
ments in such maximum rents as may be necessary to 
remove hardships or to correct other inequities. In mak- 
ing individual adjustments to remove hardships or to cor- 
rect other inequities, the official body shall observe the 
principle of maintaining maximum rents for such housing 
units at levels which will yield to owners a fair net op- 
erating income from such housing units. In determining 
whether the maximum rent for such housing units yields 
a fair net operating income, due consideration shall be 
given to, among other relevant factors; (1) increases in 
property taxes; (2) unavoidable increases in operating and 
maintenance expenses; (3) major capital improvement of 
the housing units, distinguished from ordinary repair, re- 
placement, and maintenance; (4) increases or decreases 
in living space, services, furniture, furnishings or equip- 
ment; and (5) substantial deterioration of the housing 
units, other than ordinary wear and tear, or failure to per- 
form ordinary repair, replacement, or maintenance. 


(B) Such ordinance shall provide that no person shall 
bring an action to recover possession of a governmental- 
ly-involved housing unit, or of a formerly governmentally 
involved housing unit, to the extent that such regulation is 
not otherwise preempted by federal law or section six of 
chapter 708 of the acts of nineteen hundred and sixty-six 
as amended, unless: 


(1) the tenant has failed to pay the rent to which the 
owner is entitled; 


(2) the tenant has violated an obligation or covenant 
of tenancy not inconsistent with chapter 93A ofthe Gen- 
eral Laws or this act other than the obligation to surrender 
possession upon proper notice, and has failed to cure the 
violation after having received written notice thereof; 


(3) the tenant is causing, committing, or permitting a 
nuisance in, or substantial damage to the housing unit, 
or is creating substantial interference with the comfort, 
safety, or enjoyment of the owner or other occupants of 
the same or any adjacent unit; 


(4) the tenant has used or permitted use of a housing 
unit for illegal purposes; 


(5) the tenant, who had a written lease or rental agree- 
ment which has terminated, has refused, after written 
requests or demand by the owner, to execute a written 
extension or renewal thereof for a farther term of like du- 
ration on terms not inconsistent with or violative of any 
provision of this act; 


(6) the tenant has refused the owner reasonable access 
to the housing unit for the purpose of making necessary 
repairs or improvements required by law, or for the pur- 
pose of inspection as permitted or required by the lease or 
law, or for the purpose of showing the housing unit to any 
prospective purchaser or mortgagee; 


(7) the tenant holding at the end of a lease term is a 
subtenant not approved by the owner; or 


(8) the owner seeks to recover possession for any other 
just cause not in conflict with the provisions and purposes 
of this act or chapter 93A of the General Laws. 

The provisions of this section shall be construed as ad- 
ditional restrictions on the right to recover possession of 
such housing units. 


(C) Such ordinance shall also provide that no person 
shall remove any governmentally~involved or formerly 
governmentally-involved housing accommodation from 
low-income rental housing use (including but not limited 
to sale, lease, or other disposition of the property which 
may have such an effect), or convert such property to a 
condominium or cooperative, without first obtaining a 
permit for that purpose from the official body, to the ex- 
tent that such provision is not preempted by federal law or 
section six of chapter 708 of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and sixty-six as amended. Such pennit may be subject to 
terms and conditions not inconsistent with the purposes 
and provisions of this act, including, without limitation, 
(a) incentives to continue in effect the low-income restric- 
tions previously in place for the property and (b) where 
sale, lease, or disposition of the property may result in 
the loss of all or a portion of the property for low-income 
rental housing use, the right of an incorporated tenants as- 
sociation in such housing, the city of Boston, the Boston 
Housing Authority, non-profit community development 
corporations, or other equivalent bona fide non-profit 
organizations to negotiate for, acquire and operate such 
property on substantially equivalent terms and conditions 
as offered or available to a bona fide third-party purchas- 
Gi 


(D) To the extent not preempted by federal law or sec- 
tion six of chapter 708 of the acts of nineteen hundred and 
sixty-six as amended, such ordinance shall require that 
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owners of governmentally-involved housing, or formerly 
governmentally involved housing, affirmatively seek out 
and accept any prospective governmental housing re- 
sources, whether tenant-based or project-based, which 
maximize affordability of the housing units consistent 
with the income character of the property and the owner a 
right to obtain a fair net operating income for the housing 
units, provided that the City shall assist owners by identi- 
fying such governmental housing resources. 


(E) To the extent not preempted by federal law or sec- 
tion six of chapter 708 of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and sixty-six as amended, and so long as such regulation 
is consistent with the owner’s right to obtain a fair net 
operating income, such ordinance shall also provide that 
the City may establish local preferences, priorities, and 
income limits for admission to governmentally-involved 
housing or former governmentally~involved housing 
upon unit turnover, consistent, to the extent with the in- 
come profile of the property twelve months prior to the 
date of the loss or rent preemption or the decision to not 
renew an expiring subsidy contract. The official body may 
approve an alternative plan requested by the owner, con- 
sistent with the provisions of this Act. No ordinance or 
regulation shall require an owner to create a tenancy in- 
volving any person with a history of conduct which would, 
if repeated, be grounds for eviction from such housing. 


(F) Such ordinance shall also provide that the official 
body may grant exemptions and exceptions to the gen- 
eral provisions of this act when such action would tend to 
maintain or increase the supply of affordable housing in 
Boston, including, without limitation, promoting the sale 
of properties to bona fide tenant organizations or non- 
profit community development corporations under terms 
and conditions which would tend to maintain the income 
character of the property. 


(G) Such ordinance shall provide that the official body 
may promulgate such rules, regulations and orders as it 
may deem necessary to effectuate the purposes of this 
act and the ordinance. The official body may hold hear- 
ings on any matters within its authority under this act 
and ordinance. Any hearings regarding matters related to 
regulation of rents or removal permits for governmentally 
involved or formerly governmentally involved housing or 
regarding compliance with other provisions of this act, 
or the ordinance, orders, rules, or regulations adopted or 
promulgated hereunder, shall be conducted by the official 
body in accordance with the provisions of section eleven 
of chapter thirty A of the General Laws except that re- 
quirements (7) and (8) of such section eleven shall not 
apply to such hearings. 


(H) All decisions of the crucial body may be appealed 
to the housing court department of the trial court, city 
of Boston division, by any person aggrieved thereby, 
whether or not previously a party in the matter, within 
thirty calendar days after notice of such decision. Judicial 
review of adjudicatory decisions shall be conducted in ac- 
cordance with section fourteen of chapter thirty A of the 
General Laws. Judicial review of regulations shall be con- 
ducted in accordance with section seven of chapter thirty 
A of the General Laws. The housing court department of 
the trial court, city of Boston division, shall have jurisdic- 
tion to enforce the provisions hereof and any ordinance, 
rule or regulation adopted hereunder, and on application 
of the official body or any aggrieved person may restrain 
or enjoin violations of any such ordinance, rule, or regu- 
lation. In the interests of justice, the court may allow any 
necessary parties to be joined in or to intervene in any 
action brought hereunder and may in its discretion allow 
or require an action to proceed as a class action. 


SECTION 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to do 
or omit to do any action in violation of this act, or any 
order, ordinance, rule or regulation adopted or promul- 
gated hereunder. Whoever willfully violates any provi- 
sion of this act or any order, ordinance, rule or regulation 


adopted or promulgated hereunder or whoever makes a 
false statement in any testimony before the official body 
or its agents, or whoever knowingly supplies the official 
body with false information shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than four hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
for not more than ninety days, or both; provided, how- 
ever, that in the case of a second or subsequent offense, 
or where the violation continues after notice thereof, such 
person shall be punished by a fine of not more than two 
thousand dollars, or by imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or both. 


SECTION 4. The provisions of this act are severable, 
and if any of its provisions shall be held unconstitutional 
or otherwise invalid by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, the decision of such court shall not affect or impair 
any of the remaining provisions. 


SECTION 5. The provisions of M.G.L. c. 40P shall not 
apply to any ordinance adopted under this authority.

Posting agendas, 
minutes and schedules of meetings will allow members 
of the public to attend meetings, make public comment 
and track the progress of the committee; THEREFORE

RESOLVED, That an on-line repository of information 
pertaining to all City Commissions and Boards include 
membership (including term limits and who made the 
appointment), meeting schedule, agenda, minutes, and 
committee structure be created immediately in an unob- 
trusive, clear, concise format found on the City of Boston 
Website.

Councilor TURNER asked that the following be read 
into the record: 


December 10, 2008 

Dear Fellow Councilors, 

I too am saddened by the state of affairs in which we 
find ourselves today. Ironically, I am not saddened by my 
arrest by the FBI and US Attorney on charges of extor- 
tion. The first reason is that having come of age in the 
60s, I understand all too well that under the leadership of 
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J, Edgar Hoover, the FBI engaged in covert and some- 
times documented illegal actions to subvert the constitu- 
tional rights of those who were seeking justice. 

Yes, J. Edgar is dead but I believe his spirit lingers on. 
Within the last two decades we have seen the FBI in Bos- 
ton act as cover for those who committed heinous crimes 
against the citizens of our city, state, and nation. In fact, 
given the historic nature of the FBI, my wife and I expect- 
ed that one day, we would hear the FBI knock at our door 
to join us to the long list of those persecuted by the FBI 
and US Attorneys because of our pursuit of justice. 

I also am not saddened by the indictment. As all the 
lawyers on the Council know the indictment has really 
nothing to do with the issue of my guilt or innocence. In 
fact, at best the indictment is a confirmation of the origi- 
nal complaint brought against the accused. In order for 
a grand jury indictment to have any relationship to the 
issue of guilt or innocence, my lawyer would have to be in 
the room with the grand jury and question those who are 
providing alleged evidence of my guilt. 

Again, as the lawyers on the Council know, defense 
lawyers are forbidden to participate in federal grand jury 
hearings. Therefore, it is important for the Council to 
recognize that even though the grand jury has met and 
indicted me, you have no more substantive evidence of 
my guilt than you had last week. 

Judge Magistrate Hillman had said in my Worcester 
arraignment that I would have a probable cause hearing 
today at 3 p.m. at the Moakley Courthouse. At such a 
hearing my lawyers would be able to cross examine those 
who have alleged evidence of my guilt. Judge Hillman 
would then determine whether there was enough substan- 
tial evidence to proceed to trial. However, as soon as Ron 
Wilburn, one of the Dejavu partners had identified him- 
self publicly as the US Attorney’s cooperating witness and 
said that the FBI had lied in its affidavit, my lawyers said 
that we would never have a probable cause hearing. 

So what saddens me is not my arrest or indictment. 
What saddens me is that some of my fellow Councilors 
hearing are willing to break their oath of office in order 
to rush to judgment. Let me be more specific. Each year 
each of us takes an oath to defend the Constitution which 
includes the 14th amendment. In order to refresh our 
collective memories, let me state Section 1 of the 14th 
Amendment of the Constitution, 

Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens 
of the United States and of the State wherein they re- 
side. No State shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any State deprive any person of 
life, liberty, or property, without due process of law; nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of the laws. 

Because of our oath as well as my constitutional rights, 
I have suggested that it is critically important that you 
proceed carefully so that you don’t make the Council the 
laughing stock of the country by collectively denying my 
rights under the 14th amendment since one of Judge Hill- 
man’s orders was that I not discuss the case with several 
Councilors who are involved parties. | understand that 
Corporation Council Sinnott has said that you could pro- 
ceed to hire a fact finder and that once the fact finder had 
made a recommendation, you could ask the US Attorney 
whether he will allow me to speak to whatever charges 
you are going to bring. 

While I don’t deny your right to make that request, I 
suggest that it makes more sense to make that request be- 
fore hiring a fact finder. Why should you squander scarce 
Council resources on hiring a person to be a fact finder, if 
after that person’s recommended action, you find that the 
US Attorney is not willing to allow me to speak given the 
involvement of other Councilors in the case. 

However, even if the US Attorney’s office tells you to- 
day that they are willing to allow me to speak, in order 
for my rights of due process to be observed, my lawyer 
would have to have the right to cross examine the FBI 
agent who wrote the affidavit; Ron Wilburn, the cooperat- 
ing witness; and the two FBI agents who say that I lied. 


Therefore, I would suggest that before considering hiring 
a fact finder, you should not only find out from the US At- 
torney whether I will be allowed to speak to the Council 
but also whether my lawyers will be able to cross examine 
the witnesses for the prosecution. If the US Attorney’s re- 
sponse to either of those questions is no, I would suggest 
that you should halt your proceedings since your process 
will violate my constitutional rights. 

My other concern is procedural. A week from today 
on December 17th, my understanding is that the Council 
officially dissolves. That is, no official acts can take place 
after that date. Only when the Council reconvenes on the 
5th of January and elects its new president is there the 
possibility of taking any official action. Thus, I am con- 
fused by the fact that Council President Feeney appears 
ready to ask for approval to hire a fact finder. If the Coun- 
cil does sustain such a request, it would appear that based 
on the rules of the Council that hiring, if done before the 
17th, would have to be terminated on the 17th. 

While I am very comfortable with my innocence, | am 
not comfortable with the fact that a body that I am part 
of is about to embarrass itself by going through a process 
that at worst will abridge my constitutional rights as well 
as violate the oath of office that each of us takes to up- 
hold and defend the Constitution and at best be a waste of 
Council time and energy.

HOME RULE PETITION 
PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


THE PREPARATION OF CERTAIN BALLOTS IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON 


BE IT ORDERED, voted, to petition the General Court 
to enact legislation that provides that in all federal, state 
and municipal elections the state secretary and City of 
Boston Election Commissioner shall prepare bilingual 
ballots in English and Chinese, and English and Vietnam- 
ese, and provide for the transliteration of all candidates’ 
names for English-Chinese bilingual ballots; provided, 
that the General Court may reasonably vary the form and 
substance of the requested legislation within the scope of 
the general public objectives of this petition. 


SECTION 1. Definitions 

As used in this act, the following words shall, unless 
the context requires otherwise, have the following mean- 
ings: 

Chinese surname means any surname which appears 
on the Lauderdale and Kestenbaum list of Chinese sur- 
names. 

City means the City of Boston. 

Election shall mean any primary or election, as defined 
by section | of chapter 50 of the General Laws. 

Transliteration means the printing of relevant Chinese 
characters to represent the phonetic equivalent of the syl- 
lables of an English name or a name in any other language 
that is not traditionally written using Chinese characters. 

State election shall mean any election at which a na- 
tional, state, or county officer or a regional district school 
committee member elected district-wide is to be chosen 
by the voters, whether for a full term or for the filling of 
a vacancy. 

Vietnamese surname means any surname which ap- 
pears on the Lauderdale and Kestenbaum list of Vietnam- 
ese surnames. 


SECTION 2. 

Notwithstanding section 40 of chapter 54 of the Gen- 
eral Laws, or any other general or special law to the con- 
trary, in federal and state elections the state secretary shall 
prepare bilingual ballots in English and Chinese, and 
English and Vietnamese in addition to any other bilingual 
ballots required by law, in the designated polling places 
within the city of Boston as defined by Section 4 of this 
act, in addition to any other bilingual ballots required by 
law. 


SECTION 3. 

Notwithstanding section 58 of the charter of the City 
of Boston, or any other general or special law to the con- 
trary, in all City of Boston municipal elections the elec- 
tion commission shall cause bilingual ballots in English- 
Chinese, and English-Vietnamese in addition to any other 
bilingual ballots required by law, in the designated polling 
places within the city of Boston as defined by Section 4 of 
Ae act, in addition to any other bilingual ballots required 

y law. 


SECTION 4. 

English-Chinese bilingual ballots shall be provided in 
every polling place in the City where there are at least 35 
registered voters with Chinese surnames. English-Viet- 
namese bilingual ballots shall be provided in every poll- 


ing place in the City where there are at least 30 registered 
voters with Vietnamese surnames. 

At least one English-Chinese bilingual ballot per reg- 
istered voter with a Chinese surname shall be provided 
in each designated polling place. At least one English- 
Vietnamese bilingual ballot per registered voter with a 
Vietnamese surname shall be provided in each designated 
polling place. In any district, county, state, or federal 
primary or election the State Secretary may provide ad- 
ditional sets of bilingual ballots for any polling place in 
the City when he deems it necessary. In any municipal 
primary or election the City’s Election Department may 
provide additional sets of bilingual ballots for any polling 
place in the City when it deems necessary. 


SECTION 5. 

The Election Commission in all City of Boston mu- 
nicipal elections and the State Secretary in all federal and 
state elections shall provide for the transliteration of all 
candidates’ names for English-Chinese bilingual ballots. 
All candidates shall be provided with a written copy of the 
proposed transliteration of candidate’s name. Within sev- 
en days of receiving the proposed transliterations of can- 
didate’s name, any candidate may provide written notice 
to the City Election Commission or State Secretary of a 
modification of the proposed transliteration of candidate’s 
own name or decline to have candidate’s own name trans- 
literated on the ballot. The transliteration shall be subject 
to final approval by the City Election Commission in all 
City of Boston municipal elections or the State Secretary 
in all federal and state elections. The City Election Com- 
mission or State Secretary shall provide public notice of 
transliterated names as soon as practicable. 


SECTION 6. 

The City of Boston shall record the number of English- 
Chinese and English-Vietnamese bilingual ballots that 
are printed, requested, or used in all elections held in the 
City of Boston. 


SECTION 7. 

The Boston City Council may hold a public hearing 
at any time deemed appropriate to discuss the efficacy of 
this Act. 


SECTION 8. 
The provisions of this act shall take effect on its pas- 
sage. 


SECTION 9. 
All provisions of this law shall cease to have further 
effect after December 31, 2013, the sunset date. 


SECTION 10. 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
such provision to any person or circumstance shall be held 
invalid, the validity of the remainder of these sections and 
the applicability of any such provision to other persons or 
circumstances shall not be affected thereby.

WHEREAS, the City of Boston is eligible to apply for 
loan guarantee funds under Section 108 of Title | of the 
Housing and Community Development Act of 1974 (42 

U.S.C. 5301 et seq.); and 


WHEREAS, the City of Boston has determined that
